our promifed fubfcription. 

Sensible as we are of the merit of Mr. Gladwin's labours* 
the encouragement that is due to every undertaking which has for 
its end the promotion and extenfion of Eaftern Literature, a& 
well in regard to the ufe its advancement may be of to the per- 
fons employed in your fervice, as, the* knowledge it may afford 
to the European quarter of the globe, we cannot but repeat our 
earneft felicitation that your Honourable Court will permit us to 
confirm the fubfcription for 1 50 fets, which we formerly promifed 
to take, as we confider our former recommendation, and the 
known liberality which your Honourable Court have ever ftiown 
towards the encouragement of works;of this nature, to have been, 
the inducements which led Mr. Gladwin to commence fo arduous 
a work, and thereby fubjeft himfelf to a great expence, from 
which he could only expeft to be relieved through the liberality 
of his employers.

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INTRODUCTION.

T HAD long fet my heart upon writing fomething 
X of the History of Hindostan, together with 
an account of the religious opinions of the Hindoos. 
I know not if my anxiety herein proceeds from the 
love of my native country, or whether I am im- 
pelled by the defire of fearching after truth, and

At firft my head was filled with the idle tales of 
Benagutty, Hafez Abroo, and other ancient authors ;

I t ha$ now. come, tp, lights tliaj the general re~ 
ceived opinion of the Hindoos, being ^olytheists, 
has no foundation in, truth; for although their tenets;

Gqp, are incontrovertible points 

I n order to eftablifli what I have here advanced^ 
I fhall fet forth the various faiths and ceremonies of 
this immenfe multitude, that the neceffary proofs, 
may be found collected together, and ftrifc and ani^ 
mofity be thereby moderated. 

Although there* have never been wanting in 
the world men of upright and honeft intentions, yet 
from the following eau&s there have always been 
diflenfions* regarding this religion.. 

Firs t- 

The difference of language, whieh has prevented 
tne Hindoos, and thofe of other nations from com- 
prehending the meaning of each other,, and oeca.

fioned much, ftrife-

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Second. 

The remotenefe of fituation, which has prevent- 
ed the Hindoos from having any intercourfe with 
the learned of other countries. 

' Or if it happened that one of each met toge- 
ther, no communication of ideas could be effected; 
for want of an intermediate perfon, it being very 
difficult to find an interpreter fo well acquainted 
with the depths of fcience and the various philofo- 
phical doctrines, as to be able to explain himfelf 
thereon in a fatisfa&ory manner. Even now, not- 
withftanding his Majefty has taken fuch pains to af- 
femble the learned of all nations, who aid and aflift 
each other in their refearches after truth, the incon- 
venience ftill remains unremedied. Where then is 
a perfon to be found poffefied of the qualifications, 
requifite for this talk? 

Supposing the throne to be filled by a mo- 
narch refembling Noorsheervan, who amidft the 

fplendor 
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fplendor of royalty fought after the jewel of wif- 
dom, ftill there is required a Vizier like Buzerche- 
Mehr, who divefting himfelf of envy, found out Pooz- 
ruyah the philofopher, and fent him into Hindoftan 
under the difguife of a merchant; and he, as induf- 
trious when abfent as if he had been prefent, did 
after various refearches and laborious iriveftigations ac- 
quire poffemon of the ftores of knowledge. 

Or a talk like this demands an indefatigable per- 
fon like Tumtum the Indian, who in order to ftudy 
under Plato, travelled from Hindoftan into Greece, 
regardlefs of the dangers of the feas and defarts ; 
and having obtained the grand Panacea, regulated 
the temperament of the mind as well as that of the 
body. 

Or a man fuch as Abul Maashar of Balkh, 
who becoming enamoured of knowledge, preferred a 
foreign foil to his native country, and relinquifliing 
eafe for toil, travelled from Khorafan into Hindof- 
tan, and acquired a variety of knowledge at Benaris, 

and 
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and carried back rare prefents to the ftudious of 
his own country. 

Third. 

The fubjeaion of mankind to their corporeal 
fenfes, infomuch that they will not allow any thing 
to exift, which they themfelves have not felt; and 
are fo governed by prejudice, that they will not liften 
to the relation of any thing foreign, even though 
it mould be told as a fable calculated for mere a- 
mufement. When this is the cafe, what judgement 
can they form ? 

F O U R T H» 

The indolence of mankind, which induces them, 
to prefer the little they actually poffefs to the pro- 
fpe& of increafing it by the fatigues of commerce, 
which inclines them to adopt eafe and rejed labour, 
and to. forego the pains required in fearching after 
knowledge ; contenting themfelves with, difputes about 
appearances only, regardlefs: how far f vthey are con- 
fonant with truth- and reality,- 

Fifth. 
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T I f T H, 

The habit of imitation, which people of all ina- 
ctions fall into, without afldng why or wherefore. 
Whatever they have received from their father, tu- 
tor, acquaintance or neighbour, fthey ^confider jis the 
rule of conduft molt acceptable to the Deity, and 
ftamp thofe who differ from them with the mame of 
Infidel or Zendek. 

-Sixth. 

The referve which prevents a candid xommn- 
nicatton between perfons of different perfuafions, and 
to this it is owing that no inftance can be produc- 
ed of * two' or three perfons meeting for the purpofe 
of difcufling the tenets of their jsefpe&ive creeds, 
and of afcertaining .the principles on which they are 
founded. If .this .communication had taken place 
among men ©f learning and candour, a rule of 
conduft might ere this have been fixed, by the up* 
right decifions of impartial juftica 

Vol, ILL % Even 
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Even Monarchs deeming the inveftigation un- 
important, have either treated it with indifference, 
or actuated by the, pride and felf-conceit of fe&a- 
ries, have prohibited free difcufTion and enquiry. 
A regard for felf-prefervation, therefore, induces men 
either to be filent? or to exprefs themfelves in ob- 
fcure language ; or compels them to conform to 
the temper of the times. But if Princes had evinc- 
ed a difpofition to promote the fearch after truth, 
many illuftrious men, having no grounds for fear 
or apprehenfion, would have publifhed to the world, 
with freedom, their fentiments and opinions. The 
monarch's example is a law to all; and thus every 
fe£l becomes infatuated with its particular doclrines : 
animofity and dilfenfion prevail, and each man deem- 
ing the tenets of his feci; to be the dictates of truth 
itfelf, aims at the deftruclion of all others, vilifies 
reputation, flains the earth with blood, and has the 
vanity to imagine he is , performing meritorious ac- 
tions. If the voice of reafon was attended to, man- 
kind would be fenfible of their error, and lament 
the weaknefs which mined them to interfere in the 

concerns 
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concerns of each other. Perfecution, after all, de- 
feats its own ends; it obliges men to conceal their 
opinions, but produces no change in them^ 

Seventh. 

The fuccefs which too often attends the wick- 
ed and ill difpofed, from the facility with which- 
the profeflions of virtue and rectitude gain belief. 
Hence a variety of evils are derived, and truth lies 
buried under a load of errors. Enough, Abul Fa- 
zel, enough: the various forms of divine vengeance 
are inexplicable; the hiftory of them is long and 
intricate; proceed to execute your original defigru 
of attempting to eftablim peace and unanimity.- 

Although fome will be difturbed with the 
information they receive, others will embrace it with, 
fatisfaction. 

Thanks be unto God, who hath no equal, I 
am neither of the number of thofe who are ready to 
_ condemn the ignorant, nor averfe to praife thofe 
who know better,. 
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HI N f> OS T-A K is Wiffifed By the ocean on the eaft, 
the weft and the* fouth / t© the eaftward lies Malacca, 
together witb Sumatra, the Moluccas and many other 
ittands.- Qi*- the north are high mountains, part of which 
forms thV boundary of Hindoftan on that quarter, and the 
reft belong" to Turan and Iran. Beyond thefe mountains, as 

far 
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far as Chinefe-Tartary, are feveral fertile territories, particu- 
larly Cafhmeer, the two Tibbets, and Kulhtwar. The north 
fide of Hindoftan is plentifully fupplied with rivers, fo that 
it may be faid to have water on all quarters. 

The whole extent of this vaft empire is unequalled for 
the excellency of its waters, falubrity of air, mildnefs of cli- 
mate, and the temperate conftitutions of the natives. Every 
part is cultivated and full of inhabitants, fo that you cannot 
travel the diftance of a cofe without feeing towns, and vil- 
lages, and meeting with good water. Even im the depth of 
winter, the earth and trees are covered with verdure : and- 
in the rainy feafon, which in many parts of Hindoftan com- 
mences in June, and continues \ill. September, the air is fo 
delightfully pleafant, that it gives youthful vigour to old age. 

Summarily, the Hindoos are religious, affable, courteous 
to flrangers, chearful, enamoured of knowledge, fond of in- 
fli&ing aufterities upon themfelves, lovers of juftice, given to 
retirement, able in bufinefs, grateful, admirers' of truth, and of 
unbounded fidelity in all their deali gs* Their charafler fhines 
Lrighteft in adverfity. Their foidiers know not what it is to 
fly from the field of battle^ but ^ when ,;thsi; fuccefs of the 
con.Lat becomes doubtful, they difmount from their horfes, 
and throw away their lives, in payment of the* debt of valour. 
Frequently they hamftring their horfes, to deprive themfelves 

. of 
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of the means of flight, and thus rendered defperate, foon 
bring the battle to a fuccefsful iflue. They have great refpeft 
for their tutors ; and make no account of their lives, when 
they can devote them to the fervice of God, 

They one and all believe in the Unity of the Godhead; 
and although they hold images in high veneration, yet they 
are by no means idolaters, as the ignorant fuppofe. I have 
myfelf frequently difcourfed upon the fubjeft with many learn- 
ed and upright men of this religion, and comprehend their 
do&rine, which is, that the images are only reprefentations of 
celeftial beings, to whom they turn themfelves whilft at prayer, 
to prevent their thoughts from wandering ; and they think it 
an indifpenfable duty to addrefs the Deity after that manner. 

I n all their prayers, they implore bleffings from the fun. 

•They confider the Supreme Being to be above all labour, 
believing Brahma to be the creator of the world ; Biftien its 
providence and preferverj and Roodre (who is alfo called Ma- 
hadeo) its deftroyer. 

One feft believes that God, who hath no equal, appeared 
on earth under the three above-mentioned forms, without hav- 
ing been thereby polluted in the fmalleft degree ; in the fame 
manner as the Chriftians fpeak of the Messiah , 

Others 
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Others hold, that all three were only human beings, 
who, on account of their fanftity and righteoufiaefs, were r*ifed 
to thefe high dignities* 

Without compliment, there are 'to 1>e .found in this re- 
ligion, men who have not their -equal in ,*ny -other for their 
godlinefs, and .their Abftmeoce from ,fejifu*l gratifications. 

They reckon the uiiiverfe -to have had no beginning ; but 
fome of them believe that it will have an end, as will be 
fpoken of hereafter. 

I t is aftoniftiing, that if any man of another caft wants to 
become a Brahmin, he is not allowed ; neither may a Brah- 
min .change his caft.

W h e.n they go to war, or are attacked by «n enemy, they 
put all their women together in one pflace, which they fur- 
round with wood, ftraw and oil j and fome ftony-hearted men 
are left with them, who, wheji thofe engaged in battle have 
no hopes of preferring their lives, fat fire ,to .the pile, an^i % 

reduce the women to afhesu 

• * 

I f any perfon in diftrefs flies to them for prote&ion, although 
he be a ftranger, they take him by the hand f and will defend him 
At the expence of their property, reputation, and life. 
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Formerly it was the cuftom to decide the fate of battle by 
fingal combat; but now this method is not followed. 

The greateft part of this empire is arable land ; and in 
fome places the foil has fuch ftrength that they always culti- 
vate the fame fpot, without there being any difference in the 
crops. In many places they have three crops of rice in a year* 
and in fome even more. The vine bears fruit in the firft year. 

I n Hindoftan are many mines of diamonds, rubies, gold, Gi- 
ver, copper, lead, and iron. It abounds in odoriferous plants, 
and has great variety of fruit trees. They manufafture various 
kinds of cloths and fluffs. Their elephants are the beft in the 
world ; in many parts they breed horfes equal to Arabs - y and 
their oxen are exceedingly fine. 

But they were notorious for the want of cold water ; the in- 
tolerable heat of their climate ; the fcarcity of grapes and melons ; 
and that they had not any manufactures of carpets ; neither did 
they breed camels. His Majefty remedied all thefe evils and defefts. 
He taught them how to cool water by the help of felt-pet re, and had 
fnow and ice brought from the northern mountains. He ordered 
mats to be woven of a cold odoriferous root called Khufs, of 
which are formed convenient apartments, and when wetted with 
water on the outfide, thofe within enjoy a pleafant cool air in the 
height of fumtner. Gardeners were brought from Iran and Tu- 
Vol. IIL B ran* 
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ran, wHo cultivated the vine, and various kinds of melons. The 
manufaftures of {ilk and woollen carpets, were introduced toge- 
ther with that of brocades ; and now the breed of camels is fuch, 
that they excel the Arabian Bokhtu. 

Having now fpoken in a fummary way of Hindoftan and 
the Hindoos, I {hall proceed to treat of fome particulars in a 
fuller manner ; but ftill this muft be confidered as only a little of 
much, one out of a thoufand. 

Of the CREATION. 

O f the various changes which the univerfe has undergone, 
there are no lefs than eighteen different opinions ; but it will be 
fufficient to fpeak of three of them. 

The First Opinion. 

God who hath no equal, took upon himfelf the form of man, 
who is Brihma. He by his will created four fons, Singh, Sunden, 
Suntoakomar and Sunnatun. And Brihma commanded thofe 
four fons to employ themfelves in afts of creation. But they 
being ftrongly attached to the prefence of Brihma, did not execute 
this command. At which Brihma was wroth, and caufed an- 
other form to iffue from his forehead whom he called Maha- 
deo. But neither was he found, fit for the tafks of creation. 
Then Brihma of his will created ten other fons ; befides whom 

there 
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there iflued from his own body two forms, one male and the other 
female, 1 he name of the man is Munnoo, and of the woman 
Sutrooka, and thefe are the progenitors of the human race. 

The Second Opinion. 

God manifefted himfelf under the form of a woman, who is 
called Mahaletchmeen. From the eflence of Mahaletchmeen pro- 
ceeded three attributes, the firft called Sut, the fecond Ruj, and 
the third Turn. And when Mahaletchmeen willed that the world 
fhould be created, {he united herfelf with Turn, and produced 
another form called Mahakalee, and who is alfo named Mahamya. 
And by joining herfelf with Sut, another form appeared called 
Sirfootee. After this Brihma iflued from Mahaletchmeen, under 
the form of a man, and Sree under the form of a woman, who is 
alfo called Sawuteree. Then from Mahakalee iflued Mahadeo un- 
der the form of a man, and Teeree under the form of a woman. 
This latter is alfo called Mahabedya, and likewife Kamdheen.- 
From Sirfootee iffued Biftien, under the form of a man, and Gow-» 
ree under the form of a woman. Then Mahaletchmeen willed 
that the lufts of the flefti ftiould operate. Teeree united with 
Brihma; Gowree with Mahadeo ; and Sree with Bifhen. The 
conjunftion of Brihma and Teeree produced an egg, which Ma- 
hadeo divided into two parts. Of one half are formed the Dew- 
tah, Diyit, and others who are celeftial beings ; and of the other 
half are formed mankind, and all other living creatures, together 
with plants and inanimate bodies. 
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The Third Opinion. 
And this is the one mofl generally received. 

I n the book called Soorej Sudhant, which was compiled fome 
hundred thoufand years fincc, it is thus related. 

Towards the end of the Sut Jowg, lived Mydeyit, who from 
the contemplation of the various parts of the univerfe, became fill- 
ed with wonder and amazement, and in order to learn all the rea- 
lities of the creation, incefTantly fupplicated the fun for that pur- 
pofe for the fpace of a thoufand. years. After fuffering great an- 
xiety, the illuminator of heaven and earth appeared to him under a 
beautiful form, and afked him what was his defire. Mydeyit an- 
fwering faid : 44 draw back the veil that conceals the wonders of 
44 the ftars and of the heavens ; difcover to me the things that are 
44 hidden infixu£t me in the divine myftcries ; and beftow upon 
44 the ignorant the light of knowledge." The celeftial form re-» 
plied : 44 Employ yourfelf in a certain place in worfhipping me, 
44 when quickly a form fhall appear, who will inftruft you regard- 
44 ing thefe things." 

Mydeyit, in the manner commanded, was praying in the ap- 
pointed place near the clofe of the Sut Jowg, when the promifed 
figure appeared to him. Mydeyit made enquiries from him regard- 
ing the upper and the lower regions, and other truths ; and receive 

ed 
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ed fatisfa&ory information upon all thefe points, A colle&ion was 
made of the queftions and anfwers, which form the book called 
Soorej Sudhant. To this day all the aftronomers of Hindoftan 
rely entirely upon this book. 

I n this book it is faid that the creation commenced from the 
fun, this luminary being confidered as a reprefentation of God. — - 
They fay that God formed a hollow fphere of gold, compofed of 
two parts, to which he imparted a ray of his own light, and it be- 
came the fun. The fun produced the twelve celeflial figns, and 
the figns produced the four Bedes. Then were created the Moon, 
the Akafs, Air, Fire, Water, and Earth in the order here mention- 
ed. Then from the Akafs was produced the planet Jupiter ; Air 
produced Saturn ; Fire, Mars ; Water, Venus ; the Earth, Mercury. 
And from the ten human doors proceeded the other parts of the 
creation. By the ten doors are meant the two eyes, the two ears, 
the nofe, the mouth, the navel, the fore-end, the hind vent, and 
the aperture in the crown of the head, which, in holy men, opens 
at the time of their death. His Majefty has added to the above 
the two apertures of the breafts, increafing the number to twelve. 
After a length of time the human race became of four kinds, in 
the manner that (hall hereafter be related.

HP H E Hindoo Philofophers maintain that the elements are of a 
circular form, and they add a fifth, to which they give the 
name of Akafs. The Akafs y they fay, encompafTes the univerfe, and 
pervades all nature. They do not reckon any number of heavens, 
but like Ptolemy in his Almegeft, fay that they are formed of circles. 

They divide the Zodiac into twelve equal parts, and call each 
divifion Rafs.

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The Perfian, the Egyptian, and the Grecian philofophers fay 
that the heavens are beings, that they are formed of a tranfparent 
fubftance, which is neither fubjeft to encreafe nor decreafe, whofe 
conftituent particles can neither feparate nor coalefce, nor are lia- 
ble to decay or alteration ; that they are neither pliant nor hard, 
that they cannot be recreated, and that they are not compounded, 
but fimple. They poffefs not heat, cold, moifture, nor drynefs, 
neither have they gravity nor levity. They have not only life, but 
are alfo endowed with reafon, and are not fubjeft to anger, or any 
kind of defire. The number of the heavens, according to fome of 
thefe philofophers, is eight, others fay nine, whilft others encreafe 
them to eleven. 

The Hindoo Philofophers fay that the fixed ftars and the pla- 
nets are beings, that they are formed of water, congealed like hail, 
and borrow their light from the fun. Some indeed alfert that they 
derive their light from the moon, and believe each to be under the 
influence of a celeftial fpirit. Others think that the ftars are the 
fouls of men departed this life, and raifed to this high dignity in 
reward for their virtues and aufterities.

Each day of the week is named after the Planet that rules it, 
with the addition of war (day.) Thus Sunday, which begins their 
week, is called Adittwar, and Monday Soomwar, &c- 

Of the Ufe of the Ghurryal. 

The Ghurryal is an inftrument made of Huft Joafh, refembling 
a frying pan, only fomewhat thicker, and is fufpended by a ftring, 
but no one may have it rung without the royal permilfion. When 
his Majefty travels, or any of the nobility who have obtained per- 
miflion, the ghurryal makes part of the equipage. 



The 
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The Hindoos divide the day and night into four parts, each of 
which they call pehr. In many countries the pehr" never exceeds 
nine ghunries, nor is lefs than fi^ j and this ghurry is the fixtieth 
part of a day and night; The gharry is divided into 60 pul, and 
the pul is fubdivided into 60 beepul. 

The method of meafuring a ghurry. They make a veffel of 
brafs, or any other metal, 100 tanks in weight. It is in the fhape 
of a cup, narrow downwards, and perforated at the bottom, fo as 
juft to admit a golden pin, that weighs onemafhah, and is in length 
the breadth of five fingers. The vefTel is twelve fingers in diame* 
ter. It is put into a bafon of pure water, in a place where it can- 
not be affefted by the wind, or fhaken by any accident. When the 
vefTel is full of water, one ghurry is elapfed ; and in order to give 
information thereof to thofe who are far or near, one ftroke is giv- 
en upon the ghurryal ; for two ghurries two ftrokes, and fo on. 
When a pehr is paft, they firft ring the number of ghurries in that 
pehr, flowly, and then reiterate them quicker. The Emperor Ba- 
ber, in his commentaries., fays as follows ; " formerly at the end 6f 
" every pehr, they rang only the number oF ghurries, fo that the 
" pehr was not known, I commanded that in future after ftriking 
the ghurry, they fhould alfo ring the number of the pehr." 

The Hindoos<fay> that a man of a temperate habit m full health 
Tefpires 360 times in the fpace of a ghurry, or £i6ot> in the eouffe 
a day and night. * • 

Vol. IIL C The 
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The Order of the Elements. 

First is earth, over which is placed water, but not fo as to co- 
ver all parts of it ; over this is fire, and over that air, but its con- 
cave is not fpherical. 

The Hindoos divide the ai rinto eight kinds: 1. Bohoobaiy, 
which is the air to the diftance of forty-eight cofe from the furface 
of the earth, and it produces clouds, rain and lightning. 2. Abeh, 
which is the air extending from that laft-mentioned to the body of 
the moon, 3. Pheh, that which reaches from the laft-mentioned to 
Venus. 4. Soonneyeh, that which extends from Venus to the Sun. 
5. Sobeh, that which reaches from the Sun to Mars. 6. Purrehbeh, 
from Mars to Jupiter. 7. Purrehbeh, from Jupiter to Saturn. 8. 
Purbhanib is the air which lies between Saturn and the fi-xed Stars, 
and it is the revolution of the Purbhanib from eafl to weft that oc- 
cafions day and night. The other feven winds have a diurnal mo- 
tion from weft to eaft. But the moft intelligent fay that thefe fe- 
ven, alfo revolve from eaft to weft; they however agree as to the 
height of each. 

The Akafs is fituated above all thefe, and has no limits. 

The mean motions, which the Hindoos call Mudhum, they 
make to differ from the Greeks, in the feconds and thirds. Ac 
cording to the Soorej Sedhant, which makes the day and night to 
commence from midnight, the following are the calculations of the 
mean motions.

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The Hindoos in general maintain that the motion of the Pla- 
cets is voluntary ; and they confider them all to have equal veloci- 
ty. Their motion, in the courfe of a night and day, is 11858 jow- 
jens and 3 cofe, their progrefs being from weft to eaft. Their pe- 
riods differ according to the extent of their orbits. Their ppths 
lie one above each other. , 



So me of the Hindoos confider the progreflive motion of the 
fixed ftars to be the fame as that of the Planets, but contrary to . the 
Greeks, they fay that the ftars in the Zodiac, advance in one year 
54 feconds>,or one degree in the courfe of 66 ypars and 8 months.

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Thofe whicty are not included in the Zodiac, when they have mov- 
ed from the lpth of Aries ;to the 27th, or according to others to 

the 24th- degree, have a retrograde motion till they return to the 
28th degree of Ptfces, | after t ^hich they come again to Aries ; and 
this is invariable. The conciliation of the great bear, in the Hin- 
doovy language Supputrigh, has a precefTion.in one year from weft 
to eaft, of 17 feconds and 47 thirds, or one degree in the courfe of 
206 years an,d 6 months *.

• The author .here talks, as, if he was not well acquainted with this particular part of Af- 
tronomy : the motion of 54 feconds annually, fuppofed by the Hindoos is a motion in Longitude 
common to all the Stars, except fome few that have particular motions of their own, whofir 
caufes are yet undifcovejed ; r Jw^\he rety.c&cadt motion,, he.mentions,. is the variation of right 
afcenfton ; and this is different at different times in the fame ftar, and likewife variable on ac- 
couut oi the latitude in. .different ilars ; hut it is not true* that fttch ftars as are out of the Zodiac 
have the rttrcgraoe motipn Jic fpeak* of, for one are fubjed to it,, but thofe that are included 
within a circle defcribed about the pole of the Ecliptic, at the diftance of the obliquity for that 
particular time ; and of inch liars, though the longitude may be any quantity at pleafure, the 
extreme points of right afcenfion will always be within certain limits, depending on the lati- 
tude 06 the ftar, which can never be greater than a femi-circle, but maybe lefs than any quan- 
tity afiigned : In fhort, if two circles be drawn through the. poles of the equator to touch the 
ftar's parallet of latitude on oppofite parts, they will determine the limits of right afcenfion ; 
and if they are drawn, through two fuccefiivc places of a given flar, the ratio of the motion in 
loj\gitude totfte, motion in .right aj"w«nfion, is alfo affignablc : and hence it is alfo obfcrvablc 
that the " Supfutrigb" cannot be '< Conftcllation," .but mud be a particular flar; and though 
it may have the velocity the author mentions, at one time, at others its motion muft be dif- 
ferent : Jicyv;cver, ku^vifcrir. that the ftar being k now n, iufituation is determinable from its 
velocity, and thence alfo the time when the ftar had that particular fituation, with other curi- 
ous matters, «&c. &c» B.

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The ancient Greek PhHofophertwere 'ignorant of the progreffion 
of the fixed ftars, excepting Ariftotle and Hi^paitehtis, who knew 
fomething of the preceflion of fotne of the ftars n&ar the Zodiac, 
but were not able' to calculate th^ time. Ptolertiy made the fixed 
ftars to advance a degree in the fpace of one hundred folar years. 
Ebn Aalum, and fome cithers reckoned 60 folar years. * Nattered- 
deen Touffy agrees with the laft ; but Mohyeddeen Meghreby, at 
the fame obfervatory found that Aldebaran, the Scorpion's heart, 
and fome other flats, advanced & degree in 66 years. In the tables 
•t)f Ulugh Reg, it is made to: be 76- Yddzfgird* yeaft, which year is 
365 days exactly.

For fome particular purpofes, 3 degrees and 20 minutes of the 
21ft Nekihter to the 48th minute of the 22d Nekihter, are formed 
into a Manfion, and which is called Abehjit. 

The Greeks reckoned 28 Manfions, making each to contain

According to fome of the Greeks, the Diameter of one 
of the largeft ftars, is fix times that of one of the fmalleft degree. 
But herein they were greatly miftaken, it being well known to thofe 
who are acquainted with the dimenfions of the ftars, and their dis- 
tances from each other, that a ftar of the 2d degree of the lft mag- 
nitude, is fix times larger than one of the 3d degree of the 2d mag- 
nitude. And Euclid, in the laft propofition of the twelfth book of 
his Elements, fays : " If the diameter of one circle be equal to the 
half of that of another, the leffer circle will be \ of \ of or 
Or if the diameter of one be only a third of the ot;her, then will it 
be % of i of ^ or ^ 9 and fo on.

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Therefore if it be as thofe have conjeftured, the body of 
a ftar of the firft degree, wilt be more than fix times bigger than 
a ftar of the fixth degree, fo that this calculation is very wide of 
the truth. 

The largeft ftars which have been obferved, are, according to 
the Greeks, two hundred and twenty-two times as big as the earth ; 
and the fmalleft, twenty-three times as big as the earth.- The fixed 
ftars are fo numerous, that they have not all been numbered ;„ but 
1022 have been obferved.

0f Deeps or Islands. 

The Hindoo philofophers fay, that the terreftrial globe con- 
tains feven deeps or iflands, encompaffed by feven feas. The whole 
land and water meafuring 7*957*752 jowjens. 

The ifland of Jummoodeep is encompafTed by the ocean. It 
is the habitation of the human race, and the greateft part of the 
brute creation. Half of the ocean they confider as. belonging to 
Jummoodeep. The breadth of the ocean is 130 jowjens, and of 
the land 1265 jowjens, including 65 jowjens of water. The fuper- 
ficial contents of this ifland, including the water, is 3*978,875 jow- 
jens, of which 417,360 jowjens are water, and the reft land. They 
fay alfo, that in the centre of this deep is a golden mountain of a 
cylindrical form. That part of the mountain which appears above 
the furface of Jummoodeep, and which meafures 84,000 jowjens, 
they call Sommeir ; and they believe that the different degrees of 
Taradife -are on the fides and fummit of this mountain. This is 
the account given by thofe who believe in fables ; but the learned 

among 
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among them believe with the Greeks, that the higheft mountain 
does not exceed 2y Pharfangs. The Hindoos believe, that it de- 
fcends as far beneath as it rifes above the furfaCe of the earths 
The lower part they call Budwanel, and tell ftrange flories con*. 
cerning it. 

Sh AKDEEP; one fide of which is bounded by half of the- 
ocean. It meafures, including its fea, 427,424 jowjens. Beyonct 
this deep is a fea of milk, the contents of which is 810,097 jow- 
jens. 

Shalmuldeep meafures 320,120 jowjens. The fea which lies, 
next beyond it is of milk-curds, and meafures 633,553 jowjens. 

Kushedeep meafures 286*749 jowjens. The fea that lies 
beyond it is of ghee, and meafures 459*792 jowjens. 

Karownchehdeep meafures 181,684 jowjens. The 
fea beyond it is of the juice of fugar-cane, and meafures 250,504 
jowjens. 

Goomieduckdeep meafures 86,580 jowjens % Beyond 
it lies the fea of wine, meafuring 81,648 jowjens. 

P ho wkerdeep meafures 14,204 jowjens. Beyond it is 
the river of frefh water, meafuring 28,160 jowjens. 

Each 
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Each fea mcafures in breadth 103 jowjens, and each of the 
iflands, beyond Jummoodeep* are in breadth 70 jowjens. In thefe 
laft fix deeps they place the different degrees of helL 

They fey that the earth is not inhabited beyond the 5 2d de- 
gree of latitude, being 728 jowjens. 

A Particular Defer iption ^Jummoodeep. 

A number of fables being related of the other fix deep$ r , 
which cannot poflibly be reconciled to reafon, I fhall confine my- 
felf to a few particulars concerning Jurtirrtoodeep.. 

On the four quarters of the earth, at the extremities of the equi- 
no&ial lines, where it is bounded by the ocean, they place four ci- 
ties encompalTed with walls, built of bricks of gold, viz. Jumkote>, 
Lunka, Siddahpore and Roomuck^ 

Jumkote is that from whence they begin to reckon the 
earths longitude, in the fame manner as the Greeks begin from 
Gungdudj \ but I am ignorant for what reafon they do fo *. 



• The reafon is very evident ; for the time at Lanka was reckoned from funrife, and by 
taking Jumkote for the beginning of longitude, the time of the day at Lunka always (hewed 
ihe longitude of the place that had the fun>then upon the meridian^ B. 

These 
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These four places are fituated at the diftance of 90 degrees 
from each other ; thofe that are oppofite to each other being dif- 
tant 180 degrees. 

T h e mountain of Sommeiris centrical to the four, being go 
♦degrees from each, 

The norfh fides of thefe four cities lies under the Equator, which 
in the Hindovee language is called Nickwutbirt. This is an arch 
which paffes over the zenith of the inhabitants of thofe four cities, 
and the fun, twice in the year, culminates in this point ; and the day 
and night throughout the year are nearly equal. The funs great- 
eft altitude is 90 degress. He goes .from Lunka to Roomuck, 
from thence to Sid<fchpore, then to Jumkote, and returns to Lun- 
ka. Whep the fun is on the meridian at Jumkote, he begins tp 
rife at Lunka, fets at Siddahpore, and it is midnight at Roomuck ; 
and fo on. There being 15 ghurries diftance between ejich of 
thofe cities. 

In the northern direftion from Lurika to Sommeir, are three 
mountains, Heemachel *, Heemakote, and Nekh, and each of 
thefe mountains extend to the ocean on the eaft, and on the weft.

, Between Jumkote and Sommeir is a mountain caned Mai- 
wunt, which unites with Nekh and Neefc 

There is alfo a mountain between Roomuck and'Sommeir„ 
called Gundahmadun, and which Kkewife- unites with Nekh and? 
Neel. 

M a n y wonderful Tories are told of thefe mountains; too long 
to be contained in this volume. But fomething fhall be faid oF 
what lays between Lunka and Heemachel ; which traft k called 
Behrutkhund^ 

B e h r v t was a great monarch, and gave name to this court- 
try. From Lunka to Heemachel,. being 52 degrees, is inhabited, 
but to the 48th degree, more fo than the laft four,, on account of 
the extreme coldnefs of the climate beyond this degree. 

According to the belief of thefe people, one celefliai degree 
is equal to fourteen jowjens, by which rule of calculation thefe 52 
degrees make 728 jowjens the latitudinal extent of the habitable 
world.. 

T h e traa between Heemachel and Heemakote, comprifing 12 
Agrees of latitude, they call Kinnerkhund. 

The 
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The traft between Heemakote and Nekh, comprifing 12 de- 
grees, they call Hurrykhund. * 

The traft between Siddahpore and Serungwunt, comprifing 52 
degrees of latitude, they call Koorkhund. 

The traft between Serungwunt and Sookul, comprifing 12 de- 
grees of latitude, they call Hurrunmeekhund. And the whole of 
this country is of gold. 

The traft between Sookul and Neel, comprifing 12 degrees of 
latitude, they call Rummeekhund. 

The traft between Jumkote and Malwunt, comprifing 76 de- 
grees of longitude, they call Budrafookhund. 

The traft between Oundahmadun and Roomuck, comprifing 
76 degrees of longitude, they call Kietmal. 

The traft bounded by Malwunt, Gundahmadun, Nekh and 
Neel, each fide meafuring 14 degrees from Sommeir, they call II- 
lawurtkhund. 

The fquare meafurement of each of thefe nine Khunds are 
equal, although fome are narrower than others* 

Four 
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Four other mountains furround Sommeir, viz. Mindu on the 
<eaft, Suhgundah on the fouth, Beepul on the weft, Sooparfs on the 
north. The height of each is 18,000 jowjens. 

Having fpoken of the nine divifions of Jummoodeep, fome- 
ithing more (hall be faid of the firft, or Bherutkhund. 

Between Lunka to Heemachel, they place feven ranges of 
mountains, extending from eaft to weft, but fmaller than thofe al- 
ready defcribed. The names of thefe mountains are Mehinder* 
Sookole, Moolee, Redheck, Perjatter, Shelhej, and Binder. 

The traft between Lunka and Mehinder, they call Indrekhund, 
What lies between Mehinder and Sookole, is Koofeirkhund. Soo- 
kole and Moolee., include Tanieberpurrunkhund. The country 
between Moolee and Redheck, is Gobhiftmuntkhund. Between 
Redheck and Perjatter, is Nagkhund. Between Perjatter and She- 
fhej, lies Soomkhund. The country between Shefhej and Binder 
they divide into two equal parts, the eaftern called Komarkhund, 
and the w r eftern Barenkhund. 

Other Divisions* 

T h e Hindoos alfo divide the world into three regions. The 
uppermoft region they call Soorglogue, and believe it to be a place 
where men receive the reward of their good aftions in this world. 
The middle region is Bhologue, being the part inhabited by man-

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kind. The inferior region they call Pa tall, and make it to be the 
place of punifhment, Sor bad attions in this life. 

The learned among them fay, that the univerfe is made up of 
fuperficies, which they divide into fourteen regions. \ 

T he Seven Superior Regions, i. Bhoologue, 2. 
Bkowurlogue, 3. Songlogue, 4. Mahrlogue, 5. Junnoologue, 6. 
Tuppoologue, 7. Sutlogue. 

T h e Seven Inferior, 1. Atul, 2. BituI, 3. Sootul, 4. 
TullatuI, 5. Mehatul, 6. Refatul, 7. Pattall. 

Wonderful fables arc told of the inhabitants of each re- 
gion, too long for infertion here. 

They alfo divide the world into feven feas and feven iflanda. 
Of Juminoodeep they all give nine fubdivifions, but differ very 
much in their arrangement and extent, infomuch that fome increafe 
the height of the mountain Sommeir to 84,000 jowjens, and the 
breadth to 16,000 jowjens. It is the general belief that this moun- 
tain defcends as far below the furface of the earth, as it rifes 
above it. 

They in general believe Behrutkhund to be the only part of Jum- 
moodeep, that is inhabited by the human race. But fome fay, that 
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Beyond the ocean, there is a land of gold inhabited by mortals, who 
invariably live to the age of one thoufand ^ars, and never -fuffer 
ficknefs nor forrow, neither are they fubjett to fear, avarice, or 
ignorance. They never fpeak ill of, nor envy any one, and they are 
all men of integrity and truth, affeftionately attached to, and 
llriving to prevent the wiQies of one another. They know 
not old age, but continue in the vigour of youth all their lives. 
They are all of one religion. Many other wonderful ftories are told 
of this ifland, to which thofe who judge from common appearances 
refiife to liften, but they who worfhip God, and know his Almighty 
Power, are not aftonifhed at the relation.. 

They alfo divide Koomarkhund into two parts. The firft,, 
where the Antelope is not to be found, they call Muleetchdeys, and 
confider it as a place not fit to be inhabited. The part where the 
Antelope lives, is called Jugdeys. This they again fubdivide into 
four parts. 1. Arjawurt, bounded on the eaft and weft by the 
ocean, and on the north and fouth by a long chain of mountains of 
Hindoflan. 2. Mudehdeys, bounded on the eaft by Allahabad, on 
the weft by the river BenafTa, (at the diftance of 25 cofe from Tah- 
nefir,) and on the north and fouth by the above-mentioned mountains. 

3. Berehmehrekdeys contains the following places : 1. Tahnefir,. 
and its dependencies, Beerat, Cumpalah, Mehtrah, and Kenoje,, 

4. - Brihmawurt lies between the rivers Sirfooty and RoodrakufTy^. 

GENERAL. 
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GENERAL DESCRIPTION- of the EARTH.. 

Some of the Hindoos believe the earth to be fpherical, and* 
that its centre is the centre of the univerfe ;,and they fay that all 
inequalities of its furface, occafioned by accidental violence of 
winds or waters, are fo inconfiderable as not to make any material 
alteration in its fonru They reckon the circumference of the earth 
5059 jowjens, 2 cofe, and 1154 dunds.. 

The ancient Greeks computed the circumference of the earth 
to be 8000 pharfangs, and the diameter 25453- pharfangs. The mo- 
dern Greeks make the circumference 6700 pharfangs and a fra&ion. . 
In both calculations the pharfang is reckoned to be three miles. . 

The Hindoo Proportion between the Diameter,: and the Circum- 
ference of a Circle. 

The diameter being multiplied by 3927, the produft is to be 
divided by 1250, when the quotient will be the circumference of 
the circle. To find the diameter of any given circle, they multiply 
the circumference by 1250, and divide the produa by 3927 ;; 
when the quotient will be the diameter.

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The Hindoos are riot ignorant of the rule, which has been 
handed down among the Greeks from Archimedes ; which is, that 
the circumference is to the diameter as feven to twenty-two, or 
about thrice the diameter and one-feventh. They multiply any 
given diameter by twenty-two, and dividing the produtt by feven, 
the quotient is the circumference. And in order to learn the dia- 
meter, they multiply the circumference by feven, and dividing the 
produtt by twenty-two, the quotient is the diameter. But in, fa£l,, 
the fra&ion is fomewhat lefs than >, being nearer to 

It is evident that the Greeks were ignorant of the Hindoo rule,, 
for if they had pofleffed it, they would not have failed to have 
mentioned it. It is wonderful that thefe fhould be the only people, 
acquainted with the exaft proportion, between the diameter and 
the circumference.. 

What is faid above, is confined to the meafurement of lines.. 
The earth is meafured after the following^ manner.. 

On an even fpot of ground, they take the elevation of the north 
pole, and then go either north or fouth, till they have raifed or de- 
prefTed the pole one degree by the Aftrolabe, or fome fuch inftru- 
ment ; and the diftance meafured between the two flat ions is the 
length of a degree.. By this method they calculate the circumfe- 
rence of the earth. The ancient Greeks, by this operation, reckon- 
ed the degree to be twenty-two pharfangs and two tiflwas, or 66}

A t the command of the Khalif Mamoon, the plains of Senjai~ 
were chofen for the purpofe of meafuring a degree. Khaled Ben 
Abdulmullick Mazoory, with fome other learned men went to- 
wards the north, and Aly Ben Ifla- Aflrolaby, with fome others, 
went fouthward. Thofe who went to the north, found the degree 
longer than thofe who went to the fouth for when they meafured 
their refpeftive diftances, thofe who had gone to the north found 
it i8£ pharfangs, or 56^ miles, and the fouthern obfervers had | of 
a mile lefs than that fum *. Mamoon, by way. of experiment, re- 
quired to be informed, by both parties, the diflance between Mec- 
ca and Baghdad, and they agreed in computing it to be twelve de- 
grees forty-four minutes.. The degree of 56^ miles, multiplied by 
12 degrees 44 minutes, makes about 720 cofe +. Afterwards 
Mamoon caufed an a&ual meafurement to be made upon the 
ftraightefl and neareft road between thofe two cities, when the dif- 
ference between the computed and the meafured diflance, was, 
found to be but very inconliderable.. 

It is furprizing that the accurate NafTereddeen Touffee, in his 
Tuzkerah, fhould afcribe to. the ancient philofophers this meafure- 
ment of a degree of the meridian, which was made in the reign of 
Mamoon. And on the contrary, Koteb-eddeen Shirazy, in his To-

t As the true length of a degree is between 69 and 70 miles, and there is no reafon to 
believe that the meafures could not.be far wrong, it follows that we have not the proper length of 
thciijaeafurc* ; for if we had, there can be little doubt but the refult would agree with ours. B. 

fah„ 
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fah, and other works, gives credit to the aftronomers of Mamoons 
time, for what was difcovered by the ancients. They are certainly 
both reprehenfible for their inadvertency. 

The Hindoo Aftronomers make the degree 14 jowjens, 436 
dunds, 2 cubits and 4 inches, and explain it in the fame manner as 
the Greeks. They ufe alfo the following method for meafuring a 
degree. On a level fpot of ground, they obferve the exaft time of 
fiinrife with a Sektajunter, an inftrument refembling an hour glafs, 
but which runs fixty ghurries. Then with this in their hands, 
they walk towards the eaft, and after going 84 jowjens and fome- 
thing more, one ghurry is elapfed, and the day is fo much advanc- 
ed. This diftance being multiplied by 60, gives the circumference 
of the earth *.

• The author in this, and in fome other inftances, feems to have been rather defective in hii 
defcription of the produces of the Hindoos. Their intent in the prefent cafe, was evidently to 
meafure a degree of longitude jn a parallel circle. The principle of the method was exactly 
the fame as that of our modern longitude watches ; and the general practice was to adjuft their 
Sektajunter to the time of the meridian they fet out from ; and to go callward till the differ- 
ence of the times (hewn by it, and by obfervation, appeared to be one ghurry. For if the in- 
ftrument was exact, whatever meridian it was carried under, it would ftill continue to mew the 
time, under the meridian of the firft place ; and if the place arrived at was one degree more 
to the eaft, the time found at that place (whether by the fun's rifing or any other method) 
would be one ghurry more ; and fo in proportion : and this is what is meant by the day being 
** Jo much advanced." The Hindoos mutt doubtlefi have obferved the neceffity of allowing for 
the change of declination in the time of funrife ; but according to the mode prefcribed by the 
author, it would be requifite to reftrict the time of making the experiment to that of the folftice. 

The moderns have often made propofals for meafuring degrees of longitude, but have not 
yet put them in practice ; the readied method both for that, and extenfive furveys feems to be 
.by employing air-balloons. 

On 
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Of the EARTH'S LONGITUDE. 

This the Hindoos call Lumbun, and like the Greeks, mate it 

to confifl of 180 degrees. But they commence their reckoning 
from Jumkote, the eaftern extremity of the earth, according to their 
fyftem. They believe the fun's motion to be the caufe of day and 
night, and fuppofe that he rifes in their neighbourhood. 

T H e Greeks commence their reckoning of the longitude from 
theKhalidat *, which are fix iflands in the Weftern Ocean, which in 
ancient times were inhabited, but now they are inundated t. On 



On account of the affinity of the fubjedls, it will not be improper to fubjoin an explication 
of a paffage in the firfl volume, which at prefent feems very obfeure — it is at page 328, where 
it is affcrted that the day is computed in Rwmuck from funfet to funfet ; in Delhi and Lunka 
from midnight to midnight, and in Jumkote from funrife to funrife. The obvious fenfe is total- 
ly different from the true, which implies that at the time when it is midnight at Lunka and 
Delhi, it is funfet at Roomuck, and funrife at Jumkote : from hence a very curious and ufeful 
conclufion follows : namely, that Lunka is not the I-fland of Ceylon, as is generally fuppofed ; 
but a place determined by the interferon of the equator and the meridian of Delhi ; which 
anfwers to the foutjicrn extremity of the Maldivy Iflands. Indeed there are many rcafons for 
concluding Lunka to hav e been a part of the Tapr$bane of the ancients, and that Taprobane (or 
more properly Tapobon, which in Shanfcrit fignifies the wildcrnefs of prayer) was a very large 
ifland, including the whole, or greateft part of the Maldivy iilands ; which may have fince 
been deftroyed by inundations. This agrees very well with Ptoloniy's defcripticn ; and hi? 
iflands of monkeys feem to relate to thofe in the Ramai^n. 

From hence it alfo appears, that the Hindoo Map cf Jummcodeep, is a fort of orthographic 
projection of the northern hemifphere upon the plane of the equator ; only inllead of placing 
the parallels of latitude in concentric circles, they have done them very improperly in right 
lines : however there can be no dependence on this particular Map, as there are others very 
different. Sommeir is the north pole of the earth. B.

account 
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account of the mildnefs of the climate, the beauty of their flowers, 
the excellence of their fruits, and the delightful verdure of the foil, 
navigators named thefe iflands Khalidat or Paradifes^ and Saadat 
or Fortunate. Others make the Saadat to be twenty-four iflands 
fituated befween the Khalidat iflands, and the weftern continent. 

Some of the Greeks commenced their longitude from the fliore 
of the weftern fea, which they called Oceanous (ocean) ; and which 
is ten degrees eaft of the Khalidat iflands. Thefe ten degrees, ac- 
cording to the ancient mode of meafurement, are equal to 222 
pharfangs and 2 tiflaws ; or 188^ pharfangs, according to the mo- 
dern calculation. 

They both perfe6lly agree regarding the longitudinal diflances 
of places. 

-The longitude of places, is their diftance from the commence- 
ment of the habitable earth ; and is meafured upon the equator, of 
which it is an arch. 

The Method to dif cover the Longitude of a Place. 

A t the firft place, or the place whofe longitude is known, ob- 
ferve of a lunar eclipfe, either its commencement, middle, or du- 
ration, marking the hour at which it happens : and let the fame be 
done at the place whofe longitude is required. If the hour was the 
fame at both places, their longitude will be the fame. If the ob-

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fervation happens later at the place whofe longitude is fought, it is 

more to the eaftward. And if it is earlier, the place fought is 
more wefterly. 

Four minutes of time are equal to one degree, or 'fifteen de- 
grees to an hour. Or fix degrees to a ghurry. 

A s the Hindoo philofophers commence their reckoning of the 
longitude from the ealt, fo their calculation is juft the reverfe of 
what has been given above from the Greeks. 

Of the Latitude of the Earth. 

The Hindoos call it Atcheh, and reckon it from Lunka to the 
54th degree of latitude. This fpace they divide into populous ter- 
ritories. To 14 degrees farther, they fay it is but thinly inhabit- 
ed, on account of the feverity of the cold ; and that all beyond 66 
degrees, is not habitable. 

The Greeks reckon their latitude from the equator; and as 
that line pafles through Lunka, there is not any difference in faft, 
both coming to the fame end. 

The Latitude of Places. 

This is an arch extending from the equator to the zenith of 
the place. In fhort it is the diftance of the place from the equator, 
and is meafured by the elevation of the pole.

EARTH. 

TH E Greeks fay, that in the fame manner as the equino&ial 
line divides jhe earth into northern and fouthern hemif- 
pheres, fo does the circle of the natural horizon, by interfering the 
equator, form two other hemifpheres, making altogether four quar- 
ters, namely, the upper and the lower northern, and the upper and 
the lower fouthern quarters. 

The Greeks fay, that formerly the whole of the fouthern quar- 
ter was land, but that now a great part of it is inundated, among - 
which are the Fortunate Iflands, part of Greece and other places. 
The Hindoos teard/that the earth T is not inhabited beyond the lati- 
tude of 66 deg. 29 mm. 43 fee. no animal being fuppofed able to 
live at a greater diftance from the equator, on account of the ex- 
treme feVenfy of the coW. Others antbhg them fay, that a fmall 
part of the upper fouthern quarter, which jditis tb the northern ' 
quarter, is land, but not inhabited. Others maintain, that the earth 
is inhabited as far as ten degrees fetith;

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But thofe who are better informed fay, that the fouth is inha- 
bited as well as the north- And but a fhort time ago, a very ex- 
tenfive jfland with well inhabited towns to the fouth of the equator 
was conquered by the Fringies, who have called it the New 
World. Some {hips were driven there by contrary winds, and 
one of the crew having mounted his horfe, the natives were fo af- 
toniftied at the ftrangenefs of his appearance, that thinking the man 
.and beaft to be only one animal, they fled before him in terror and 
conftemation, and the country became an eafy conqueft. 

The HINDOO QUARTERS of the EARTH. 

Some fay, that the Hindoo philofophers divide the earth into 
nine parts, viz. 

The South, Dckhan y containing Arabia. 
The North, Ootre, Turkeftan. 
The Eaft, Poorub, China and Chinefe Tartary.

The North Eaft, Iyjfa Khatai, Moghul Tartary. 
The North Weft, Bayib. The Turkifh dominions, and Eu- 
; rope. 

The South Weft, Nyrut. Part of Egypt and Barbary, Africa 

and Andelufia. 
The South Eaft, Akticvo. 
The centre they call Muddehdcys.

Some philofophers alfo rpfike a quarter qf the centre between 
the upper and lower, the guardian fpirit of which they call Roodre ; 
fo that according to this account, there are eleven quarters.

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Of the HINDOOS. 

Although it is impoflible to give in this abridgment a cir- 
cumftantial account of the feveral tribes of Hindoos, their various 
ehara&ers, cuftoms and ceremonies, yet fomething (hall be faid 
fummarily on each fubjeft. 

If a diligent inveftigator were to examine the temper and difpo- 
fition of the people of each tribe, he would find every individual 
differing in feme refpeft or other. Some amongft them are virtu- 
ous in the higheft degree, and others carry vice to the greateft 
excefs. But impartiality muft allow that thofe among them who 
dedicate their lives to the worfhip of the Deity, exceed men of 
every other religion in piety and devotion. They are vigorous 
enemies and faithful friends, and when driven to defpair make no 
account of their lives. They are renowned for wifdom, difinte- 
refted friendfhip, obedience to their fuperiors, and many other 
yirtues. But at the fame time there are among them men, whofe 
hearts are obdurate, and void of fhame, turbulent fpirits ; who for 
the mereft trifle, will commit the greateft outrages. 

- In fhort, fome have the difpofition of angels* and others arc 
demons. 

The Hindoo philofophers divide the human race into Charbur- 
ren, or four tribes, j, Brahmin, more commonly called Brahmin. 

2, Chut- 
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2, Chuttree, vulgarly Kehteree. 3,Wiefs, vulgarly Biefs. 4, Shoo^ 
der, vulgarly Sooder. At the creation of the world, thefe four 
tribes were produced from Brahma. The Brahmins from hi& 
mouth ; the Kehteree from his arms \ the Biefs from his thighs y 
the Sooder from his feet. The other people of the world they 
call Mileetch, and fuppofe them to have been firft. produced from* 
the Cow of Camdhen^ 

The BRAHMI N S. 

These have properly fix duties. 1 , The ftudy of the Bedes*- 
2, The ftudy of other fciences. 3, To inftruft others. 4, To per- 
form the Jug, or the beftowing of charity for the fake of the Dew- 
talis, and exciting others to do the fame, 5, Giving charity orv 
their own account. 6* Receiving charity from, others* 

The KEHTEREE,- 

Are enjoined the performance of three of the above-mentionecf 
duties. 1, Study. 2, Performing the Jug. 3, Beftowing charity. 
— Befides which they have ten other duties. 1, Serving Brahmins. 
2, To be rulers of the earth, and receive the reward of their labour 
or tribute. 3, The prote&ion of religion. . 4, The exaftion of fines 
from delinquents, and afcertaining the quantity thereof. 5,-To pu- 
nifh every one according to his offence. 6, To acquire wealth, and 
fpend it properly. 7, To train elephants, horfes and oxen, and to 
inftruft fervants in their refpeftive duties. 8, To be foldiers. g, 
Not to receive charity from men. 10, To reward merit. 

The 
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The BIESS. 

They alfo perform the three duties of the Brahmins above- 
mentioned, to which five other offices are added. 1, Servitude.. 
2, Agriculture. 3, Merchandife. 4, Taking care of oxen. 5, Bear- 
ing arms* 

And any of the offices abovementioned, for the Kehteree and 
Biefs tribes, may alfo be performed by Brahmins, previous to their 
putting on the brahminical thread. 

The SOODER. 

They cannot perform any of the offices afligned to the other 
three tribes. But they may ferve them, wear their caft-off cloths, 
and eat any vi&uals they have left. They may be of any of the 
following profeffions, painters, goldfmiths, blackfmiths, carpenters, 
fait merchants, dealers in honey, milk, buttermilk, ghee and grain. 

The MILEETCH 

• ■ 

Are infidels, who have not any religion, and of thefe they 
reckon Jews and Guebres. 

And they fay that by the intermarriages of thefe four original 
tribes, fixteen races of men are produced. 1, Brahmin, whofe fa- 
ther and mother are both Brahmins. 2, Moordhawafeekut, the fa- 
ther 
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ther Brahmin and the mother Kehteree. 3, Nelhad, the father 
Brahmin and the mother Sooder. 4, Untelut, the father Brahmin 
and the mother Biefs. 5, Kehteree, both father and mother Kehte- 
ree. 6, Soote, the father Kehteree and the mother Brahmiwee. 7, 
Maheys, the father Kehteree and the mother Biefs. 8, x Oogtar, the 
father Kehteree and the mother Sooder. 9, Biefs, both father and 
mother Biefs. 10, Beydeah, the father Biefs and the mother Brah- 
minee. 1 1 , Magdeh, the father Biefs and the mother Kehteree. 12, 
Kurren, the father Biefs and the mother Sooder. 13* Sooder, both 
father and mother Sooder. 14, Chundal,«the father Sooder and the 
mother Brahminee. 15, Chutta, the father Sooder and the mother 
Kehteree. 16, I-ugoee, the father Sooder and the mother Biefs. 

Again, by the mixture of thefe fixteen tribes* are produced 
others without number,, each differing in their cuftoms and religi- 
ous worfhip. The diftin6iions, likewife, of country, profeflion, and 
rank of anceftors, form fuch a variety of branches, as are almoft 
inconceivable. 

The BRAHMINS, 

• Themselves, are of four tribes according to the rcfpeaive 
do&rine of the four Bedes, each tribe following its own particular 
book. They alfo differ in the manner of reading them. For 
the Rig Bede, are eight ways of reading ; for the Jijer Bede, eighty- 
fix ; for the Sam Bede, one thoufand; and for the Atehrbcn Bede, 
five. And each of thefe readers are divided in'o diftincl: claffes. 

There 
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There are ten diiiinftions according to their manner of em- 
ploying themfelves. i , Deo, perform the Howm for thcmfelves 
but not for others. They give charity ; but do not receive it. 
They learn ; but do not teach. 

2. Mun. They perform not the Howm for themfelves, nor for 
others. They receive charity, and they teach. 

3. Devi j. Thefe obferve twelve rules. 1, Perform the Howm 
for themfelves ; 2, and for others ; 3, they give charity ; 4, they 
receive charity ; 5, they learn ; 6, they teach * 7, they bear inju- 
ries with patience ; 8, they obferve temperance of every kind j 
9, they inflift on themfelves the fevereft auflerities; 10, they 
believe folely in their refpeftive Bede; 11, they kill not any ani- 
mal ; 12, they do not confider any thing as belonging to them^ 
felves. 

4. Raja. Perform the fame offices as the Kehteree. 

5. Biess. Perform the offices of the Biefs. 

6. Sooder. Do whatever appears advantageous to them. 

7. Bud a luck. Are mendicants who receive alms from any 
one. 
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8. P u s h a. Are bound by no rules, and like brutes know not 
good from evil. 

9. Milleetch are infidels ; who follow the cuftoms of the Mil- 
leetch before defcribed. 

10. Chundal. Are vile wretches and eat carrion. 

The KEHTEREE. 

Were of two original tribes. Firft Soorujbunfee, who are re- 
garded as defcendahts of the fun in the following genealogical or- 
der. At the creation of the world, Berincheh was produced by the 
will of Brahma. From whom proceeded Kufliup. From whom pro- 
ceeded the fun. From whom proceeded Biyoorwutchmunnoo. 
From whom proceeded Ikebako. Then from the nofe of Ikebako 
ilTued a feed, from whence commenced generation. Of this tribe, 
three perfons were univerfal monarchs. 1, Rajah Sooker ; 2, Ra- 
jah Kehtwang ; 3, Rajah Rig. 

The fecond tribe of Kehteree are called Soombunfee or defcen- 
dants of the moon, in the following order. 

From Brahma was produced Attree, out of whofe right eye 
ifTued the moon. The moon produced Mercury, with whom ge- 
neration commenced. Of this tribe two perfons have been univer- 
fal monarchs. 1, Rajah Jewdifhter ; 2, Rajah Sunnang. 
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There are now upwards of five hundred different tribes of 
Kehteree, fifty two of whom are in efteem, and twelve are better 
than the reft. But at prefent there are fcarcely any true Kehterees to 
be found, excepting a few who do not follow the profeflion of arms. 

Those among them who are foldiers are called Rajpoots.— 
There are near a thoufand different tribes of Rajpoots ; but I 
(hall only mention the moft famous, who are entertained in his Ma- 
jeftys fervice. 

The Rah tore, of whom there are feveral tribes, are fixty 
thoufand cavalry, and two hundred thoufand infantry. 

The Chowhen, of whom alfb there are feveral branches, viz. 
Soongera, Kehwera, Hada, and Nirya. Fifty thoufand cavalry, 
and two hundred thoufand infantry. 

The Pun war. Formerly this tribe was very numerous, 
and fome of them were princes of Hindoftan. At prefent they 
are twelve thoufand cavalry, and fixty thoufand infantry. 

The Jadown. Fifty thoufand cavalry, and two hundred thou- 
fand infantry. The Bhatee and Jareeyeh, are branches of this 
tribe, as are alfo the Jenooheh, who are amongft the Mewat Kka- 
nehzad.*

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The Gehlote. Twenty thoufand cavalry, and three hundred 
thoufand infantry. The Seefowdyeh, and the Chundrawut, are 
branches of this tribe. 

The Cutchwaheh. Twenty thoufand cavalry, and one hun- 
dred thoufand infantry . 

The Soolunkhee. Twenty thoufend cavalry* and one hun- 
dred thoufand infantry. 

The Toon o or, of which tribe there have been fome kings ^ 
ten thoufand cavaliry, and five thoufand infantry. 

The Birjoojiiu Ten thoufand cavalry, and forty thoufand 
infantry. 

And each of thefe tribes now carry in their hands,, genealogical! 
tables for ages back.. 

The RIESS <md the S O O D E R- 
They are alfo divided into, branches.. 

It is neither pofTible to defcribe the extent of the learning, of the* 
Hindoos, nor all the branches of their tribes* 

There is a branch, of theBiefs tribe called ir* the-Hindovce* 
language Bunnick, or more commonly Bunnyeh,. or grain mer- 
chants* and of thefe are no lefs than, eighty four tribes, among, 

whom* 
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whom are mendicants, men of learning, artifts* magicians, handi- 
crafts* and fuch expert jugglers that their tricks pafs for miracles, 
with the vulgar, and impofe even upoa thofe who are wifer. 



Of the LANGUAGES of H I N EX QS TAN. 

Although there are inumerable dialefts fpoken in the different 
provinces of Hindoftan, yet for the moft part they have fuch an, 
affinity,, as to be generally comprehended. The only diale&s that 
are merely local are thofe of the following places y Dehly, Bengal,. 
Multan* Marwar, Gujerat^ Nanek,. Sind,, Kandahar* Balootch, Te- 
Unganeh* and Caftimeer^ the Mahratteh dialeft, and that of the- 
Afghans of Shal, which is a place between Sind and Cabul. To* 
which may be added the Jargon of the Bunmannis, or. wild men o£ 
die woods. 

The BIRDS and MASTS of HINDOSTAN. 

After this fummary defcription of man, the noblefl animal of 
die creation,, it may not be improper to fay fomething of the Birds ; 
and Beafts of Hindoftan* 

The Bjjnmannis* is aft animal of the monkey kind: Mis fece- 
lias a near refemblaBce to the human ; he has> no tail, and walktf 
ered. The fkin of. his body is black, and^flightly-C^yeredr with 
hair. One of thefe animals was brought to his Majefty from Ben- 
JpL His aftions were very aftonifhing. 

Or 
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Of the following animals here are great abundance. Elephant*, 
panthers, tygers, lions, bears, wolves, dogs of various fpecies, 
monkies, fyagofhes, hyenas, jackals, foxes, otters, cats white and 
yellow, and another kind that will fly for a fhort diftance. 

The Sardole, although fmaller than the dog, preys upon the 
larger wild beafts^ 

Horses. In confequence of the encouragement given by his Ma- 
jelly, fuch are now bred here as equal thofe of Arabia and Perfia. 

The Rhinoceros, is a furprifing animal. He is almoft twice 
as big as a buffalo, and looks like a horfe in armour. His feet 
and hoofs refemble thofe of the elephant, and his tail is like the 
buffalo's. His forehead is armed with a. horn, and his hide is fo 
hard that an arrow will not penetrate it. Of the hide are made 
breaft plates, targets, &c. If he meets with a horfe he attacki 
him, and kills him with his horn. 

The Antelope, has two very high horns, and is the moft 
beautiful of the deer kind. 

The Musk Deer, is bigger than the fox. His hair is very 
harfh ; he is furnifhed with two tufks, and has two protuberances in 
the place of horns. This animal is very common. 

The 
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The Katass Cow, differs but little from the common cow, 
excepting in the tail, which is the Katafs. The people, of the coun- 
try where they are found, are very expert in joining the hairs of 
feveral tails, fo as to make them appear of one length. 

The Civet Cat,. is alfo found in this country. 

BIRDS. 

The Shari/kh, imitates the human voice in fuch an aftonifh- 
ing manner, that if you do not fee the bird, you cannot help being 
deceived. 

The Myneh, is bigger than the Sharukh. The plumage is a 
dark brown with a little yellow under the tail. The bill and tem- 
ples are alfo of this laft colour. It fpeaks as well as- the Sharukh. 

Parrots are red, white, green, and a variety of other colours. 

The Koyil, refembles the Myneh, but is blacker and has red 
eyes, and a long tail. It is fabled to be enamoured with the rofe, 
in the fame manner as the nightingale. 

The Pepeeheh, is fmaller and flenderer than the Koyil, and 
the tail is ftiorter. This bird fings moft enchantingly about the 
commencement of the rains, and efpecially during the night, when 

its 
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its lays caufe the old wounds of lovers to bleed afrefh. This bft-d 
is now alfo called Peeyoo, which in the Shanfcrit language fignifiea 
beloved. 

The B a r i l, has a green plumage with white claws, and red 
^yes, and is fmaller than the pigeon. He never alights upon the 
ground, and when he wants to drink, he defcends with a fmall twig 
in his claws, and floats himfelf upon the water. 

The B i y a, is about the fize of the fpairow, but yellow. He 
is very docile, exceedingly fagacious, and may be taught to fetch 
and carry grains of gold, with fafety. If carried a great diftance 
from his mafter, he will fly to him immediately upon hearing his 
TOice. 

And from the encouragement given by his Majefty, the animals 
of Turan, Iran, and Cafhmeer, as well game as others, have been 
ctranfplanted here in aftoniftiing abundance.

Now it is fixed at 30 dams, 
each dam being 5 tanks. 

Also formerly in the fale of cbral and camphor, the dam was 
reckoned at 5^ tanks ; but now the price of thofe articles has been 
reduced by valuing the dam at 5 tanks.

The LEARNING of the HINDOOS. 

T h e Hindoos have upwards of three hundred arts and fciences* 
The Author of this Work having alfociated himfelf intimately with 
the learned men among them, has heard and comprehended the 
various doftrines of each fe6l and profeffion. It is impolfible in a 
fingle volume to give a particular relation of fuch a variety of fub- 

jefts 1 
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jefts ; but for the fatisfa&ion of thofe who are uninformed, I (hall 
Iketch out the rudiments of each art and fcience, without offering 
any argument for or againft them. This may prove an ufeful In- 
dex to fome future ingenious inveftigator, who wifhes to compare 
their do&rines with thofe of Plato and Ariftotle, the Soofies and 
the commentators on the facred text ; and who after having re- 
moved the prejudices which obftruft religious inquiries, will feek 
out for proofs, rejefting the doubts of ignorance, but at the fame 
time exercifing his reafon with caution. 

Among the Hindoos there are nine feels, eight of whom teach 
of the creation, and of a futuxe (late of the divine effence and at- 
tributes j of the order of the upper and the lower regions ; of the 
forms of worfhip ; morality, and of political government. 

The ninth fe£l deny the exiftence of a God ; and believe nei- 
ther a beginning nor an end. 

All thefe fefts have many books, containing their refpeftive 
creeds, and rules of conduft. They are generally written with an 
iron ftyle, either on the leaf of the Taar, or the bark of the Tooz, in 
the fame manner as was praftifed by the Greeks before the time of 
Ariftotle. The Hindoos write from left to right. Although they 
now fometimes write upon paper, yet they never ufe any bindings 
for their books, but keep them in feparate leaves. 

Their 
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Their books contain fublime do&rines and valuable inftruc- 
tions. How fhall I proceed with my fubjeft ! perplexed every mo- 
ment with worldly avocations ; I am unable to exj tfs rryfelf, at 
the fame time that I earneftly defire to be communicati ve. I know 
not if this diftra&ion is the natural fault of my difpofition, or whe- 
ther it be that truth is ftruggling to reveal itfelf to me. If I was 
not thus embarrafTed, I would arrange the Hindoo philofophy in 
the fame manner as that of the Greeks. But I muft conform to* 
my circumftances, and the compafs of my book.

The three laft they 
confider as heretical. 

The Neyayek, and the Beyflieekheh agree in many points, as 
do the Beydantee and the Meymanfuck. The Sankh and PatenjiL 
have very inconfiderable difference. 

THE 
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THE SCIENCE OF ^EEAIY. 

Gotem the philofopher was the firft who taught this faience. It conl- 
prifes theology, mfetaphyficks, ihithematicks* & logick- According to 
this doftririe there is only one Odd; who is incorporeal, neither beget- 
ting nor begotten, arid free from all other defe&s beloh^ing to human 
nature ; he is the creator of the univerfe, himfelf being eternal, with- 
out beginning and without erid, the preferver, the trtie trncompdund- 
ed fpirit. They fay that he created a body, and then entered himfelf 
into that body, fyhich btfcty is Brahma ; arid in the fame manner as a 
human body a£is from its union with the foul, fo does the body of 
Brahma aft from its relation to the deity. And they maintain that 
this mixture of perfons does not in the leaft defile the holinefs of 
the Deity. This opinion nearly correfponds with the faith of the 
Chriftians; and agrees with the tenets of the divines *, excepting 
that the Neyayeks deny the univerfe to have been from eternity. 



• ETabioun, the divines. The Mahommedaris mean by this word the fecond fe& of pMIo- 
fophers, who admitted a firft mover of all things, and one fpi ritual fubftance detached from 
erery kind of matter, Guzali, in his book entitled Mockedb, fays, that the philofophers of 
this fecond feft were Socrates, Plato, and Ariftetle, the inventor of logic, or the art of rea- 
foning, and who reduced fcience to method. This laft, continues he, has pretended to refute 
Plafo, Socrates, and all who went before him of that fed ; but he has, ireverthelefs, fupport- 
ed many of their erfoneotot fehtiments, although he feems in a manner to have abjured them : 
for he maintains the eternity of the world, which obliges us to reject his opinions as impious, 
as well as thofc of all the other philofophers who are called divine. We fay the fame thing of 
thofe amongft the Muflulmen who would philofophife after their manner, as Alfariabi and 
Ebn Sioa (Alfafabius and Avicenna). D'Herbelot. 

They 
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TjHi^y believe that God fent to the people of the eartjh, by thg 
Mands of Jskahma, a book which they call Bede, containing up- 
wards of iqo thoufand afhlogues. An afhlogue comprifes four 
eherruns, each of which contains from eight to twenty-fix atchers, 
and an atcher is compofed qf one or two letters ; if it confifts of 
two, the laft iletter is mute. But in the Bede, the cherrun never 
confifts of more than 20 atchers. They alfo fay that one of the 
Geleftial fpirits named Byafs divided this book into four fe&iQns, 
viz. 1, Rig ; 2, Jejir ; 3, Sam ; 4, Atphrbqn. One feft maintains 
that Brahma had four months, and that he delivered afe&ipn frqnr 
each month. 

four books are efteemed to l?e of divide origin, and {hey 
Relieve that eypry Br^brr\a who appears, delivers, the faqie. letter and 
word, without difpinutipn or addjtiop. 

Tftfv fay th^tQpd is, the abfplute efficient caufe ; and that the 
aftjippsjpf^en are prodyp^jd l?y typ, capj[es ; namely, by the power 
of God, and by the power of Brahma. They believe that eyery 
aftion is good or bad, as it is defcribed in the Bede. They believe 
that there js a hell and a pajadife. .Hell they call Nerupfa anjd place 
it in the inferior regions. Paradjfe they call Soorug, and. fay, it, is in 
the upper regions. They do not believe either the punifhments of 
hell, or the rewards of paradife to be everlafling > but fay that ac- 
cording to the degree of wickednefs committed, men will be pu- 
nifhed in hell> and afterwards come out from thence ; and affum- 

»8t 
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ing other forms will go into paradife ; when they will again change 
their forms, and return into the world ; thus going and returning 
through the three different ftates, till they have fully received the 
fruits of their good and bad aftions : after which (landing in no 
further need of either hell or paradife, they will become free from 
joy and forrow, in the manner that will be hereafter related. 

They believe fome parts of the univerfe to have exifled from all 
eternity, and that others are created, the particulars whereof will be 
given hereafter. 

They reckon eight divine attributes, which they call accidents. 
1, Geeyan, omnifcience ; 2, Itcha, omnipotence; 3, Purreytun, 
providence ; 4, Sunkehya, unity ; 5, Purman, immenfity, fince 
God is believed to be every where ; 6, Purtukhioo, analyfis ; 7, 
Sunjoog, union, becaufe all things unite in the deity ; 8, Behbaug, 
divifion. Of thefe eight attributes, it is believed that the Jirft fix 
have been from all eternity, and the other two produced after- 
wards. 

In this fcience they make ufe of fixteen predicaments, which 
comprife every thing in the univerfe.

And this effence is of two kinds, 
Jewa Atma, that which belongs to animals and vegetables ; and Pur 
Atma, omnifcience, which is the intelligence poffeffed folely by the 
only and eternal God. Befides Jcwa Atma, every body has a dif- 
tjn& fpirit, by which it e*ejciles the internal and external fenfes § 
•in conjun6lion with * third ejfence, called Mun, and which will be 
^pre particularly explained prefentjy. 
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Sireer, matter, and which is of two kinds, i, JcumeJ, a body 
produced by the copulation of male and female;; 2, Jjezunej, a bo- 
dy which is not produced by thefe means. Jewnej is fubdivided 
into two kinds, Jerayooj viviparous, and Unduj oviparous.

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Unnebhow is of two kinds ; that which is certain ; . and that of 
which there is fome doubt.

Mun, already mentioned among the Tub fiances, has the follow- 
ing divifions ; Purweert the aftions of Mun* by means of the 
tongue and other members in good and bad deeds. They fay that 
external a£Hons require four things : 1, knowledge ; 2, inclination ; 
3, determination ; 4, motion. 

Dookh is the caufe of Pur ey tun, and is of three kinds : 1, Rakh % 
delirc, will ; 2, Doovceekh % anger ; 3, Mowk % believing that to exift 
which does not exift. 

Pereetbhow is living after death, and the rational fenfe enter* 
ing the body, and dying after living, and breaking the relations 
between body and foul after the union. 

Phul, the fruit, or reward, or punifliment of Dehrem, or Adherent. 

Dookh, pain, is the contrary of Sookh, eafe, happinefe. They 
fay that all the comforts of this life are only forrow, and therefore 
do not make any account ofSookh. 

Apoorukh, the deliverance from one pain by fuch means as will 
not produce another. They fay, there are twenty-one kinds of 
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pain or forrow ; viz* the fix fenfes and their fix obje&s, the fix intel- 
ligences which form the fenfes, and the body which is the ftorehoufe 
of evils, and joy according to the vulgar opinion, but which in reality 
is forrow and abfolute pam. Bookh implies whatever is contrary to 
our inclination, which, if it takes any effeft, caufes uneafinefs. When 
a perfon arrives at fuch a degree of perfe&ion as entirely deftroys all 
the twenty-one things abovementioned, that Rate is called Muckul* 
when the foul becomes perfeftly infenfible, quits its connexion with 
the body, and never again' vifits either paradife or hell ; becaufe that 
all the caufes of forrow arife from the union of the foul with the bo- 
dy. This union of the foul with the body they ca\\ Jfennzcm, birth, 
and it is produced by Dekrem or Adherent. After the union of bo- 
dy and foul take place, the perfon receives in this life the reward 
of his virtues and the punifhment of his vices, bellowed or inflift- 
ed in return for Kurrum^ which in this place fignifies the per- 
formance of any a&ion, whether it be good or bad, joyful or for- 
rowful. Kurrum is produced by Jeytun % which has the fame figni- 
fication as Pureytun and Purweert, voluntary aftion, in confequence 
of Rakh, defire. Rakh is produced by Meet-hageeyan, falfe concep- 
tion. Through the means of Bhowna, recolle&ion, and Sunjkar^ 
refleftion, the ignorant obtain knowledge. Knowledge proceeds 
from the operations of the foul and body, and the proper ufe of 
good means ; knowledge produces worthy reflections : then fen- 
fual knowledge vanilhes, true knowledge difcovers itfelf, and there 
is an end of tranfmigration. 

Some 
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Some fay that when, through the means of reafon f man is arrived 
at the higheft degree of perfection, there is an end of mifcompre- 
henfion, ignorance, defire and anger. Purivttrt % voluntary aftion^ 
ceafes, and in eonfequence there is cn end of Jennum, or birth 
and from a cefTation of Jennum y there is an end of pain and forrow ^ 
and everlafting Muckut enfues^ 

Another fed fay, that when the flate of everlafting know- 
ledge is obtained, Med-hagecyan> falfe conception, ceafes, which 
. deftroys Itcha, which deftroys Pureytu?i h which deftroys Kurrum. 
The deftru&ion of Kurrum is followed by that of Dehrcm and Ad- 
herent, w r hich puts an end to Jcnnum % and its eonfequence Dookh- 

But the ftrift followers of the Neeaiy do&rine fay, that when? 
the elementary body obtains the true light, knowledge alfo ceafes. 
.And they fay that this degree of perfeftion is obtained through the 
means of three things, Shirwun, Munnun, and Nidha/fen. l, Shir~ 
zuu?i t hearing and perfeftly comprehending the Bedes, and the tra- 
ditions of the righteous, which cannot be effefied without the gui- 
dance of one who hath travelled that road y 2, Munnun, giving; 
the mind to the performance of whatever is eftabliflied by the di- 
vine book, and by the doftrines of the righteous, fo as to have im- 
plicit faith in their proofs and arguments.

Another feft fay, that the contemplation of the foul will be of 
fuch continuance, that the thread will never be broken. 

The followers of the Neeaiy believe in Gaiybeyah, which is this* 
When the light of knowledge fliines upon a righteoijs perfon, he 
becomes acquainted with things paft and prefent Goncernitig himfelf ; 
knows how many tranfmigrations he muft undergo ; and if he wifhes 
them to pals quickly, the Almighty endows him- with fuch power, 
that he is enabled to perform the various changes in a fliort fpace 
of time, and without pafling into Mirtlogue, but enters into immor- 
tal Mils inftantly upon quitting the elementary body. They alfo* 
fay that all mankind will ultimately arrive at the ftate of Muckut** 
Although they do not allow of any beginning of the world, yer 
they believe that there will be an end of procreation. 

The Third Predicament* Sunshee,,

They believe that whofoever is perfea in the knowledge and 
practice of thefe fixteen predicaments, will immediately arrive at 
the ftate of Muckut. They fay that the attainment of this excel- 
lence depends on three things, 1, Owdics, the knowledge of the 
names of thefe fixteen predicaments, and remembering them ; 2, 
Lutdun % knowing the true meaning thereof ; 3, Pureytcha, the 
pra6lice thereof. 

. ■ 

The followers of this doctrine, although they deny that the univerfe 
had any beginning, yet believe in its diffolution, which they call Pur- 
lie. l ias they fay is of two kinds, firft, Kundpurlie> when a Brah- 
ma will arrive at the ftate of Muckut. At this time there will be 
left only Dckrem, Adherem, Bfiawana, Sunjkar and Kurrum. And 
in every wonderful hundred years, of which fomething has been 
faid already *, Brahma will arrive at their ftate. The fecond at 
the death of Brahma, when all created beings will be deftroyed. 
The firft caufe of this diffolution, will be the divine will, at the 
expiration of an appointed time. At that period, by the will of 
the Mod High, Dchran and Adherem will be deftroyed; and the irv- 
divifible particle will get into motion, whereby Bhaug (feparation) 
will become complete, and Sunjoog (union) will be- deftroyed, — 
Earth, fire, air and water, will be deftroyed one after the other, in 

the order now mentioned. Thus there will be an end of all crea-

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ted things ; and the foul will be in the (late of Muckut. This dif- 
. folution they call Mohapurlie. 

Gne feft reckons four diflblutions. Two as now defcribed. 
At the third there will be an end of virtue, and this they fay will 
be at the end of every four Jowgs. The fourth is the diflblution 
of each particular thing j as firft when the fpirit Man feparates 
from the foul, which is its Purlie. Then the diflblution of the 
union between the body and the foal, and which is its Purlie. 

Th et call the creation of the world, after its diflblution, Serijh- 
ttf, and fay that by the will of God, after the expiration of a long 
period, Dchrcm and Adherem will come into aclion, and the indi- 
vifible particle will obtain motion. Firft there will be an union of 
iwo atoms, which they call Dee nook, which will be joined by a 
third atom, which will produce a good mixture called Tercejhnook, 
and the union of the fourth atom they call Chuttcrnouk. And 
thus the union will increafe gradually, and produce a number of 
forms ; exiftence changing out of non-exiftence in the following or- 
. der, contrary to what they were at fir ft : Air, Fire, Water, Earth, 
Brahma, Bilhen, Mahadeo. But there will not be any vifible ap- 
pearance of thefe glorious perfons in their own forms, although 
they will afliime various others, and beftow bleflings upon man- 
kind. From air will be produced a: rial bodies, who will inhabit 
BaiyloguCy which is the'higheft region. From this element will 

alfo 
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atfo be produced the touch, wind, and the foul, figuratively calledf 
Puiran, and which they reckon to be of five kinds, as will be def- 
cribed hereafter. From fire will be produced fier^ bodies whofe 
feat will be Aditloguc, which is the region that the fun travels 
through, and from this element will alfo proceed light, and differ-- 
ent degrees of heat. From water will be produced aqueous bodies, 
whofe feat is in the Wurrenlogue. It will alfo produce the taffe, 
feas and rivers, fnow, ice, and hail. The region of Wurrenlogue 
they place near the mountain of Summier. From earth will be 
produced earthly bodies, and the fenfe of fmelling, together witT 
metals, minerals, plants, and animals. Brahma will firft create 
bodies by his own power, without the medium of generation ; and ' 
in tins place they give a wonderful detail. 

They fay that there is one eternal will of God, which creates** 
and another which deftroys. The creative will they call Chickeer- 
kha % and the deftruftive will, Sunjecrkhi.

Bahias make a footer ; a number of Sooters make a Purkiurren, ■ a 
number of Purkurrcns make an Ahinek, and a number of Ahineks 
make an Adehya or Shajler.

Purmanoo (^erfeft knowledge), they divide only into Ptrtthj 
and Atma. 

Of the accidents of heat produced by the fun or fire, they rec- 
kon colour, tafte* fmell and touch. To thefe four accidents they 
give the general term Pakudf. The Neeayicfcs maintain that corpo- 
real fubftance does not change its ft&te by maturity or immaturity } 
but thefe fay that the corporeal particles are feparated, and reunit- 
ed by the divine power. The Neeayicks fay that Sumwaiy (fimili- 
tude), is diftinguifliedibx the -effe'-j.'- i^ttfr KbiliAa-'iffli^ ft to be 
only conjecture, and parody of reafoning. . > 
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This was invented by Jymih, before either Neeaiy or Beylhee- 
khek.. He prefided over three other fages Komarul Bhutt, Purb- 
haker Gooroo, and Morar Miner. It is laid by fome, that this feci 
are atheifts ; and others pretend that they admit aGod, but deny a. 
creator, believing all things to be produced by Dehrem and Adhe- 
rem. But from Uriel enquiry, and clofe intimacy w ith the learned 
followers of this kQ., it evidently appears, .that they agree with the 
two foregoing refpecting the Deity ; but being fenlible of human 
ignorance, they are filent on the fubjecl, and confine their doftrine 
to fenfible actions,. Iiut the ignorance and malice of the world, 
attribute this filence to a denial of the exillcnce of a Supreme Being. 

The Purmans (quantities), which the Neeayicks ufe among the 
accidents for explaining the divine nature, thefe do not ap ly to 
that purpofe. They do not indeed believe Brahma, Bifhen, and 
Mahadeo to be emanations of the Deity; but fay they are human 
beings, who through their righteoufnefs attain to this degree of 
perfection. They believe molt of the effe&s attributed to the Dew- 
tahs, to be nothing more than Magick, and think it to be produc- 
ed by repeating certain words. 
• 

They believe the univerfe and the elements, to be without be- 
ginning and without end. . They believe that bodies are only a 
compound of atoms, and not produced from one fubflance. They 

believe 
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believe Mun, "like Atma, to be every where ; and fay that men are 
free agents. They teach of the different degrees of hell and para- 
dife, the tranfmigration of the foul, and Muckut; but deny KJmnd- 
purlie. They believe Muckut to be produced by the union of 
knowledge and aclion. They fay that in this ftate the foul will 
perpetually enjoy fublime knowledge, and perfe& eafe. 

They make air to be the medium of found, whereas .the Nee- 
ayicks attribute this property to the Akafs. 

Sumwaiy (relation),, they make to be the fccond of the three 
perfons (Bifhen) eternal from eternity, and accidental from acci- 
dent ; and believe it to be different in every inllance.

Purbaker Gooroo reckons only nine predicaments, rejeft- - 
ing Abhow % privatioiju 

Komarul Bhutt reckons eleven predicaments, the firft nine 
the fame a& the Neeayicks, to which he adds Undkhar darknefs. — 
The Neeayicks fay that darknefs is nothing but the abfence pf light ; 
but thefe account it a diftinft fubftance, which fpreads its own {hade 
over every thing ; and they confider the following to be the acci- 
dents of darknefs ; colour, quantity, divifibility, union, feparation, 
diftance, proximity. The iifcfe Subdh (traditions), thefe confider 
to be everlafting and univerfali The forms of fpeeqh they confider 
as fubftances, and excepUog Rvcfti colour give them all th^ other 
twenty-one accidents. 

But 
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Pi/Rfekicfek 6dOROO fays that Subdh is not a fubflanee,, btit 
an accident from all eternity. 

Bhutt aflerts that knowledge is attained by conje&ure ; whilft 
Gooroo fays that by means of knowledge, conje&ure is formed, 
like a lamp, which being lighted, makes itfelf as well as othet 
obje&s, vifibk. Mirar Milfer agrees with the Neeayicks, that 
knowledge is obtained through the means of Mun ; but he denies 
the exifience of the two firft accidents of Purmanoo* 

The Neeayicks fay, that gold is produced from fire; and the 
Meymenfucks, that it is from earth. Kal y time, according to the 
Neeayicks, is comprehended by conje&ure ; but thefe fay that it is 
difcovered by the fenfes. Of the accidents, thefe make colour to 
have been from ail eternity ; and they confider the, five colours at 
only one accident* 

Gen er a l property they fey is inherent in the fubftance. Beygv 
caufe of motion, and Suvjkar, repulfive quality, they do not admit, 
but attribute their a£tions to Kurrum, motion. 

Bhutt and Misser ufe fix divifiohs ofPurmanoo (perfeft know;- 
ledge), four of which have been mentioned in Neeaiy ; they rec- 
kon feven fenfes. The feventh is Tamifindree, the perception of 
darknefs. They deny ~pofitive and negative inference. Gooroo 
neither admits of faHe conception* In Sun/hee $ doubt* and Beypcrjee p 
. Vol III- R miftakc* 
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miftake, they confider two perfeft modes of knowledge. The per- 
ception of air, which the Neeayicks attribute to conje£iure, thefe 
afcribe to the touch. The 5th, Irt-hapuie % is advancing the 
Caufe, and requiring theEffeft. The 6th, Unpelvbdeh % the igno- 
ranectafrthbgs. They fay that ignorance is the want of knowledge. 
But Miffer agrees with ths Neeayicks* that this want of knowledge 
proceeds from defeft in the fenfes. 

They fay that good and evil depend upon aftions, which they 
reckon of two kinds. Bhutto an aftion which produces good 5 and 
Nkkeddch, that which produces evil. The firft is again of four 
kirtds^: i, Nit, a duty whofe continual performance is indifpenfible ; 
and the omilfion bad. 2, Neemitk, an indifpenfible duty to be per- 
formed at a particular feafon; fuch as the ceremonies necefTary to 
be performed a£ eclipfes of the fun and moon. 3, Kamec, an ac- 
tion which produces the defired effeft. 4, Perayijhcht, expiation of 
a crime. The firft fix of the nine fefts agree in the neceflity of 
/expiating a crime. 

The four tribes following this doftrire, have their refpeflive 
ceremonies. But the general doftrine of Meymanfa is com- 
* prifed in twelve Adheyas, containing as follows :

The SCIENCE of BEYDANT. 

This doflrine was firft taught by Byafs the philofopher, one of 
the nine perfons whom the Hindoos fay are immortal. The fof- 
lowing are their names : 1, Loomus ; 2, Makiendie ; 3, Byafs ; 4^ 
Afhootaman ; 5, Bui ; 6, Hunwent $ 7, Bibeekhen ; 8, Kirpacha- 
rij ; 9, Purriflram. Of thefe nine immortal perfons they relate 
Wonderful ftories. 

The followers of this doftrine agree with Bhutt in the Pu- 
daruts* Purmans, &c. But although they believe in hell, paradife, 
and other viciflitudes, yet they fay they are only ideal. 

They 
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They laythat (accepting the Deity, nothing exifts, the unU 
yerfe being only an appearance without any reality, juft as a man 
i^i a dream fees imaginary obje&s, and in that ftate experiences 
ideal pleafure and pain. So that life is nothing but a dream, there 
being only one refplendent light, which affumes different appear- 
ances* 

In this Science there are fix things ; i, Brimmah ; 2, Iffur ; 3* 
Jeewa; 4, Geeyan; 5, Sumbedeh ; 6, Birbede. 

The firft, Brimmah* is God, the fole beftower of juftice. Om- 
nifcience, Omniprefence, and Reft, which they call Anund> are tha 
fountain of his effence. They believe Brimmah to be without be- 
ginning and without end ; and the other five are from eternity. 

To Geeyan (Omnifcience) they afcribe two powers ; Pitchutjuc* 
kut> the external, and Anwerunfuckut> the internal power of know- 
ledge* 

Sumbedeh is the exercife of the external fenfe of Omnifcience^ 

Birbede, the ceffation of Sumbedeh. Gteyan* when it employe 
PitchiUfuckuU i* called Maia ; and Abedeeya, when it a£ts by the 
means of AnwerunfiLckut* The divine effence, upon its union with 
Maia % becomes manifeft, and is then called IJfur\ and it is not de- 
filed by this union* When the Deity unite* with Abedeeya* it is call- 
ed

rcfrjfo; and jacatma.. Then it retires behind the veil of fecrecy, 
without differing any impurity. Some among this feft fay, that 
Abedecya is uncompounded, not making any account of Jew ; and 
deny that any one has yet arrived at the ftate of Muc/iut. Others 
again, and who are numerous, admit both Jew and MuckuL It is 
certain that many virtuous men have arrived at this ftate, which is 
throwing off Ageeyan by the light of fublime knowledge. Agcyan 
has three accidents ; 1, Sut r from whence proceed virtue, know- 
ledge, eafe, and fuch like ; 2, Ri/j\. from whence proceed defire, 
forrow, joy, and fuch like ; 3, Turn, from whence proceed anger, 
ignorance, idolence, and fuch like. When JJfur unites with Ruj, it 
is called Brahma, who is the creator. When it unites with Sut, it 
is called Bijhen % the preferver. When it unites with Turn, it u 
called Mahadco, the deftroyer. 

The progreffion of the creation is from thefe three accidents 
and all thefe incorporeal beings are vifible, through the medium 
of Ageeyan. 

They agree with the Neeayicks in making five elements; but 
each of thefe they divide into two kinds : 1, Sochum, an invifible par- 
ticle, and in that ftate it is czNcdApunckekeerty when Turn is preva- 
lent. 2 r Sithoxol, a vifible particle, in which ftate it is called Punchcc- 
keert, and is produced by the prevalence of Ruj 9 and a great pre- 
valence of Ruj is called Akafs. They reckon found an accident of 
theAiq/s. By an exctfs of Ruj % air is alfo produced, to which they 

give 
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give two accidents, Subdh and Soopcrfs. From Sut is produced fire, 
to which they give three accidents, Subdk y Sooperfs, and Roop. From 
an excefs of Sut and Ruj is produced water, to which they give four 
accidents, the three laft mentioned, and Ritfi. From the excefs of 
Turn is produced earth, to which they give five accidents, the four 
laft mentioned, and Gundh* 

They fay that the fenfe of hearing is produced from the Akafs y 
the touch from air ; the fight from fire > the tafte from water ; the 
fmell from earth. And thefe five fenfes are occafioned by the power 
of Sut. Thefe five fenfes they call Geeyan Indree. The Akafs pro- 
duces Baky fpeech ; air produces Ban, the power of the arms ; fire 
Pad, the power of the feet ; water Pauy> the power of voiding the 
excrement ; earth Opvjleh, the power of urining. And whoever ha* 
the full exercife of thefe functions,, they call Kwrrunt Indret. 

By the excefs of Sut, is produced a fubtle effence called Untahr 
kurrum, which from its four ftates has four names : 1, when Sut is- 
prevalent, and there is a defire of difcriminating and enquiry, it i$ 
jcalled Chit ; 2, when Ruj is prevalent, from whence doubt arifes, it 
jts called Mun ; 3, when Sut is fo prevalent that certainty enfues,, 
it is called Bhoodh ; 4, when Turn (pride) is prevalent, and affumes 
to itfelf the things that are only lent, it is called Ahenkar. Apun- 
cheekecrt, by the prevalence of Ruj, produces five winds : 1, Purr an, 
the wind in the mouth and nofe ; 2, Oudan, the wind in the belly ; 
Oufia u the wind in the pofteriors ; 4, Beyan % the wind in the

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other pi its of the body. Lingfereer and Sowchu7nferecr % are general 
terms for the ten Inderees, Untahkurrum and the five airs ; making 
altogether fixteen things. This Sozvchum body, they fay, belongs to 
every animal ; but that on account of its fubtility it is not difcerni- 
ble by the fenfes, and is loft in the ftate of Muckut. After that an 
animal is produced, whofe body is entirely Lingfeereeree, which 
they call Herenegerbeh. Whatever tranfmigration happens after 
this, has a fpiritual form. 

The produftion of IJhthowlfirreer is after the following manner. 
Each of the five aforefaid kinds of Sozvchum they divide into two 
parts ; and five of thefe ten they fubdivide again into five others 
each. Half the Sozvchum Akafs % with four other parts of air, fire, 
water, and earth, unite together, which produces Akafs IJhthowL Half 
the Sozvchum, air, with a part of Akafs, fire, water and earthy united 
produce Badiflithowl. Half of the Sozvchum fire, united with a part 
of Akafs, water, air and earth, produce the IJhthowL fire ; the fame 
with water and earth. Some fay that the IJhLhowl Akafs, and IJh- 
thowl air are produced /without any mixture of fire, water and 
earth; but agree icfpetfir.g the reft, excepting that the Jfhthowl 
fire, water and earth, they divide each into two parts, one of 
which they leave in its original ftate, and the other half of each 
they divide into three parts, which are compounded in the manner 
before defcribed, which mixture produces the JJlilhoui fire, water 
and earth. And from the five Ifukozd elements, by the excefs of 
either of the three accidents, Sut, Ruj y and Turn, the fourteen 
regions and their inhabitants are produced. 

They 
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They fay that a perfon will be created^ who will be acquainted 
with the IJhthowlfcreer* and he will be called Berat. 

The diffolution of the univerfc they defcribe after the following 
manner. Earth will be deflroyed by water, water by fire, fire by 
air, air by Akafs, and the Afafs diffolve into Maia. Frofn this 
diffolution will confequently arife Agceyan, of which they reckon 
three degrees ; 1, Dintdan* the expiration of one day of Brahma * 
2, ParakurU the diffolution which will then enfue ; 3, Atentick % the 
diffolution of Ageeycm, whenr Omnifcience will (hine forth. Of the 
firft kind a great deal has happened, and is accomplifhing. But 
Atcntich will only happen once ; it being the diffolution of Agceyaik 
and its accidents. 

The do&rines of this fe£t are comprifed in four Adkeyas. The 
firft contains an account of Brimmah; th- fecond of worfhip; the 
third how to obtain Muclut ; the fourth, the nature of Muchut. 

'The learned Hindoos have divided the Bede into three parts * 
t, Kurramkand r tke performance of various duties, and which they 
call Poorub Meymanfa ; 2, Geeyankand* and this they call Outre 
Meymavja, which is more commonly known under the name of Bey- 
dant ; 3, OpaJJha* which they alfo call Sunkerkhen Meyrnanfa. The 
fignification of Opajfna is, God being conceived under a form it 
worfhipped* But now this book is very fcarce. 

They 
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They fay, that every one is not fit to be inftrafted in the Bey- 
dant, neither is every one capable of comprehending it. He who 
feeks this knowledge muft be able to diftinguifti what is eternal, 
from what is created, muft defpife the world, ftudy with intentnefs, 
notbe diiturbed atnot finding the non-exifting comprehenfions, muft 
difregard joy and forrow, but daily increafe in the contemplation 
f oF MuckuL

The firft teacher of this doftrine was Kupel the philofopher.

mifcomprehending and efteeming the 
things of this world. 7. lyjkfuj, theoperations of the foul, by which 
man comprehends whatever is abftrufe. 8, AbiyJ/iruj, thofe opera- 
tions of the foul which lead to mifconception. Of thefe eight fa- 
culties four are invariable, which are produced by the prevalence 
of Sut i and four accidental produced by the prevalence of Turn. 



The creation of the elements they coniider to be of fix kinds. 1, 
Surglogue, or the uppermoft region, produced by the prevalence of 
Sut. 2, Meertloguc, the region inhabited by the human race, pro- 
duced by the prevalence of Ruj. 3, Patallogue, beneath the earth, 
produced by the prevalence of Turn. 4, The Dewtah, who are pro- 
duced by Aflut, the abfence of paffions. They have power to 
change their forms, and aflume wonderful fhapes, whilft from the 
tranfparency of their fubftances, their natural forms are not vifible. 
There are eight orders of Detotahs. 1, Brahma, thofe who inhabit 
the region of Brahma. 2, Perajaputty,' the inhabitants of the region 
of Perajaput, a very powerful Dewtah. 3, Indrec, thofe who inhabit 
the region oUndree. 4, Peetre, the inhabitants of the region of Pe- 
tree. They whofe anceftors for feveral generations have been vir- 
tuous, when they alfume paradifical forms, enter into this region. 
5, Gundherp, tha hoft of divine ehorifters. 6, Jutah, the inhabitants 
of the region of Jutah, the guardian of the north. 7, Rackafs, evil 
Dewtahs, who deftroy mankind. 8, Pyachch, another race; more 
hurtful than the Rackafs.

Adehdewik, that which is infli&ed by the Dewtahs. § y Adehbhowtik % 
that which is occafioned by any of the elements-- 

The y fay, that if man relies folely upon God, Ke will become & 
monarch of the upper regions, and there enjoy all his wiflies for 
the fpace of one hundred thgufend Monunters, at the expiration of 
which he will return to this world > and then again for every good 
aftion, will receive a fuitable reward in the upper regions. WhcH- 
foever gives to a Brahmin fufficient ground for a houfe to ftand up- 
on, will enjoy ten Kulebs in Paradijfe before he returns again tp the 
earth. And for beftowing one thoufand head pf cattle, the reward 
in Paradife will be ten thoufand years of blifs, before he returns a- 
gain to this yrorld. After he has undergone many of thefe tranfmi- 

grations^ 
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grations, he will arrive at Mudut, which is the ftate of fublime- 
knowledge, when tranfmigration ceafes. 

The doaines of this fed are contained in fixty books, which 
they call Tunter*

This do&rine was introduced by the philofopher PatenjiL It 
agrees in every point with Sank, excepting that thefe make God to 
be the creator ; and fay that exiftence and omnifcience are the J 
fountain of his eflence. Thefe ailfo believe,, that Muckut can only 
be obtained through the medium of Jowg, or a complete vi&ory 
over the paflions, for gaining which they aflign various means,* 
fome of which I fhall here relate* as the information may be fer- 
viceable to thofe who wifti to obtain this ftate. They fay, that when 
Mehtct unites with the three accidents, Turn, Ruj, and Sut, five 
ftates are produced,, which they call the five Bhoom, viz. 1. Chzpt 9 
produced by the prevalence of Ruj> when the heart is not fixed to 
any one point. 2,. Mowdn y from the prevalence of Turn, when the 
heart is fatisfied, notwithftanding it does not obtain its wants. 3, 
Beychipt) from the prevalence of Sut t when the heart obtains all its 
defires, and is a little at reft. 4, Eykagur^ when fo much power is 
obtained, that on whatever object the heart is fet, it does not wan- 
der. 5, Nyrodeh, is the ftate wherein from the ab fence of thofe 

three 
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Arce accidents, all defires of the heart ceafe,. and it begins to have 
fbme knowledge. Jowg is never obtained, excepting in the two 
Jaft ftates. In the firft ftate the mind is poflefled by Adhcrem ; in 
the fecond by Ageeyan; in the third by Abyrag and Abeyjhruj ; in 
the fourth by Dehrerrbj Geeyan, Birag, and Iyfliruj y and in the fifth 
all traces of good and bad aftions are erafed, there being an end 
of Beerty or the inclination to do good or bad*. Beert is of two 
kinds. 1, Kullijht, the inclination to do bad*. 2, AftulliJJiU the 
inclination to do good. And each of thefe is again divided into 
five kinds. 1, Purmanbeert> certain knowledge of things from the 
1 prevalence of Sut. 2, Beepeyie, depraved knowledge, from the ab- 
fence of Sut and Turn. 3, BikUp % doubt concerning the Deity,. * 
from the abfence of Sut and Turn. 4, Nidra, fleep, wjien know- 
ledge vaniftiesy from the abfence of Turn. 5, Sumrut, recollefting 
what had been forgotten, from the abfence of Sut. When all thefr 
dates are at an end, the bleffing of Muckut is obtained. 

The ftate of MuckvZ is- obtained 1 by the twelver following, 
a&ions. 1, Jyfuropafna^ continual comtemplation of the Deity. 
Thofe who prafiife this fay, that by keeping, God continually in re- 
membrance; all evil is difpelled, and the nine following enemies to 
men are difperfecL 1, Beyedeh* ficknefs. 2, Srttyan, disinclination 
for good aftiotfs. 3, 8unjhee> doubts of thecaufes and benefits of 
the Jowg. 4, Purmadj forgetfulnefs of indifpenfable duties. 5, 
AlfeCy flothfulnefs in bufinefs. 6, OwruU unlawful defires. j r v 
Behrantdurjhun> corrupt* knowledge. 8, Alvbdhwimkutto % fic-

The twelfth, Ahcchyafs, being fo perfeft in knowledge and good 
a&ions, that they become natural. 

The Jowg is of two kinds. i t Sumpergtyat, which is when the 
heart, by confining itfelf to one contemplation, arrives at perfeftion 
by degrees, and conceives an ideal form of the divinity. 2, 
AJfmpcrgeyaU when the imaginary form of the Deity difappears 
from the mind, and nothing remains but the comtemplation of his 
efTence. Again, Sumpergeyat is of three kinds, i, Gorahcyhftmmaput % 
when the mind is fixed upon the elements. 2, GtrAerifummaput, 
when the mind employs only one of the fenfes. 3, Girkittcrfurnma- 
put, when the mind employs only Atrna. And alfo AJfumpergeyat 
is of two kinds. \,Bhoopirtee^ when there remains the power of 
diftinguilhing Perfoert, Atrna, and the elements from each other* 
. 2, Opaypirteey being only able to diftinguifh Atrna ; and this is the 
ftate of MutluU 

The perfon who Jhas arrived at the ftate of Jowg, pofleflfes thefe 
lour qualities. 1 , Advancing in this perilous road with ftrong incli- 
nation wd firmnefs; ?nd this ftate is called Pirtehmkcleeh 2, 
Mudbhocrmidr fo fubduing the heart by virtuous a&ions, that like a 
mirror, it may be free from all impurity, and be able to reflefl 
whatever is in the heart of another, and thus to perceive any thing 
that from its minutenefs is imperceptible to ordinary viewers., 3, 
Pirgeeayajowt, by deligence, aided by good fortune, gaining vi&ory 
over the fenfes, and the elements, fo as to be able to fee and hear 
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-whatever is far or near ; and to have powef to create and to 

deflroy* 

They fay, that the Jowg Sumpergeyat is compounded of eight 
things. 1, Jum. 2, Neem. 3, AJfirn. 4. Purraniyan. 5, Pertee* 
yalar. 6, Dohama. 7, Dehyan. 8, SujnmpdeL 

Jum is of five kinds, a, Ahenfa, not to kill or mdleft any aiii- 
v mal; whereby enemies become friends. 2,, Suttee* to fpeak nothing 

but truth; by which means he will obtain his wifties. 3, Afteeyee, 
not to accept of more wealth than what is allowed by law; by 
which means he will have under his command the keys of the 
treafures of the world. 4, Birhumchiry, not to have any connec- 
tion with women, by which means his breath will be fo efficacious* 
that it will light up the lamp of knowledge in the hearts of the ig- 
norant. 5, Appergerreh, not holding any worldly poffeffions, but 
confidering them as the caufe of every kind of unhappinefs. From 
-this aftion, pafl and to come will be revealed unto him. 

Neem is alfo of five kinds. i f Soweh, avoiding all conne&ioa 
*with mankind By this means the eflence Mun will become pure, 
and good defires be the fruit thereof. 2, Suntouk, giving up all im- 
proper defires, from having no pleafure in them. This aftion 
ovill produce fuch a happy difpofition, that he will not have any 
jelifh for worldly pleafures. 3, Tup, reconciling the mind and 
jbody to cold, heat, hunger, thirft, and filence. From this conduft 

diftan£ 
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diftant and hidden things will be reyealed to Kim > He will fee 
behind hm y and aflume any fhape he pleafes. 4,, Sewadehyney % 
reading the 'divine books* remembering the divine attributes, and 
thofe aftions which lead to Muchut* If he cannot read, he muft 
always have upon his tongue the work * Urikar. For thefe aftions 
the Dcwtabsy. and other celeftial fpirits r will affociate with him*- 
and give him their aflifiance. 5, IJurpmrendhan^ making all his 
endeavours tend to the fatisfaQiom of God* From doing, thus, he 
will derive variety of knowledge*. 

AssuN r> fitting, of which there aire eighty-four ways, thirteen 
of which are efteemed particularly holy, and each has a diftinft 
name. Whofoever pra&ifes theto, faffer* little from coTd, heat, 
hunger, or thirfL They have alfo for the purpofes of the world, 
thirteen different modes. The aarthor of this work has feen many 
who praftife the aufterities of AJfun, and has been aftoniflied how 
they could make their mulblev iXierMes,. and bones,, fo obedient to 
their command^ 

Purr ANrYA*N, managing tHe breath; and this is after three ways^ 
1, Poorucfc flopping the left noftril with the right thumb, and' 
ihfpiring through the (right noilriL ^^^^^ .infpiring for a 
confiderable time, and ihen (hutting ifcoth floftrils with the thumb 
and little finger of the right hand* .Some of this feft can hold* 
their breath for an incredible length of time. 3, Recchek r letting, 
out the breath gently, by removing the thumb from the right,, and 

VaL III. T the- 
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the little finger from the left noftril ; that is, they infpire through 
the right noftril, and refpire through the left. When thefe three 
aftions are done, one Purraniyan is completed. According to fome, 
the breath that comes out of thenoftrils does not go above fixteen 
fingers diftance, and other? fay only twelve. From the perform- 
ance of thefe a&ions, Mun obtains reft, and fublime knowledge 
commences. But thefe exereifes cannot be performed without the 
inftruciion of one who is experienced in them. He who performs 
thefe exereifes muft abftain from flefh, fpices, acid, and fait, and 



muft content himfelf with a little milk and rice. He muft not coha- 
bit with w r omen, for that would occafion melancholy madnefs. 

Pirteeyehar, the five fenfes, regaining the exercife of their 
refpe&ive faculties. When Mun is at reft, the fenfes are locked up„ 
and all things involuntarily become revealed to it. 

Deherna, the heart defiring folely one obje6L 

Dehyan, not fufFering the heart to wander from that objeft, 
nor allowing any thing elfe to enter the heart. 

Summadeh, knowledge and refle&ion being at an end'; At this 
period Sumpergeeyat ceafes, and AJfumpcrgeeyat commences ; fo that 
knowledge and Jowg are completed. 



They 
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They fay, that jftm and Neem are like the feed when fown in the 
earth } AJJim and Parraniyan, when it fprouts above the earth ; 
Purteeyakar refembles the flower; and that Deherna, Dehyan and 
are the fruit. Thefe three are colle&ively called Sun- 
jum. In this ftate the perfon performs wonderful aftions, to the 
aftonifhment of the beholders. This miraculous power is called 
Jyijfoorejj and is of eight kinds. 1, Unima, making himfelf fo fmall 
that he can pafs through the eye of a needle. 2, Meheema, making 
himfelf fo tall as to be able to reach his arm to the moon. 3, Luglie- 
ma, making himfelf fo light as to mount by a fun-beam into the up- 
per regions. 4, Gurrema, making himfelf as heavy as he pleafes. In 
fome books this is called Purraput^ fignifying that he can unite him- 
felf with any thing he pleafes. 5, Purrakamee, finking into one 
part of the earth, and coming out of another, like a fwimmer in 
water. 6, Eyfittoo^ creating and deftroying. 7, Bijloo, making the 
elements, and every thing dependent on them, obedient to his com- 
mand. 8, KammcbyayeetoOi accomplifhing whatever he defires. 

This relation will not gain credit with men who admit nothing 
but ordinary appearances ; but they who acknowledge the infinite 
power of God, will not refufe it belief. 

The do&rine oiPatenjil is comprifed in one Adehya, containing 
four Churrcns, viz. 1, Particular relation of the Jfowg. 2, Gaufes 
thereof. 3, The different kinds of Iyfirrej. 4, Of Muckut.

The firft teacher of this do&rine was the philofopher Jfm, 
whom they alfo call Arun and Archnut. 

They have the fame idea of the Deity as the profeffors of Mey- 
men/a and Sank. They fay, that man is a free a^nt ; and believe 
that there are future rewards and punifhments. They make the 
Surgloguc to confift of twenty-fix divifions, in the uppermoft of 
which dwell Gods eleft, whofe bodies are formed of the indivifible 
particles. They fay, that the elements are one fubftance^ The 
component parts of the univerfe they believe to h^ve exifted from 
all eternity, but that the form is new. Some of this fed maintain, 
that all created beings are from God; others attribute them to 
time; others to PoorutketrU or the fruit of good works; and others 
to Subhow, or a fpecial caufe. They do not believe that the 
whole univerfe will fuffer difTolution; but that of every thing fome 
part will be left, from whence creation will be renovated. 

They ufe only two predicaments vis, 1. Poorteck f that knowledge 
which is derived through the five external fenfes, Mun and Atma. 
2. Purrookufsy that which does not depend upon the fenfes. Of 
thefe they make many fubdivifions; however, I (hall only mention 
a few that are rooft material. 

They 
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They fay there is a fubtle effence in which knowledge refidef 
and illuminates the body, in the fame manner as a lamp enligh- 
tens a houfe. And this knowledge has the power of doing good 
and evil. This power is of two kinds, l, Atma ; and, 2, Jew Atma. 
The fir ft belongs folely to the Deity, to whom they afcribe four at- 
tributes. 1, Anuntgeyan, analytic knowledge. 2, Anuntdirfun, fyn- 
thetic knowledge. 3, Amntbeerij* omnipotence* 4, Aimntfook* total 
reft. 

Thsy do not believe in the Oxotars> or incarnations of thePdty, 
but think that men, from their virtuous couduft, become omni- 
fcient, and that whatever they fay on the iubje& of religion or legis- 
lation fhould be confidered as the word of God: fuch fin enligh- 
tened perfon they call SaJiaftirmeyfir % of whom they reckon twenty- 
four. The firft was named Adnauth, aad the laft will be called 
Mahwvede, ahd to each they add the appellative Jim. Of thefe 
they relate wonderful ftories. The Supreme Jleing they call JNtr* 
goonpirmeyjrr. 

The conjundtion of ten things produces life, apd the abfence 
of any one of them occafions death* The general name for thefe 
ten things is Perm. TKey are the five fenfesj Mtm, fpeech, af- 
fumption of a body, breathing, #nd ©xifting few jl fpace of time* 
They reckon four kinds of animals, 1 , IXewtab. 2, MurmooL 3, N/ir*- 
kee. 4, Tvrjiry. The firft, or Dcwtah, are luminous fubftances, which, 
by the will of God, are produced without generation* Their bodies 

have 
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have neither flefh nor bones, and their breath is perfume. They 
fuffernot ficknefs, nor the infirmities of age. They obtain whatever 
they defire; can affume a thoufand different forms; and walk with- 
out touching the earth. Thefe Daotahs are alfo of four kinds, 
and inhabit the upper regions. 

They make .the univerfe to be compofed of three regions. 
1, Munkoologue, the face of the earth, inhabited by the human 
race. They fay, that the furface of the earth is one Raj in length, 
«nd the fame in breadth ; of which four millions five hundred 
thoufand jowjuns are inhabited. 2, Petalloguc, under the earth, 
and which is feven Raj in length, and the like in breadth, wanting 
nine hundred jowjuns. 3, Surglogut, the upper region, which is 
fomewhat lefs than feven Raj in breadth and length. This region 
is Paradife, where men, after having affumed paradifical forms, en- 
joy happinefs. This ftate they call Wymanick. A Raj is fuch a 
diftance, that if an iron ball, weighing 3^ Akberce feers, were to be 
let fall, it would be in its defcent fix months fix days and twelve 
Ghurries. 

The fay, that at the diftance of forty-eight cofe above the upper- 
tnoft region is a place rcfembling chryftal, in length and breath 
four millions five hundred thoufand jowjuns, and in height eight 
jowjuns ; and 3$ cofe above this, is the holy habitation of Muckut % 
where men affume luminous forms, and are abforbed in the Deity. 

The 
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Th e life of a Dewtah is never more than one Pullowpun, nor lefs 
than three Sagur. They have all the power of affuming different 
fhapes. The Dewtahs require food, but do not receive nourifh- 
raent through the mouth. Thofe who are arrived at the age of ten 
thoufand years, require nourifhment every other day, and breathe 
once, during a time that a-man m health would breathe forty-nine 
times. And as their age advances above tea thoufand years, infuch 
proportion of time can they abftain from food, and retain their 
breath. All the Dewtahs that inhabit the firfl and fecond flages of 
the upper region have fenfual commerce, but the females do not 
conceive. Thofe in the higher regions have more refinid pleafures. 
They fay, that men, in> reward for their good a&ions, become Dew- 
tahs. 

The fecond clafs of animals is Munnookh, .who are of two fpe- 
cies. l, Sunnja, thofe who have the faculty of Mwi, or are rational. 2, 
AJJiinnya, irrational, being animalcule produced in the flefh, blood, 
and faliva of men, and whofe time of exiflence does not exceed two 
hours. Sunnya is again of two fpecies. i, Thofe who inhabit this 
earth, and receive future rewards and punifhments in Paradife and 
hell, in return for their good and evil a&ions. . 2, Thofe who will 
be rewarded merely on. account of their charitablenefs, in the man- 
ner hereafter defcribeck 

In this earth,, there are fifteen grand divifions. From its crea- 
tion to its difTolution comprifes twelve Chuckerwerts, or univerfal 

monarchs* 
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ttidnarchs, with nine Bajfdeos and nine Bnldeos* ^ The dominions of 
2i Chucktrwert confift of thirty-two thoufand kingdoms, with fway 
over thirty-two tnonarchs. He has alfo eight millions four hundred 
thoufand elephants, and die like number of cavalry and chariots, 
together with four thoufand viziers, ninety-two millions of infantry, 
eight millions four hundred thoufand philofophers, three hundred 
thoufand cowrbufdars, five hundred thoufand torch bearers, thirty 
millions of muficians, fixty-four thoufand wives, one hundred and 
twenty-eight thoufand handmaids, befides pefleffing. fixteen thou- 
fand mines of precious ftones, nineteen thoufand gold mines, and 
one hundred and twenty thoufand mines of other metak p and with- 
in his empire are fixteen thoufand nations of MUeetch* and fixteei* 
capital cities \ and, to complete the account, three hundred and fix- 
ty millions of cooks, three hundred and fixty of whom are for his- 
own particular ufe. And befides thefe they give many other dif- 
tinftions. In the prefent Cycle, the firft Ckuckerwert was Rajah. 
Bhirt, fon of Adnaut, fome of whofe family, in reward for their vir- , 
tuous conduft, axe now enjoying Paradife. The nine others, named- 
Bqffcleo, are only half Chucfterwerts, and will go into hell ; and of 
this number they account Kijhen. The nine called Buldeo, will pof- 
fefs ohlly a fourth of a Chuekerwert. The whole will be fubdued by 
a perfoh named Teertchnkir r who will be fpoken of particularly 
prefently. 

Besides the earth inhabited by mankind, there is another very 
extenfive country, the people of which clothe themfelves with the 
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leaves of trees, and feed upon wild fruits, and the earth, which is 
there very fweet. They are handibme and well behaved. Their 
ftature is from one to three cofe. Every male and female beget a 
fon and a daughter, and then die. When this fon and daughter ar- 
rive at years of maturity, they become man and wife; Their lives 
fometimes extend to three Pollowpwm,. Whofoever has not led a 
perfefl virtuous life in this world, but has beftowed charity, will 
receive the reward thereof in the territory now defcribed. 

The third fpecies of animals Narite, like the Dewtahs can aflume 
different (hapes, and refemble them in feveral other refpe&s ; but 
their forms are always hideous ; they are inhabitants of the fix in- 
fernal regions, where they torment one another. 

The fourth kind of animals, or Tcrjcnj, are of three fpecies, viz. 
aquatic, terreftrial, and aerial. The firft are again of five fpecies, 
l, Soofinar, thofe aquatic animals that refemble men, elephants, 
horfes, &c. 2, Every kind of fifh. 3, Tortoifes. 4, Kerrali, which 
are animals refembling rope of different lengths. They fatten about 
the legs of elephants and other animals, and prevent their getting 
out of the water. 5, Aligators. The fecond divifion, or terreftrial, 
are of three fpecies, viz. quadrupedes; whatever creep upon their 
bellies, as fnakes 5 and thofe that go fometimes on two legs as the 
Mongoofs. The third divifion, or aerials, are of four fpecies, 1 , Do- 
meftic, and that h?lve feathers, as pigeons. 2, Thofe whofe win^s 
are of fkin* as bats. The 4th and 5th, who aw various, fly in th< • re- 
gions of JDeci^ahs^aodimpsne^^ bf them. 
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They explain a PolLowpum in the following manner. Take 
hairs of a Chugul infant (which is 4096 times thicker than the hair 
of an infant of Dehly), fplit them into indivifible particles, and fill 
with thefe a well that meafures four cofe in width, breadth and 
depth. At the expiration of every hundred years, take out one of 
thefe particles, and when the well is emptied, one Pollowpum will 
be completed. 
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According to this fea, Muckut cannot be obtained without an 
union of knowledge and good works, which they exemplify by the 
following apologue. " Fire fell upon a houfe in which dwelt a blind 
man and a cripple, neither of whom could efcape without the help 
of the other) therefore the blind man took the cripple upon his 
back, to avail himfelf of his eyes, and in return gave the cripple 
the ufe of his legs. Thus by mutual affiftance they both got out 
in fafety." But thefe may be obtained by attending to the iuftruc- 
mm of the holy, becaufe that through their favour knowledge is 
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gained, which is the fource of Byrag, whereby man becomes at- 
tached to a life of aufterity. Byrag is of twelve kinds. One in this 
(late muft obferve the following rules: Only to eat at appointed 
times. Formerly they would live nine months, or a year, without 
eating any thing folid, but now they cannot exceed fix months. To 
eat fparingly. Never to afk food at more than five places ; and 
when that is obtained to reft faf isfied till next day. To abftain from 
eating milk, curds, ghee, Sefam^ oil, and fweet meats. In order to 
reduce the body, to cover himfelf with fand in the heat of the fun. 
During the winter to go naked. Drawing up the arms and legs, 
and fitting on the pofteriors. Thefe things muft be pra&ifed for 
a long time to produce the defired effeft ; but there are many who 
have not power to fubmit to fuch aufterities. 

But by an obfervance of the following rules a m^tn may foon 
obtain the objefl of his wifhes. To pay implicit obedience to his 
Peer. To aft as a fervant unto thofe who inflift aufterities 
upon themfelves. To 'ftudy with attention the great books. 
Frequently to recline his head upon his breaft, for not lefs than 
two hours continuance. Some oi the ancients would keep the 
head reclined upon the breaft for an incredible length of time. The 
way is, to ftretch the arms down both fides, and keep the body 
free from motion. They have forty-five great books, twelve of 
which they call Ung, and which they fay are divine, viz. 1, Achat 
Ung. 2, Socriirta Ung. 3, Sutehr Ung. 4, Sumzvaya Ur%. 5. 
Bhtgwutty Ung. 6, Matadckremhahta Ung. 7, Oupafuckdejha 
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Ung. 8, Autguddehdejha Ung. 9, Anutturrvwdawaiy Ung. 10, Pur- 
rifnubbeakurten Ung. 11, Beepakfeth Ung. 12, Hadurutty Ung. 
There are twelve other books, which they call Oxvpa Ung ; four 
others named Moolfooter ; fix others entitled Jeedgurrunth ; ten 
others ftiled ; and another which they call TundyfeElcr. 

To a proficient in this doftrine they give the title of Jetty. A 
noviciate is called Sikh. One who has pradifed the {mfterities for 
fix months is called Gunnies Sikh. Purwirtekh is the fame as Gun- 
nies Sikh, excepting that this is held in higher efteem by his Peer. 
Sithowr aflifts the laft, by punifhing the refra&ory, and aiding 
the helplefs. He is alfo called Rutnadehk and Punniafs. Acha- 
rij is a perfon who, for the fake of God, explains with chearfiil- 
nefs any difficulty that may occur to the noviciates. Owpadehaiy 
inftru&s the ftudents in the fignification of any difficult words that 
occur in the divine books, and in other requifites ; his of- 
fice nearly refembling the Acharij. All thefe now mentioned 
preferve nothing but a few clothes, which will be particularized 
hereafter. Gundhir is one who, by great application, arrives at a 
high degree of knowledge. He keeps more clothes and books 
than are neceffary for himfelf, that he may be able to fupply ftu- 
dents who fland in need of them. He is the reprefentative of 
the Jun ; but the Jun is far more excellent than he, being poITef- 
fed of ainiverfal knowledge; and he is alfo called Teertchnkcr. 
The following is his defcription : His face is beautiful ; his mind 
fuperlatively virtuous, and his breath a delightful perfume. His 

difcourfe 
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difcourfc is replete with wifdom. His flefti and blood ait white. 
No one ever fees him eat, nor exonerate. He has no bodily in- 
firmity. His hair and nails never grow long. Where-ever he re- 
fides no noxious animals approach. Neither is there war, df ought, 
peftilence or famine. And every one of the twenty-four that are 
to appear will have thefe qualities. 

A Jetty never goes within the hearing of a female voice. He near 
ther eats flefh, fruits nor fweetmeats ; nor drefTes any food; drinks 
nothing but warm water ; and never eats nor drinks in the night. . 
He never lights a lamp or any fire in his houfe. If any thing f^ls 
from his hand, he never takes it up again. He only wafhep fuch 
parts of his body as happen to be foul. He never fuffers himfelf 
to joke, or commit any mean or idle afiion. He never ufes niore 
than the following clothes in fummer, a fheet, a blanket, and .fqijare 
piece of cloth of i£ cubits, which he makes into four folds, and 
when he fpeaks applies to his mouth, that noinfeft may enter it. ,In 
the winter he has an additional fheet. He has alfo a Dchri\nd,igh % 
which is a broom made of woollen threads, or woollen cloth, fixed 
in a wooden handle. With this he foftly fweeps the ground [befpre 
he fits down, for fear of killing any infeft. 

Those of this feet, who engage in the affairs of the world are cal- 
led SerawucL They obferve the following rules. Never to injure 
the innocent. Not to tell untruth on the following occafion,s, as 
they confider them as great falfehoods. 1, In bearing witnefc. 2, 
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In breach of truft. 3, In praife, 4, Or difpraife of a virgin. 5, 
Concerning an ox. Not to foil their hands with difhonefly of any 
kind. Not to covet another mans wife. To keep only as much 
wealth as is neceflary for the purpofes of life, and to beftow the 
reft in charity. When on a journey to travel daily only dated dif- 
tances. To calculate the neceffary wants of each day, and live 
accordingly. Not to go where a woman has been burnt with her 
hufband, nor to a place where a malefa&or has differed death. 
To let apart two Ghurries of every day for devotion. To fleep only 
during the appointed time. To abftain from food and drink, day 
and night, on the 8th, 14th, 15th, and 28th days of the moon, and 
the next morning to feed the poor before breaking the faft. Every 
night before he goes to fleep, to examine himfelf upon the above 
eleven points. The following is their defcription of a virtuous man. 
He is one that conftantly attends to the reading of the divine books > 
beftows charity; makes it a rule to praife the virtuous ; never fpeaks 
ill of any one ; and is particularly refpe&ful in his converfation 
concerning princes. He marries one who is his equal. He is ever a- 
fraid of doing evil. Where-ever he dwells he conforms tothe laws 
of the land. He choofes an habitation that is neither very publick, 
nor totally fecluded from fociety. His houfe hath not more than 
two or three doors and windows. He fettles in a good neighbour- 
hood, and aflbciates with the virtuous. He is dutiful to his father 
and mother. He flies from that city or country which is invaded 
by foreign troops. He regulates his expences by his income ; and 
drefles fuitable to his rank in life. He fludies the divine books* 
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and follows their precepts implicity. He never eats but at ftated 
meals. He is not covetous of riches. He is affable and charitable 
to a gueft, a Jetty, and thofe who are fick. He is not vain of his 
perfon, nor of his words. He is defirous of being inftru&ed in 
every profeffion. He travels not at improper times, nor in a coun- 
try where he cannot exercife his religion. He never engages in a 
war, without knowing whether he is going againft his friends or 
his enemies. He partakes in the misfortunes of his relations. He 
has a grateful fenfe of favours conferred on him. His deportment is 
pleafing to every one. He is diffident in his manner, courteous to 
all, and upright in every tranfaftion of his life. He exerts him- 
fdf in the affairs of others ; and keeps fenfual gratifications under 
the command of reafon. 

.There are, however, fome general prohibitions, which are obferv- 
ed both by the Jetty and the Serawuch % To abftain from flefh, 
fpirituous liquors, honey, butter, opium, fnow, ice, and hail; every 
thing that grows beneath the earth ; all fruits whofe names are 
unknown ; and whatever fruits contain fmall feeds ; and from eating 
at night. 

The doftrine of Jine is alfo of two kinds, Seateaneer, and 
Digneer. The author of the Ayeen Akbery, having been intimate- 
ly acquainted with the learned of the Seateaneer, has been able to 
relate their tenets in an ample manner. The fecond, or Digneer. 
go quite naked. They maintain, that women cannot arrive at the 
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ftate of Muckut. They fay, that whofoever obtains the bleffidg'of 



and wifdom of Hindoftan, has been confined to the Brahmins and 
the followers of Jine % but,, ignorant of each others merits, they 
have a mutual averfion. Kijhen*, whom the Brahmins worftiip aft 
God, thefe confider as an infernal flave. The Brahmins carry 
their averlion fo far as to fay, that it is better to encounter a mad 
elephant, or a furious lion, than to meet a man of this pertuafion. 

The defire of eftablifhing truth has induced his Majefty to il- 
lumine the world with univerfal peace and unanimity ; whereby 
the darknefs of error being now in fome degree difpelled, men of 
different perfuafion quit the narrow paths of prejudice, and aflb* 
ciate together. 



Muckut in this world, ceafes to require food from that time. They, 
however, agree with the Seateaneer in many points; but ai the au- 
thor had no intimacy with any of this clafs, fo he has not been 
able to writo-any farther account of them. 



From the mod ancient times down to the prefent, the learning

'The DOCTRI N E a/ B 0 Q P H, 

Boodh, who firft taught this religion, has various names, and 
amongft them Shakmun, and Shakmuny. His followers believe, that 
by means of his good aftions he gained perfeft knowledge; and at 
length arrived at the ftate of Muckut. His father was Rajah Sid- 
clown, prince of Baihar, iand his mother, named Maltf, was deliver- 
ed of him through her navel. At his birth there {hone forth a won- 
derful light ; the earth trembled ; and the water of -the Ganges rofe 
and fell in a mofl aflonifhing manner. The very hour he was born, 
he walked feven fteps, and difcourfed with an eloquence that ra- 
viflied the hearts of his hearers. The aftrologers foretold, that af- 
ter twenty years and feven days, he would become a monarch ? 
but that defpifing the world, he would prefer retirement, and in- 
troduce a new religion. In the manner, and precifely at the time 
predicted by the aftrologers, it came to pafs that he turned his 
mind from the affairs of the world, and made choice of a life of re- 
tirement. He vifited Benaris, Pajgird, and Teveral other fire tem- 
ples. He then travelled to Caflimeer, where he made many pro- 
felytes ; and he alio gained for his followers people of Hind, the 
feaports, Tibbet and Khatai. From his birth to this time, which is 
the 40th year of his Majeftys reign, is a period of 2962 years. They 
fay that he had the gift of prophecy ; and could change the courfe of 
nature. He died at the age of one hundred and twenty years. 
The learned among the Perfians and Arabians call the priefts of 
this religion Bukjhec, and in Tibbet they are ftiled Lama. For a 
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long time paft there have not been any traces of them, excepting; 
in Pfcigu, Dehnafiry, and Tibbet. 1 

The third time that the author followed the imperial ftimip to 
the delightful territory of Cafhmeer, he met with fome old men. 
of this religion * y but he never few any of their learned; nor did he 
difcover any thing like what is defcribed by Hafez Abroo and. 
Benagutty. 

The Brahmins call Boodfi the ninth Owtar ; but aflert that the. 
religion which is afcribed to him, is falfe r and fabricated by fome. 
other perfan^ 

The following is all that is known of this religion.. They be- 
lieve that God has never been defiled- by incarnation. And like, 
the profefTors of Sank, Meymanfa, and Jine r de not confider hint 
to be the creator of the univerfe. They fay K that it has neither 
beginning nor end ; but that it vanifhes, and then appears again iru 
its original form ; and thus time after time.. 

The priefts of this religion (have their heads* and wear drefTe& 
of leather and red cloth ; they ufe freqjienfc ablutions will not 
refufe any kind of food that is offered them ; and whatever dies o£ 
itfelf they confider to be killed by God, and therefore eat it. 
They have no commerce with women. They will not kill any 
animal ; neither root up nor cut any plant,, becaufe they think it 
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Iras life. They hold fix things to be highly meritorious ; 1, Sub- 
duing anger ; 2, Improvement of the underflanding ; 3, Beftowing 
money in charity; 4, The ftudy of theology; 5, Beldnefs in 
afferting their own rights ; 6, Continual comtemplation of the 
Deity. They reckon three things to be the means of good ; 1, 
Knowledge. 2,Difintereftednefs. 3, Pleafed at the fuccefs of others. 
They fay that good and evil proceed from eleven things, viz. the 
five fenfts, and their faculties, and Mun* 

They ufe four predicaments in argument, which are colleftively 
called Arjfutter- 

The Firjl Predicament, 
£>ookh 4 and which is of five kinds ; 1, Geeyan, worldly know- 
ledge ; 2, Weedineh* receiving reward or punifhment ; 3, Sunieyna 9 
the names and properties of things ; 4, Sunka, the conjunction of 
JOkkrem and Adhcrem ; 5, Hoop* 

The Second Predicament, 
Is Summeddeo, the caufes of defire and anger. By means of this 
power a man fays 44 I am, and this is mine. " 

The Third Predicament, 
Mar ik, to be accuftomed to believe that the univerfe is conti- 
nually -difappearing, and re-appearing. 

The Fourth Predicament, 
Nerode, the ftate of reft which Mun enjoys when it is going to 
enter into Muckut. The following negative and pofitive duties 
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are mdifpenJa&Ie, towards obtaining this* ftate;S B€ftbwihg cfiarity^. 
Abftaining from evil>. which i6 klllihg,. nrolciting^ft»lihg, unclean** 
nefs, lying, fpealqng ill to thd good, reeking what Is unprofitable,. , 
bad inclinations , and affociating with thofe of a different rehgion. 
« The following are alfo indifpenfable duties. - Refpe& for his JPett 

and teacher ; venerating the Idols ; neither to be elated by praife, , 
nor depreflfed by reproach; to fit in ^particular manner to fre- 
quent the temples, which they call Chvetet ; ^to-plaCe no more than * 
a proper value on the things of the world',' and to- ftrive to obtain • 
Jowg, in the manner defcribed in Patenjil , . to4iave implicit be- 
lief in the words of his Peer ; to wafte the mind andi>ody by fuffer- 
ing auflerities ; not to buffer the heart, to dwell upon any fubjecV 
but the contemplation of the Deity; to improve in knowledge ; and- 
perform thofe exercifes by which Muckut is obtaincd;- 

They fay, that knowledge has two caufes ; r, Whatever is ob- 
tained by means of the fenfes ; 2, Whatever is gained by proofs. - 

This fea are of four tribes;. 1, WcbfukeM* who admit the exift* - 
enee of knowledge and things ; 2, Sootranitk, who confider alk . 
things to be only the imagination of the fenfes ; Jookaja, who 
believe that nothing exifts but knowledge; things, being only the 
various forms- thereof; 4, Medbcemuck, who call knowledge and . 
things Sun, or a cypher; and they never argue upon their exiftence^, 
or non-exiftence. 

T»£ 
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The followers of the do&rine of Boodh have many books on 
every fcience, but they value moll Natural Philofophy, Ethicks> and 
Theology. 

N A S T I C K. 
Charba6, an ignorant Brahmin, was the inventor of this v doc- - 
trine. The Brahmins call this feci Na/licL 

They fay that nothing exifts but the elements > and that all know- 
ledge is obtained through the fenfes/ They do not believe in a * 
God. They fay that Paradife is man being in that ftate which is moft 
pleafing to him, and totally independent of everyone; and that* 
hell is being fubje& ta the command of another* ~ 

They fay that all men define only four things, i, riches; 2 r wo- 
men; 3, a goad name;., 4, .good a&ions. They admit only of fuch * 
fciences as are ferviceable in this life, and prefer before all othe*s • 
the equitable adminiftratioa of good laws. - 

This dodrine refembles that of the Greek fopltifts. They 
have written many books in reproach of other*; hu^ vhidi ferve 
as monuments of their own ignorance. - 
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7fc 'EIGHTEEN BIDDYA, or SCIENCES. 

Having given a fummary account of the nine tribes, I fhall 
proceed in the fame manner to treat of what is admitted by the 
Brahmins, and others of the fix iirft mentioned tribes. They fay 
th#t whofoever is completely verfed ia thefe eighteen Byddya, has 
reached the pcrfeflion of knowledge. 

The four firft Biddy as are, 1, Rig Bedc ; 2, Jejir Bedt ; 3, 
Sam Bede; 4, Atherbun Bede. Thefe they confider to be divine 
books. Something has been faid of them already. Each of thefe 
book* contain four things ; 1, Bidh, whatever is to be done; 2* 
Art-kwcd, the praife and reward thereof ; 3, Munter. The incan- 
tations and implorations which are profitable on every occafion; 4, 
Mamedehee, explanation of great and indifpenfable duties. Each 
of thefe again have three obje&s; 1, Kurrum> the approved ac- 
tions of the vifible world. 2 9 0wj>afna, faith in God. 3, Geeyan, 
the knowledge of God. 

The Fifth BIDDYA, or P O O R A N. 
There are eighteen large books to which they qpply this title; 
and which contain explanations of the Bedes under the five following 
heads ; 1 , The creation of the univerfe ; 2, The diffolution thereof; 3, 
The feveral relations of the different parts of the univerfe ; 4, The na- 
ture of the fourteen Mowmunters, Thefe are fourteen holy fpirits, 
who during the whole age of Brahma will appear fucceffively, and go- 
vern 
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verh the worfd. The length of the life of each will be feven time* 
four Jowgs . A complete revolution of the four Jowgs is four million* 
three hundred and twenty thoufand years. And in like manner there 
will be fourteen Indres, their companions. They fay that during, 
the life of Brahma, fourteen Dewtahs will reign over the upper 
regions* fecceflively. The relation of their exploits,, in return for 
which this high dignity is conferred on them, t and the hiftory of 
the renowned monarch* of the earth, are contained ki thefe Poo) cms.

Kulp is a book containing explanations of the ten ceremonies 
required to be performed from the day of marriage, till his fon puts 
on the cord. They are treated in the following order; i, The 
.ceremony of marriage. 2, Cohabiting with the wife. 3, From the 
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commencement of pregnancy to the fifth month; 4, From the 
6th to the 8th month ; 5, At the time of birth ; 6, Giving the 
name; 7, Expofing the child to the fun; 8, Weaning him ; 9, 
Shaving his head ; 10. Giving him the cord. Each of thefe re- 
quires particular prayers and ceremonies. 

The Ninth B I D D Y A. 
Veakern, comprifes grammar, fyntax, and etymology. Italfo 
treats of the compofition of letters. They reckon fifty letters 
which are divided into three kinds ; 1, the fourteen Sur (vowel), let- 
ters that have diftinft founds of themfelves, and which are alfo ufed 
to accent other letters; 2, thirty three letters called Punchun (con- 
fonants), which cannot be founded alone; 3, five others called 
Unufewa, Bi]ftrgeh> JubhamooU Gujhumbhakirt, and Ardehbund.

Alfo whofoever accepts of 
the donation called Kijhnej^ or accepts in alms the bed which a per- 
fon died upon, or a Buffaloe, or whatever is bellowed in the temple 
of Kurkhcty will, in the next life, from being a man, become a 
woman. And any woman, or Mileetch, who fees the image of 
Narayin, in the temple of Bidrccnarayvn, and performs certain in- 
cantations, in the next birth, the woman will become a man, and 
the Milcctch a Brahpun. This temple is-in the northern mountains, 
a great way beyond Hirdewar. 

THE SECOND KIND. The different difeafes of the human 
body, which are puniftiments for crimes committed in a former ftate ; 
and the various ceremonies for procuring health. 

Physicians fay, that ficknefs originates in the animal confti- 
tution ; but thofe fkilled in the art we are now treating of maintain 
it to be a punifhment for crimes committed in a former ftate. The 
Hindoo philofophers divide bodily difeafes into three kinds; 1, 
Thofe that can be cured by medicines; 2, Thofe to be removed by 
certain ceremonies; 3, And thofe th^t require the application of both 
methods. In order to difcover each, they defcribe three kinds of 
crimes, viz. what were done whilft awake intentionally or unintenti- 
onally ; and what were committed during fleep. They have volumes 
upon this art which they confult, and/confider phyficians as ufelefs. 

The 
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The Headach is a punifhmcnt for having in a former ftate 
fpoken irreverently to father or mother. Cure : Let him make of 
two tolahs of gold the images of Kujhup and Adit* and confidering 
them to be the reptfefentatibns of the father and mother of the Dew- 
tahs, : give, them to the needy. 

Madness is a puntfhment for difobedience to father, mother, or 
Peer.-.. : Cure : Let him perform Chandcrayin, which is to eat on the 
firft day only one mouthful; two mouthfuls during the fecond day f 
and thus continue increafing a mouthful every day, for a month ; 
and then decreafing gradually a mouthful on each day, till he leaves 
off as he began. Or let him make Kujtvwp . and Adit each of two 
tolahs of gold, and give them to the poor. 

The Epilepsy is a puniflunent for having adminiftered poifon 
to any one, at the command of his mafter. Cure: Beftowing ia 
charity two fuch images as laft defcribed, together with a cow, 
thirty-two feers of fefame feed, and repeating fome incantations 
in the name of Mahadeo. 

Pain in the eyes is a puniftiment for having troVeted another- 
mans wife. Cure : Performing the faft of Chanderayin. 

Blindness is a puniftiment for having killed his mother. This 
perfon, before his new birth, will fuffer many years torments in hell. 
Cure: Performing the ceremony of Parajaputty which is of fiv^kirids.

certain incantations, and performing the Howm. It is confidered 
as a very wicked a&ion <to adcept of this charity. 

The Asthma is a punifhment for having accepted of the Kijh- 
najun. Cure: Make a buffaloe of iron, with horns of lead, and the 
forehead of ftone. Load it with keneer flowers, cover it with a 
black blanket, and give it in charity, together with three and half 
maunds of ma(h. 

Indigestion is a punifhment for having robbed a houfe. 
Cure : Let him beftow in charity the following articles ; a houfe 
and furniture; feven kinds of grain; of each thirty-two feers; a hand- 
mill ; a~peftle and mortar; drinking vefTels; aftovc; a broom; a cow; 
and money according to his circumftances. 

THE THIRD KIND, for what crimes committed in a former 
life; a woman has no children during her prefent exiftence ; and 
other particulars. 

A woman whofe hufband dies before her, in her former ftate 
was of a great family, which fhe left to live with a ftranger, and when 
he died burnt herfelf with him. Cure: She muft pafs all her life in 
aufterities, or put an end to her exiftence by burying herfelf in fnow.

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A womak who does not nlenftniatc, is puwifhed for xht fol- 
lowing a&ioft: once in a former ftate when fee had her cufloms, Tome 
neighbouring children came into her houfe to play, but Hie was 
•angry, and drove them away* Curt: Let her fill an earthen veffel 
with water from one bundled wells, throw irito it a beette-nut, a 
mafha of gold, and perLrtieS; and theif giVfc it to a Bfakmiri* She 
muft alfo give five, or feven t orrtinte # ordeV&t ki&ds dtfniitto 
children to eat. 

A woman whofe child dies fooh after hi blhft, M ptlnilhed 
for having in her former exiflence ekpofed a diild, and who 
died. This, although it be common pfra&ide in Hindoftan, is n^Vef* 
thelefs very nefarious. Cure: Make a cow, the body of four tolahs 
of gold, the hoofs of one tolah of filver, a* jewel for hertaiU brafs- 
bells on her neck; together with a calf df one tolah of gold* and 
half a tolah of filver for its hoofs* theft' beflo^r them in charity* 

A woman who has only slaughters, is punifhed for having 
poffeffed a great deal of pride in her former exiflence, and not 
fliewing proper refpeft to her hufbancL Cure: Let her plate the 
horns of a white ox with four tolahs of gold* and the hoofs with 
four tolahs of filver* and cover the hump with one and a quarter 
tolah of copper + which fhe muft beftow in charity* with a velTel 
made of two and half feers of brafs * befides fetisfying with food 
one hundred Brahmins. Or fhe mufl make ten madias of gold 
into the form of the Deity, and after performing certain incanta- 
tions, give it in charity, and feed fifty Bra/wins. 
Vol. III. Z A 
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A woman who has only one Ton, in her former exiftence took 
a calf for its parent cow. Cure: Giving away a milch cow, with 
ten tolahs of gold. 

A woman whofe fon dies, and daughter lives, in her former 
ftate killed animals. Some fay it is only for having killed goats. 
Cure: Performing the faft of Chanderayin, giving away a cow, and 
feeding fifty Brahmins. 

A woman who is pregnant for fixteen years, without being 
delivered, in her former ftate was burnt when pregnant. Cure : 
Beftowing the charity of Hurrenkkereb. 

Being a maid fervant, is a punifhment for having had criminal 
conne&ion with the hufband of another in her former exiftence, 
and having burnt herfelf with him. Cure: If fhe is in the houfe of 
a Soodre, let her go to the houfe of a Byefs, then pafs to that of a 
Kehteree, and laft to that of a Brahmin, and remain in his fervicc 
till her death. 

THE FOURTH KIND of riches and poverty, &c. Whofoever 
beftows charity at the appointed times, fuch as during the eclipfes 
of the fun and moon, in his next ftate of exiftence will be rich and 
bountiful. Whofoever at thefe times goes to any holy place, par- 
ticularly Ilahabafs, and there deprives himlelf of life, will poffefs 
great (tore of wealth in his next ftate. 

Whosoever 
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Whosoever when he is hungry, and has food before him, up- 
on 1 caring the voice of a beggar, gives the whole to him, will in 
his next life be very rich, and fuccefsful in all his undertakings. 

But whofoever refufcth to do fo, will in the prefent life 
be poor and unlucky. Cure: To whatever tribe he belongs let 
him religiodly perform the duties thereof, and alfo during the 
time of eclipfes vifit Koorkhcyt, and bury in the ground, by way of 
oblation, a piece of gold, if it be but one mafha. 

On each of the four kinds of this art, they have written books, 
defcribing the fymptoms and remedies. What I have related 
is only an abftraft.

S U R 9 

Is the art of prediaing events, by obferving in what manner the 

breath iflbes through the noflrils. 

The breath comes out of the noflrils after three ways. Firft, 
when it comes mofily out of the left noftrih This they attribute to 
the influence of the moon, and call Adda and Chandcrnarec. The 
fecond, when it iifues moll from the ri.ht noftril, which they attri- 
bute to the influence of the fun, and therefore call Soorcjnarce and 
Pimgela. The third, is when both noflrils breathe equally, which 
they call Sookhmurna and SoonMoonane. 

The 
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Th e following is the order in which the breath ought to pate 
through the nofe : from Perzoa to the third Teth> Chandernaree, and 
the fame number of days Soorejnaree, alternately throughout the 
month. Others make it weekly thus, Sunday* Tuefday, Thurfday, 
and Saturday, Soorejnaree ; and Monday, Wednefday, and Friday, 
Chandcrnaree. Others maintain* that it is regulated by the fun's courfe 
through the Zodiack, Aries beginning With- Soorejnaree Taurus 
with Chandernaree, and thus alternately through all the figns. All 
the learned of the Hindoos believe, that, if a man breathes different- 
ly from one of thefe three ways, fome misfortune will befall him. 
That if the irregularity IaiU two days, a. quarrel will enfue. If it 
continues ten days, fome misfortune will befall his wife. If fifteen 
days, he will have a fevere fit of fieknefs.. If for a month, his bro- 
ther will die. Others fpeak thus of the irregularities of breathing. 
If for a day and night Soorejnaree is in excefs, the perfon will die at 
the expiration of a year. If it Ms two days and nights he will live 
two years, and fo a year for every day. If the excefs continues for 
a month he will die at the end of the enfuing month. For the ex- 
ce,Ci of Chandernaree, they fay if it lafts a day and night, that per- 
fon will have a fit of fieknefs at the expiration of a year, and ac- 
cording to the number of days he will be fo many years fick. 

Tht Manner of Predicting Events by the Knowledge of this Art, 
If any one comes to enquire whether a woman who is pregnant- 
fliall be delivered of a boy or .a girl, the perfon who is to anfwer mult 
examine the noftrils of the queltioncr. If he breathes more 'through 
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one noftril than the other, and ftands on $iat fide, It (hall foretell a 
fon* but if he happens to place hirafelf on the oppofite fide, it (hall 
indicate that it will be a daughter.- If he breathes- equally through 
both noftwls,. there will be twins? Some believe that if the queftion- 
er ftands on the Soorejnaree fide it will be a boy, and if on the 
Chandernarec a daughter; and that if it be Soekhmunna it denotes an 
hermaphrodite. 

If an enquiry is made Concerning a pcrfon who is Tick, if the 
queflior.er flands on the Soorejnarce fide, the lick pcrfon will die y 
but if he Hands -on the Chandernarce fide, he will recover. 

If it be enquired whether or not an enemy's army will come, 
if the qucflioner is Ckxndernaree and flands on that fide, the 
army will come ; but if he isSoorejnarc* and flands on that fide, 
it will not come. 

If he enquires concerning peace and war, Chandernaree implies 
the firfl, and Soorcjnarec the laft. 

A K U A/, 

Teaches- what incantations are advantageous, and what a; 
hurtful, what will improve the undemanding, increafe rank and 
fortune, curs difeafes, fubdue enemies, cement friendfhip, infure 
the conquefl of countries, and advance the fuccefs of government. 

SHOO GUN, 
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S H 0 0 G U N t 

Is the art of difcovering what is now happening, and predicting 
future events, by obferving the motions of birds. This is an art in 
which many Hindoos are {killed. 

The learned Hindoos difcover hidden things, by means of five 
things, 1, AJirology. 2, Sur. 3, Shoogun. 4, Keywul, which are 
omens learnt by throwing dice. 5, Samdirg, prediding from ob- 
ferving the form of the members and their motions, the lines and 
moles on the body. 

G A R U Z>, 

Is the art of repeating certain incantations for recovering a per- 
fon who has been flung by a fcorpion, a fnake, or any other veno- 
mous reptile. This is done by repeating his genealogy, and praif- 
ing his anceflors, which obliges the animal to prefent itfelf. The 
following is a wonderful fad. When they have caught an old fnake 
of a particular fpecies, they repeat certain incantations, and then 
make it bite a Brahmin. When the poifon takes effect, the Brah- 
min continues for fome time in a Rate of flupe faction, when upon 
any quell ions being put to him, he gives anfwers that are invariably 
found to be true. 1 he Hindoo philofophers believe, that during 
the revolution of the Cat Jong, nothing is truer than fuch anfwers. 
And thefe anfwers have been collected together into feveral vo- 
lumes. 

/ N D E 
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Is the arts of Necromancy, Talifmans, and Slight of Hand, in 
which they are wonderful beyond defcription. 

RUSSBIDDYAj 

Teaches how to kill quickfilver, gold, Giver, copper, and other 
metals ; and it alfo comprifes Alchymy. 

RUTTENPURETCHA, 

Is the art of judging of precious ftones, their properties* and 
value. 

K A M S H A S T E R, 
Treats of the generation of the human race.. 

S A H V E E 9 

Is the art of writing with elegance, and the Jkilful ufe of irony. 
Thus, a woman fent a handmaid to call her hufband, who when 
{he came to him ufed criminal familiarity with her; and fent back 
an excufe to his wife for not coming home. The difordered 
flate of the girls drefs, evidently difcovered what had happened. 
But the wife being a woman of prudence, and having regard for 
her hufbands chara&er, difguifed her anger; but reprimanded the 
girl in the following ironical manner: " You have told a lie* 
" you did not go to my hufband* but idly went and bathed your-

" felf in -the river ; for behold the Sirmali * is out of your eyes, anfi 
" the fandal ointrueut is no longer upon your body." By this 
delicate .irony, (he difcovered to the girl that {he was not ignorant 
of what had really happened. This art alfo treats of Nowrufs, 
or the nine human inclinations. Firfl, Singarrufs, the friend[hip 
between man and woman, and the conferences of connection 
and feparation. Second, Hajfurufs, the different kinds of laughter 
which they fay is excited either by changes in the boy or drefs, or 
.by aftiops. Laughter is of three kinds, i, Sint, a little altera- 
tion in the cheeks, eyes, and lips. 2, Wehrut, opening. the mouth. 
-3, Aphnjl, loud laughter. Third, Kurrenrvf.,, grief. Fourth, Ranu- 
die, anger. Fifth, Veer, joy. Sixth., Bheyancck, fear- Seventh, 
Bchbutcht averfion. Eighth, Adhowt, amazement. Ninih, Sunt, or 
that kind of happinefs which is obtained by knowledge, -when 
the mind is freed from enmity and partiality. Of thefe they make 
jnany fubdivifions, which they illuflrate with delightful ftories. 

* 

S A H T E E, 

Also contains a defcription of the different kinds of men and 
women that excite love and friendfhip. In Turan and Iran, 
friendfhip is chiefly defcribed by the poets, as fubfifting between 
men; but in Hindolian it is celebrated between man and woman. 
The Hindoo philofophers call woman Nacykha, and make the fex 
to coniift of feycrai kinds. Eewaya. jn .virtuous woman, who loves

her 
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her hufband : fhe is fo modeft that no man can difcover her look- 
ing at him : fhe never laughs loud, nor fmiles fo as to {how her 
teeth: fpeaks feldom and always in a low tone; is never in a paflion; 
and never goes out of doors, even if (he has the opportunity. Pir- 
faya y one who is wanton, but carries on her intrigues with fecrecy ; 
if fhe is married, they call her Purrzdha, and if fingle Kunneka* 
Samaneya has no paflion but the defire of wealth. 

Sewaya is again divided into three kinds, viz. Mokdhi, one 
who in her youth betrays figns of wantonnefs, but flies from the 
embraces of her hufband. This happens from eight to eighteen 
years. Mudd/icya, is modeft, and has a great affe&ion for her huf- 
band, and never mentions his name in anger. This ftate lafls to the 
age of thirty-two years. PirguUha, makes her own de fires and 
knowledge fubfervient to the will of her hufband, and captivates 
him by her wife condufcl. This is from thirty-two till fifty. The 
two laft mentioned are moreover of three kinds. Dheera, if her 
hufband attaches himfelf to another woman, Are becomes jealous 
and diflurbed, but increafes her aifeftion and afhduity, and thereby 
reclaims him, by making him afhamed of himfelf. Adheena, dif- 
covers her uneafinefs, and attacks her hufband with irony, as for 
example. " It is aftonifhing that from your want of flecp, my 
" eyes fhould be thus inflamed; and that by your having drank 
" wine, my heart fhould be intoxicated." Dhcera Adhecra, unites 
both thefe difpofitions. 

Vol. III. A a Pir- 
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Pirkeya, is of five kinds, Goombpulta, conceals her indifcrc- 
tionsby feigning plaufible excufes. Thus, being fcratched with 
the nail of her lover (he fays, " A cat ran over me laft night in bed, 
" and in attempting to catch a moufe gave me this fcratch." Wet- 
dugdha^ is plcafing in her converfation, and pofleffes every female 
accomplifhment. Ltchtta, beftows her favours without {hame. Kul- 
letta, proflitutes her perfon, merely for the fake of vice. Unnefey- 
ana, has the inclination to intrigue, but is prevented by timidity. 

They alfo clafs women in the following manner. Poorookhd- 
bhertiha, one who is inconfolable for the abfence of her hufband, 
and cannot reft on account of her apprehenlions for his fafety. This 
again is of feveral kinds. Khundita, is inconfolable for her lover 
having proved faithlefs. Kulhentreta, is forry for having difcover- 
ed her paftion for her lover, and ft.rives to remedy her indifcretion. 
Bcypirlubdha, is one who goes to an appointed place, and does not 
find her lover there. Ootka, is forrowful for the difappointment, 
and feeks the caufe of his not having come. Bafuckpja, is making 
joyful preparations for the arrival of her lover. Sewadheenfeetka, 
is (he who has powerful afcendency over her lover. Abhrjarceka x 
fhe who calls her lover to her, or goes to him. 

The following is another method of claffing women. Ootcma, 
whofe hufband does not love her, whilft {he. is diftra&edly fond of 
him. Adhima, the contrary. Mudhima, is fometimes in friend- 
(hip, and fometimes in enmity, with her hufband. 

Another 
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Another divifion. Pudminnce, an incomparable beauty, with a 
good difpofition ; {he is tall, and well proportioned; has a melodious 
tone of voice ; talks little ; her breath refembles a rofe; (he is chafte; 
and obedient to her hufband. Chittrunnce, fomething inferior to 
the other in beauty of face; is neither fat nor lean; has a fmall 
waift, and full breaft. Sunktnnce, is fat and fhort, of a violent temper, 
and is always quarrelling with her hufband. Hejftenec, worfe in ap- 
pearance and temper than the laft. Of thefe they treat at length, 
and allot each to particular kind of men. 

Man, a wife who is difrefpeftful to her hufband; and this they 
reckon of four kinds. 1, Lugh> fhe who affumes confequence upon 
her hufband fhe wing her a little affe&ion. 2, Muddhee, fhe who 
after fuffering a little trouble, gives up her affection for him. 
3, Goor r loofes her affe£tion after fuffering a great deal. 4, Rujfa- 
bhefsy who refufes comfort, and lefTens her affeftion.. 

Man, they call Nayick, and deferibe three kinds. 1 , Put, one who 
marries an Hindoo wife. 2,0wpupt> he who defiles himfelf by mar- 
rying a woman of another religion/3, Bifheyek* a fornicator. And 
each of thefe are again of three kinds. 1, Unkole, is he who has on- 
ly one wife. 2, Dutchm, has feveral wives, but agrees with them 
all. 3, Dhijht, has only one wife, who ufes him ill, which only 
ferves to increafe his affeftion. 

Sakhee, is a faithful maid-fervant, whofe matter and miffrefs 
have perfedl reliance upon her fidelity, and take her advice upon 

all 
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all occafions. She amufes her miflrefs when on a journey, aflifts in 
putting on her ornaments, and if there happens any family mifun- 
derfianding, (he endeavours to effect a reconciliation. Such a me- 
diatrix is called Dootec ; and if a man Boot. 



Sahtee alfo comprifes rules for behaviour, exemplified by pleaf- 
ing tales, which may be confulted at length by thofe who are de- 
li rous of being farther informed on this head. 



S U N G E E T, 

Is the art of vocal and inflxumental mufick ; together with that 
of dancing. 

The rules thereof are comprifed in feven books, viz. Firft, Soor, 
the nature of found which is of two kinds * Annahut y a found with- 
out any earthly caufe, and which they confider to have exifted from 
all eternity after the following manner. When a man clofes the 
orifices of his ears with his fingers, he perceives an inward noife, to 
which they give this name. They fay this proceeds from Brahma, and 
that it cannot be heard without flopping the ears, till a man is in 
the ftate of Muckut, when it becomes part of his nature. Akat, a 
found which proceeds from a caufe which, like fpeech, they confi- 
der to be an accident of air, occafioned by percuffion. They fay 
that Providence has given every man twenty-two nerves, extending 
from the belly to the crown of the head, through which the air 
paffes from the navel upwards ; and according as thefe nerves are 
employed forcibly or weakly, in fuch degree, is the found uttered. 

The 
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The air does not pafs through the fifth, fixth^ eighteenth and nine- 
teenth nerves, consequently they are mute ; but the found uttered 
through the others, they divide into feven kinds, in the following 
order. i f Surj, is like the voice of the peacock, and which is pro- 
duced by the fourth nerve. 2, Righbeh* is like the voice of the Pec- 
peeheh, a bird refembling the Sar> which fings in the rainy feafon. 
It is in compafs from the feventh to the tenth nerve. 3, Gund/iar, 
is like the bleating of a goat, and reaches from the ninth to the 
thirteenth nerve. 4, Mudhen, is like the voice of the crane, and 
reaches from the thirteenth to the fixteenth nerve. 5, Punchcvi, is 
like the voice of the bird called the Koyil, and reaches the feventh 
nerve. 6, Dehzvut, is like the voice of the lizard, and reaches from 
the eighth to the twenty-fecond. 7, Nikhad, is like the noife of the 
elephant, and reaches from the twenty-fecond to the third. 

An air which contains all thefe feven Soors, they call Sunpoorun. 
If it has fix, Kahdow. If five, Owdub; and no air has fewer. But 
the Tan (or fymphony) may be compofed of two. 

SECOND ADHYA, Ragbibeekai, the modes and their variations. 

They fay, that finging was invented by Mahadeo and Purbutty. 
That the firft had five mouths, from each of which iffued a muft- 
cal mode in the following order : 1, Sree Rag ; 2, Bit/funt ; 3, Beh- 
rowng ; 4, Punchem ; 5, MegL To thefe they add Nutnarain, 
which they attribute to Purbutty. Thefe fix modes they call Rag* 
and each has feveral variations ; but the fix following are what are 
moll common.

Others in the place of BuJJunt, Punchem, and Afrgv$, ufe iWa/- 
koofuQk, Hindowl, and Deepuc, and make five variations of each. 
Others inftead di BuJJunt, Behrowng, Punchem, and iV/^A, ufe Loodh, 

Behroivn, Hmdowl, Dcyjkar, and Soodhnaut. 

There are two kinds of fongs, Marug being thofe invented by 
the Dcwtahs and the Rckehfir, which are the fame every where, and 

are 
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are univcrfally held in the higheft veneration. In the Dekhan there are 
many who fing them in different ways, amongft which are the fol- 
lowing: itSoorejperkafs; 2, Penjtalijfer ; 3, Sirbetoobchder ; 4 9 Ckan- 
derperkafs ; 5, Ragkuddem ; 6, Shoomra, and 7, Surtunnce. 

The other kind of fongs are called Deyfec (or local), each place 
having its peculiar ones, as Dhoorpud in Agra, Gualiar, Bary, and 
that neighbourhood. In the reign of Rajah Manfingh at Gualiar, 
three of his muficians, named Naik Bukhfhoo, Mujhoo, and Bhau- 
noo, formed a colle&ion of fongs fuited to the tafte of every clafs 
of people. When Manfingh died, Bukhfhoo and Mujhoo went into 
the fervice of Sultan Bahader Gujeratty, and being highly 
efteemed by that prince, introduced into his court this kind of 
fongs. 

The Dhoorpud confifts of ftanzas of three or four rhymical lines 
of any length. They are chiefly in praife of men who have been fa- 
mous for their valour or their virtue. The Deyfee fongs in theTelingee 
andCarnatic dialects, are called Dherozo; the fubjeft is generally love. 
Thofe fung in Bengal, are called Bungeela. Thofe of Jownpoor, 
Chootluita. Thofe of Dehly, KowU and Teranch. Thefe laft 
were compofed by Ameer Khofru of Dehly, with the afliftance of 
Samut and Tetar; they are a del ghtful mixture of the Perfian and 
Hindoo ve ftyle. Thofe of Mehtra, are called Bifhenpud> confifting 
of ftanzas of four or fix lines, and are in praife of Kifhen. Thofe 
of Sind, are called Kamee, and are on love and friendfhip. Thofe 
in the Terhut language, called Lehcharee, were compofed by Bedya- 

put, 
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put, and arc on the violence of the paflion of love. Thofe of 
Lahore are called C/iand. Thofe of Gujerat Juckree. The war- 
like and heroic fongs, are called Kirkeh and Sadereh ; they are of 
different mcafures, and in various diale&s Befides thofe already 
mentioned there are many others, amongft which arePooriec, Deh- 
?iajlree, Rumkully, Koryie, Soo/wo, Deyjkar, and Dcyfnecli. 

THE THIRD ADHYA, Purkeerenka, treats of Alap, which is 
of two kinds. i, RagaJap, the Tan, or fymphony, which contains 
the fubjeft of the air. 2, RoopaUp, the air with the words. 

THE FOURTH ADHYA, Pirhendh, is the art of compofing 
Gcct (or fong), and confifls of fix things. 1, Soor. 2, Bard 
(praife). 3, Pud, the perfon praifed. 4, Tinna, or Amen. 5, 
Tuntinna, or Amen, Amen. 6, Neehrat, Time. 

Paut fignifies the variations of the word Tuntinna, from 
three to t wenty fyllables. This therefore is an excefs of time. 

Taul, or meafure. If the Taul contains fix Tuntinnas, it is cal- 
led Meydenee ; if five Anundcnee ; if four Debnce; if three Bha- 
wanee ; if two Tcrawely ; and it never confifts of fewer. 

The four Adhyas above defcribed, are only divifions of Soor, or 
melody. 

THE FIFTH ADHYA, Taul, treats of the nature, and quantity 
sf the meafure. 

THE 
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THE SIXTH ADHYA, Wadya, of mufical inftruments, and 
which are of four kinds. 1, Tut, ftringed inftruments. 2, Tit. 
thofe made of fkins, fuch as drums. 3, Gheen, any two things 
that produce found by percuflion. 4, Sookhir, wind inftruments. 

STRINGED INSTRUMENTS. 

The J inter has a neck of hollowed wood an ell in length, at 
each end of which is fattened half of a gourd. On the neck are 
placed fixteen wooden frets, over which are ftrung fix iron wires, 
fattened into both ends of the neck. The tone is varied, by means 
of the frets. 

The Bheen refembles the jfunter ; but has only three firings. 

The Kinner has a longer neck than the Bheen; and has three 
gourds with two fixings. 

The Sirbheen is like the Bheen f excepting that it has not any 

frets. 

The Ambirtee, the neck of this is fmaller than that of the Sirbheen, 
and it has only one gourd, which is placed in the middle of 
the neck underneath, and one iron wire. The changes of the 
modes are played upon it. 

The Rebab, in general, has fix firings of gut ; but fome have 
twelve, and others eighteen. 
Vol. III. Bb The 
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The Sirmtndd refetnbles the Caribou. It h&6 twenty-one firings, 
feme of which are of iron, feme of brafs, and fottieof gut. 

The $&ringee t called alfo Soorlutan^ is of the fhape of a bow, 
with two hollow cups inverted at each end. It has one firing of 
gut, refcmbling a bow-firing. They hold under the firing a fmall 
gourd, and play with a ple&rum. 

The Adhowtee is a gourd with two wires. 

The Kingcrah refembles the Bhttn, but has only two firings of 
gut, and the gourds are fmaller. 

The SECOND KIND wf INSTRUMENTS, or Dhums. 

The Pvkawej is a hollow piece of wood in the fhape of a citrony 
but flat at both ends* which are covered with parchment ; and it is 
held under one arm. 

The Awej refembles two falconers drums faflened together. It 
is braced with firings of filk. 

The Lehly is another kind of drum well known- 
The Dheddchj is ffnalterthan the Dch 1 . 
The Irdahwejy is half the fize of the Awej.. 
The Duff, is another kind of drum w r ell know r n.

The Talis a pair of brafs cups, with broad mouths. 

The Kut-h Tal, refemble fmall fifli, and are made of wood or 
(tone. A fet confifts of four. 

The SIXTH KIND, or WIND INSTRUMENTS. 

The Shchna is the fame as the Perfian Sirna, or trumpet 

The MuJJik, is compofed of two reeds, perforated according to 
rule, and joined together in a leather bag. In the ,f erfian lan- 
guage it is called Nu Amban, or the bagpipe. 

The Moor let, is a kind of flute. 

The Oxopunl^ is a hollow tube, an^llloqg, with a hole in T t}ie 
centre, in which is placed a fmall reed. 

THE SEVENTH ADHYA, Tirtya, onthe Art of .Dancing. 

The different Mnds of Sikgvrs. 
Those who fing the ancient fongs, which are the fame every 
where, are called Bykar; and thofe who teach, them Sehkar. The 
Jiorawunt chiefly fing the DkoorpucL 

The 
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The Dharbee are thofe who fing the Penjaby fongs, which they 
accompany with the Dehdeh, and Kingerah. Many of thefe fing 
in the field of battle the praifes of heroes, to excite the troops to 
valiant actions. The Kewall are of this number, but fing chiefly the 
Dehly airs and Perfian fongs in the fame ftyle. The Poorkeya, the 
men accompany their voices with the Awcj, and the women with the 
Tal; formerly they fung the Kirkeh, but now the Dhoorpud, and fuch 
like. There are many beautiful women of this clafs. The Dufzun 
are chiefly Pinjaby women who play on the Duff and Dchl, and fing 
Dhoorpud, and the Schlah, or nuptial and birth-day fongs. For- 
merly they appeared only before women ; but now they will exhi- 
bit in publick. The Sezdehtaly, the men of this clafs have large 
Duffs, and one of the women plays at once upon thirteen pair of 
Id, placing them upon her wrifts, backs of the hands, elbows, fhoul- 
ders, back of the neck, and on the breaft. Thefe are moftly natives of 
Gujerat and Malva. The Nutwah, dance with graceful motions, 
and fing and play upon the Pukawej, Relab, and Tal. 

The Keertunnya axe Brahmins, whofe muniments are fuch as 
were in ufe amongft the ancients, viz. the Pukawej, Rebab, and Tal. 
They are boys drefled like women, who fing the praifes of Kifhen. 
The Bhugtryeh, whofe fongs are the fame as the laft; but they 
change their drefles, and are great mimics. They exhibit at night. 
The ELunueyeh greatly referable the laft, but exhibit both in day 
and night. They dance in a furprizing manner in the. compafs of 
a brafs dllb, called in the Hindoovee language Take. They alfo fing. 
The Lh nd, play cn the Dhcl and Tal, and fing. They reprefent dif- 
ferent 
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ferent animals. They draw up water through the noftrils. They 
run an iron fpit down their throat into the ftomach. They fwal- 
low a mixture of different kinds of grain, and then bring them up 
again feparately, with other flights of hand. The Kunjeree 9 the men 
play on the Pukawej, Kebab », and Tali and the women fing and dance. 
His majefly calls them Kunchcnce. The Nut play on the DM and 
Taiy dance upon the rope, and throw themfelves into ftrange pof- 
tures. The Echroope: exhibit in the day, and change their appear- 
ance in fuch a manner, that old men feem to be youths, and youths 
old men, beyond deteftion. The jugglers are fo dexterous, that 
they will feem to cut a man in pieces, and join him together again, 

The Akahreh, or Private Singing and Dancing. 
This is an entertainment given at night by great people to their 
own family. The performers are generally women of the houfe, 
who are inftru&ed by proper people. 

A set confifls of four dancers, four fingers, and four others who 
play the 7a/, with two Pukawcj, two Oupunhs, one Rcbab, one Jun- 
Ur\ and two who ftand by with torches. They are for the moft 
part inftru&ed by the Nutwah, who fometimes teach flaves of their 
own, and then fell them. 

His majefty is exceffively fond of mufick, and has a perfeft know- 
ledge of its principles. This art, which the generality of people ufe 
as the means of obtaining fleep, ferves to amufe him and keep him 
awake,

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him to be moderate in his refentments, It is his indifpenfable 
duty to fear God ; to be juft and merciful himfelf, and to excite 
the like difpofition in others ; to pay particular refpeci to men of 
exalted rank, and behave with kindnefs and. condefcenfion towards 
his fubje&s of every defcription. He fhould be ambitious to ex- 
tend his dominions; and proteft his fubje&s from the opprefliorta 
of his officers, from robbers, and other evil doers j proportioning 
the punifhment to the offence. In every thing that concerns him- 
felf he fhould be patient, and forgiving of injuries. For his in- 
telligencers, he mufl make choice of men of wifdom and integrity. 
No enemy is fo inGgnificant as to be beneath his notice; and 
therefore he ought to be ever on his guard. Neither mud he 
be vain of his own weaLth or power* A wife prince will bannh 
from his court all corrupt and dcfigning men. The king refem- 
bles a gardener, who plucks up the thorns and briers, and thro.vs 
them on one fide, whereby he beautifies his garden, and at the 
lame time raifes a fence* which prefer ves his ground from the in* 
trufion of ftrangers.^ Thus a monarch employs on his frontiers 
men of bold and daring difpofitions ; making them a ferviceable 
barrier againft invaders ^ and purging his court of turbulence and 
ftrife. The gardener lops off the redundant branches, and plucks* 
away fuch leaves as would only ferve to deprive the tree of its 
ftrengtlu In like nxanner the king detaches from the nobles their 
too numerous friends, and dangerous dependents. The gardener 
alfo refrefhes the weq-k trees with water ; and the king fuftains hi^ 
poor foldiers by feafoaable UUc.rjIuy- 

If 
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If the Icing hath not fufficient ability of mind, or ftrength of 
conftitution, to execute all publick affairs himfelf, he muft fearch 
for a man of exemplary piety and approved integrity, and who 
to thefe valuable qualities adds experience, and a&ivity in bufinefs. 
Him he muft confult on all occafions with implicit confidence, and 
entruft with the executive power. In affairs of moment, it is riot 
advifable to confult with many, became that t6 be qualified to give 
advice on fuch occafions requires fidelity, liberality of fentiment, 
valour, and circumfpeftion ; qualities that are feldom found unit- 
ed in one perfon. Some ancient monarchs, indeed, made it a 
rule to confult men of a contrary defcription, and to aft diame- 
trically oppofite to their advice. But they were frequently de- 
ceived by this method; becaufe it is difficult to erafe from the 
mind the bad impreffions which are received fr m timid or crafty 
counfels, ignorance, or malice. They found it the fafeft way to 
join with the prime minifter a few wife and experienced men, and 
to require each to deliver his opinion in writing, to be feparately 
canvaffed and debated upon. A prince, moreover, requires a 
learned aftrologer, and a fkilful phyfician. A wife king felefts 
his friends with judgement ; and conciliates the affeftion of his 
troops. He fills his treafury by prudent management. He di- 
vides his dominions into proper portions, and commits them to 
the government of virtuous men, amongft whom he takes care to 
preferve perfeft unanimity. He examines the ftate of the for- 
trefles in his dominions ; and is ever attentive to the fecurity and 
profperity of his empire. With thofe princes who are his equals 
in power, he takes care to maintain peace and friendfhip ; and 

from 
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from thofe who arc weaker than himfelf he exafts tribute. If any 
monarch is more powerful than himfelf, he continually ftrives to 
fow diffenfion amongft his troops ; and if he is not able to effeft 
this, prudently purchafes his friendlhip. If poflible, he preferves 
peace with every one ; but when war is unavoidable, fupports his 
dignity by vigorous and bold operations. The prince whofe ter- 
ritory adjoins to his, although he may be friendly in appearance, 
yet ought not to be trufted; he Jhould always be prepared to oppofe 
^any fudden attack from that quarter. With him whofe country lies 
next beyond the one laft mentioned, he fhould enter into alliance ; 
,but no connexion fhould be formed with thofe who are more remote. 
If he finds it neceffary to attack his enemy, he fhould invade his 
country during the time of harvefl. ' 

Besides the Rajnect, the Hindoos have majiy other fenfible books 
upon government.

The learned Hindoos fay, that law is comprifed under eighteen 
heads, viz. 1, Debt ; 2, Depofit ; 3, Claim of property ; 4, Part- 
nerfhip; 5, Gifts ; 6, Wages, hire, and rent ; 7, Tribute; 8, Buy- 
ing and felling; 9, Herdfmen; 10, Boundaries : 11, Abufive lan- 
guage ; 12, Affault ; 13, Theft ; 14, Murder ; 15, Adultery ; 
16, Difputes between man and wife; 17, Inheritance; 1 8, Gam- 
ing. 

The judge muft ereft his tribunal facing the eaft. He mufl con- 
fider it a religious obligation to difcharge the duties of his office 
Vol. Ill- Cc with 
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with impartiality and juftice. If he cannot execute all the bufinefs 
himfelf, he may delegate his authority to men of experience, 
courage, and a&ivity. 

The plaintiff they call Badee, and the defendant Pirtbadec. 
When a complaint is preferred to the judge, if the defendant is a 
debilitated old man, or is under the age of twelve years, or is an 
idiot, or is infane, or is fick, or is employed on the bufinefs of the 
ftate, or is a woman without relations, or a woman of family, fuch 
an one cannot be fummoned before a court of juftice; the judge 
[hall commiflion an intelligent perfon to interrogate upon the cafe. 
But thofe who do not come under any of the above defcriptions, 
are obliged to attend. 

Whatever the plaintiff fays, is taken down in writing with the 
date; and alfo his genealogy for three defcents, with many other 
particulars. The fame is done with the defendant. The judge, af- 
ter comparing together the charge and the defence, afks the plain- 
tiff what evidence he has in writing, or what witneffes he can pro- 
duce. According to fome there ought not to be fewer than three 
or four witneffes in every cafe ; but others maintain, that a charge 
is fufficiently eftablifhed by the evidence of one perfon of known 
veracity. 

An infant under five years of age cannot be a witnefs in any 
cafe, neither can a man who is fuperannuated. The evidence of 
a Sooder can only be of fervice to a Sooder, nor of a handicraftf- 
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man but for one of his profeflion. Neither can any of the follow- 
ing bear evidence; one who is blind, lame, or deaf; nor an idiot, 
nor a madman, nor a gambler, nor a notorious finner ; nor one 
who at the time is fuffering hunger or third, or is under the influ- 
ence of paflion ; or a thief, or any criminal, whom they are carrying 
to fuffer death; nor a woman, excepting in female concerns; nor a 
friend for a friend ; nor an enemy againft an enemy. The judge 
will derive collateral proof by the phyfiognomy, and prevarication 
of the parties. 

The above ftipulations are to be obferved in all cafes, except- 
ing murder, theft, affault, or abufive language. 

If neither party can produce any proof in writing, nor bring 
any witnefTes, the judge fhall determine according to the belt of 
his judgement. But if the merit of the caufe is fo doubtful, that he 
cannot take upon himfelf to pafs a decifion, he fhall propofe the 
ordeal. According to fome the ordeal can only be performed by the 
plaintiff. There are eight kinds of ordeal. The ftrjl kind. They 
weigh the perfon in a pair of fcales : then they perform certain 
religious ceremonies and weigh him again, when if he is found ta 
be lighter than he was the fir ft time, his claim is admitted ; but if 
his fcale preponderates, or the balance (lands even, he is declared a 
liar. Some books admit of a trifling difference. This kind of or- 
deal is peculiar to the Brahmins. The fecond kind. They defcribe 
feven or nine circles from one centre, with the diftance of fixteen 
fingers breadth between each periphery. Then the perfon who is 
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to perform the ordeal bathes himfelf, and performs certain religf-^ 
ous ceremonies ; after which he rubs over his hands rice bran, and 
fpreading o^en both palms, lays upon them feven green Peepul 
leaves, which are bound round feven times with raw filk. Next 
they place thereon a red hot iron weighing 3^ feers. With this in 
his hands he walks between the circles, and upon arriving at the 
lad, throws down the iron, when if it has not burnt his hands, he 
is declared to have gained his caufe* If he fhould chance to let 
the iron fall before he has pafled over all the circles, he muft be- 
gin again. The third lind. The perfon ftands up to the navel in. 
water with his face towards the eafL He next dives under the wa- 
ter, when one of the by (landers ftioots from a bow, meafuring 106 
fingers breadth, an arrow made of reed, without any iron fpike, 
and another perfon runs and fetches it back. If the appellant keeps 
all this while under water, his caufe is declared juft. This ordeal 
is peculiar to the Byfs call. The fourth kind. Deadly poifon is admi- 
niftcrcd thus : in Bujfunt 7 grains ; or in Kurreylhim 5 grains ; or 
in Lui rryla 4 grains ; or in Sird 6 grains ; or in Hyment and Shi- 
ft ar 8 crr.ins. This is to be mixed up with thirty times the quan- 
tity of ghee; and after repeating certain incantations, adminiftered 
to the perfon who is to be tried. He muft turn his face to the fouth, 
and the perfon who adminifters it muft look towards the eaft, or the 
north. If it has not any effeft during the time that the fpeclators can 
clap their hands five hundred times, his caufe is pronounced juft, and 
antidotes are given him. This ordeal is peculiar to the Sooder call. 
The fifth kind. They wafli an idol with water, and after praying 
before it> the perfon who is to be tried drinks three handfuls of 
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die water. If no misfortune befalls him within fourteen days, 
from that time, his caufe is pronounced jufL The Jixth kind. 
They put into an earthen veflel a particular kind of rice called 
Sathee, and let it ftand all night. In the morning, after repeating 
certain incantations, the perfon who is to be tried eats the rice , 
looking towards the eaft.^ He then fpits upon a leaf of the Pee- 
pul tree, or Bhowjputter.^ If the faliva is mixed with blood, or 
the corners of his mouth fwell, or he trembles,, he is declared 
to be a liar. The feventh kind. They put forty dams of ghee, or 
fefame oil, into an earthen or flone veflel meafuri ng fixteen fin- 
gers in length and breadth, and four fingers deep. This they keep 
upon the fire, till it boils violently, when they throw in a maflia of 
gold. If the perfon who is to be tried, takes out the gold between 
his fore-finger and thumb,, without fcalding himfelf, he is declared 
to be a man of veracity.- The eighth kind. They write the words Deh- 
rem and Adherem y upon plates of filver and lead, or upon pieces of 
white and black linen, or BhowjfiiUter, and put them into a flaggon, 
which has never held water. The perion whofe caufe is to be 
decided, puts in his hand, and if he draws out the word Dehrem> 
it proves his aflertion to be true. This kind of oi€eal is common 
to all the four tribes. - 

If a caufe cannot be decided in one day, the judge admits the 
defendant to bail. Till one fuit is decided,, another cannot be 
preferred againfl the fame perfon. 
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When a claim is proved, the perfon who gains the fuit is put 
in poffeflion ; and the judge exatts a fine of equal value from the 
defendant. And if the plaintiff lofes his caufe, he in like manner 
pays double the fum fued for. 

I shall now proceed to give a fummary of the Hindoo laws. 

DEBT. 

If there is a fimpl© debt, without any depofit, and there is a dif- 
pute about the intereft, a Brahmin fhall pay two per cent, per 
menfem; a Kehterec three; a Byfs four; and a Sooder five. 

If there is a collateral fecurity, then only a fourth of -the above 
is recoverable, even although a higher rate had been agreed upon 
between the parties. 

. 

Upon adventures by land, ten per cent, is allowable, and twen- 
ty-five per cent., for rilks by fea. 

If there had^been an agreement for a particular time, and the 
time mould be confiderably elapfed, the judge fhall not allow for 
intereft a fum exceeding the principal. In agreements for grain, 
as far as five times the principal is allowed. 

DEPOSIT. 
If a perfon has employed a depofit illegally, and when it is de- 
manded, demurs paying back the money, he (hall be fined half 
the principal fum in addition, for intereft. 
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If he defends the fuit, and the plaintiff cannot produce any 
writing or witnefs, the judge may privately direft fome other per- 
fon to depofit fomething with the plaintiff, and after fome time de- 
mand it back again, when if he refufes, he (hall be compelled to 
fatisfy the firft claim, or elfe fubmit to be tried by ordeal. 

If a thief fleals from a truftee any depofit; or it is burnt, or is 
loft by water, or is taken away by an enemy in plunder ; he (hall 
not make reftitution. 

If he has diminifhed it, he (hall pay the deficiency to the plaintiff, 
and the like fum to the judge. 

C L A I M S of PROPERTY. 

If the owner proves that his property has been illegally conveyed 
over to another, it fhall be reftored to him, and the money taken 
back from the feller. 

Ir he difcovers that it is hidden, or fold under value, or he finds 
it in the polfeffion of a perfon who cannot give an account how he 
came by it, the judge fhall reftore the property to the owner, 
and exaft a fine according to the rank of the offender. 

If any perfon difcovers him who has ftolen any thingj the 
informer fhall not be fined, but the thief. 

PART. 
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PARTNERSHIP. 

If partners have a difpute, and it appears that they had entereS 
into a formal agreement of partnerfhip, the judge (hall determine 
according to the terms of their engagement. But if there was not 
any particular agreement, the profit and lofc fhall be divided in 
proportion to the {hare of each in the {lock. 

If a partner loofes or injures the property of the partnerfhip, 
or it has been employed or carried away without the confent of 
the other partners, he {hall make reftitution. 

If one of the partners commits any difhonefly in the management 
of the partnerfhip, he {hall firft make good the deficiency, and 
then be eje&ed from the partnerfhip ; and if any {hare of profit is 
<due to him at the time, it {hall be exafted by the judge. 

If a partner is fet to guard the joint flock, and through his nc- 
gleft any thing is loft or injured, he fhall make reftitution. 

GIFTS. 

If any thing is given away under the influence of anger, fick~ 
nefs, forrow, or fear, or as a bribe, or in jeft, it is allowable to 
take it back ; and alfo whatever has been given by an infant, an 
idiot, or a madman. But in no other c^fes can a gift be refumed. 
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If any thing has been given with a view of obtaining future re- 
ward ; or has been exchanged for any thing elfe; it cannot, under 
any pretence, be taken back. 

WAGES, HIRE, and RENT. 
If wages, or hire, or rent, is received in advance, the agreement 
mull be fulfilled. If it is broken, the offender fhall be fined in 
double the fum. But if he had only entered into an engagement 
without receiving the money, then for the failure he fhall only 
be fined in the fum agreed for. 

If a fervant loofes his matter's property, he muft make reflitu- 
tion. But if it was taken from him forcibly, he is not anfwerable, 

PU B L I C K REVENUE, 

If any one fails in the payment of his revenue to government, 
his property fhall be feized, and he fhall be banifhed. 

BUYING and SELLING. 

The buyer may return his purchafe on the day he bought it, with- 
out any confideration j on the fecond day he may fend it back, 
upon forfeiting a twentieth part of the price; but after the fecond 
day, he cannot return it. The following are exceptions : A maid 
fervant may be fent back within a month; a flave within fifteen 
days ; grain within ten days ; a jewel within feven days ; cattle 
in general within five days ; a milch cow within three days ; iron 
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will-in One day , unlefs there are any particular ftipulatiom to the- 

centrary. 

The feller may take back his goods within the fame period ; but 
then he muft Curtain the fame lofs as. vould have fallen, upon the 
buyer had he returned them. 

HERDSMEN. 

If through the negleft of a herdfman, a beaft is loft, or dies, or 
is hurt, he is obliged to repair the injury. 

■ 

If a beafl enters a field adjoining to a town, and eats the pro- 
duce, the herdfman is not anfwerable for the damage, but the man 
who was fet to watch the crop. But if it was not through his negleft, 
then the matter of the beaft fhall pay it. Fines exaEled ly the judge 
for the above trefpofs. For a buffaloe, camel, or afs, feven mafhas 
of filvcr. For an ox three and one half mafhas ; for a fheep or goat 
one and three quarters of a mafha. If a beafl lies down and eats, the 
fine is doubled. But for beafts without owners no one is refponfible. 
Eleven days after the death of a Brahmin, it is ufual for his family 
to let leofe eight, or four, or one bull, with a number of cows, 
which aie previoufly branded in a particular manner. The fame 
is done thirteen days after the death of a Kehteree ; fixteen days 
after the death of a Byfs • and thirty-one days after the death of a 
Sooder. The cattle are allowed to rove where they pleafe. Nei- 
ther can any fine be exacted for a cow, who has jufl calved, and 
lies down in a field. 
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BOUNDARIES. 

Disputes concerning boundaries cannot be enquired into during 
the rains. Hufbandmen generally mark their boundaries by bury- 
ing thereon alhes, ftones, broken tiles, hair, bones, and fuch other 

articles as do not foon perifh in the ground. Sometimes a tree 
is a boundary. The judge muft determine upon thefe proofs, 
joined to the evidence of at leaft four hufbandmen, herdfmen, 
or hunters. The following is the method. Each, of the wifinefles 
muft be drefTed in red, with a firing of red flowers round his neck, 
and placing a clod of earth upon his head he (hall fay, " If I 
" fpeak falfely, my good works {hall be of no avail unto me. : ' 
If there are not any witnefTes, nor any marks for diftinguifhing the 
boundary, the judge fhall decide at his difcretion. 

■ 

ABUSIVE LANGUAGE. 
This they reckon of three kinds, viz. 1, Abufing another to his 
face. 2, Indirea abufe. 3, Reproaching a man's mother or 
filler. 

For the two firft, if the offender be inferior to him whom he has 
abufed, he (hall be fined 12^ dams ; and if they are equal half 
that fum. If a fuperior offends in fuch manner againft his inferior, 
he fhall be fined in a fourth of that fum. 

For the third kind, if the ofienee is committed againft a fupe- 
rior, the fine is 25 dams. If they aje equal, or a Brahmin abufes 
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a Kehteree, or a Kehteree a Brahmin, the offender fliall pay 50 dams. 
If a Byfs offends in this manner againft a Brahmin, he (hall pay 
70 dams ; but if a Brahmin offends thus againft a Byfs, he fliall 
pay only 12% dams. And thus between Byfs and Sooder. 

If any one fpeaks difrefpeftfully of a Dewtah, of the King, or of 
a Brahmin who has ftudied the four Bedes, (hall be fined 540 
dams. If he abufes a whole family, he (hall be fined 270 dams, 
or if all the inhabitants of a city, 135 dams. 

ASSAULT. 
This they reckon of four kinds. 1, Throwing at any one clay, 
earth, or filth. 2, Putting in bodily fear, by threatening a blow with 
a ftick, or any other weapon. 3, Striking a blow with the hands, 
feet, or with any weapon. 4, Wounding with any weapon. 

The Jirjl kind, For fimply throwing any thing, he fliall be 
fined five dams ; and if he foils him ten dams ; provided the parties 
are equals. But if the offender is the inferior, he fliall be fined 
double, and if he is the fuperior, only half the fum. 

The Jecond kind, For threatening five dams, if the parties are 
equals; but if the offender is the inferior, double ; or if he is fupe- 
rior, only half that fum. 

The third hind, If the blow occafions a fwelling or bruife, and 
the parties are equals, 270 dams. If the offender is the inferior, the 
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offending member fhall . be cut off; or the judge may infli£t 
a fuitable fine. The fines are, A Kehteree againft a Brahmin 540 
dams; a Byfs againft a Brahmin 1080 ; a Sooder againft a Brah- 
min 2160. A Byfs againft a Kehteree ; or a Sooder againft a 
Byfs 540 ; or a Sooder againft a Kehteree 1080. But if a Brah- 
min offends againft a Kehteree, he pays only 270, or if againft a 
Byfs 135, or a Sooder 67^2 and fo downwards in the other cafts, 
towards one another. 

The fourth k:nd. Between equals, if the fkin is fcratched 
fifty dams ; if the flefh is torn ten tolahs of gold ; if a bone is 
broken, the offender fhall be banifhed. If an inferior offends thus 
againft a fupeiior, the fine fhall be double; but if the offender is 
the fuperior, it fhall be only half of what is paid between equals. 
If any medicine is required, he fhall pay the expence thereof, and 
alfo maintain the wounded perfon till cured. 

If any one by a blow hurts a fheep, or a goat, he fhall be fined 
eight dams ; if it is lamed, he fhall pay its full price to the owner, 
and 125 dams to the judge; and if it is killed double the price, 
and a fine of 250 dams. If a horfe, or camel, or ox, be fo injured, 
he fhall pay double the price to the owner, and to the judge* 
the fame fine as for a fheep. 

If any valuable vegetables are injured by any perfon^ the owner 
(hall receive the full price, and the judge exaft a fine of ten dams ; 
or if it be of little value, only eight dams, 

THEFT. 
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T H E F T. 

It any one fteals one hundred tolahs of gold or filver, or any 
thing of that value ; or a quantity of grain not lefs than 66i 
maunds; or carries away a child, or any one of a family ; or an- 
other mans wife, he (hall be punifhed with death. 

For flealing lefs than the fum above mentioned, they {hall cut off 
one of his hands. If it be fifty mafhas or lefs, they {hall fine 
him eleven times the fum. The fame concerning grain. 

In the cafes above mentioned, whatever has been ftolen {hall 
be reftored to the owner; and if the criminal is not able to pay the 
fine, he {hall be condemned to bondage. For leffer thefts, the 
punifhment {hall be infli&ed at the difcretion of the judge. 

MURDER. 

Ir an inferior kills his fuperior, he {hall fuffer death. If a Brah- 
min kills a Brahmin* his efiate {hall be confifcated, and the hair of 
his head cut off ; he {hall be branded in the forehead and baniflied. 
If a Brahmin kills a Kehteree, he {hall be fined 1000 cows, and a 
bull. If a Brahmin kills a Byfs, he {hall be fined. 100 cows and a 
bull. If a Brahmin kills a Sooder, he {hall be fined ten cows and a 
bull. The fame fines are inflifted on a Kehteree for killing a Keh- 
terec, and on a Byk for killing a Byfs, &c If a Sooder kills 
a Sooder, he is fined $qo cows, and a bulU 
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If the murderer is not difcovered* the inhabitants of thechy, 
town, or quarter, where the murder was committed, (hall endeavour 
to find him; and in default, they are fubjeft to whatever fine the 
judge may think proper to inflift* 

ADULTERY. 

Whosoever deflowers a virgin of his own call, without her 
making any refiflance, fhall be compelled to marry her. If he ra- 
vifhes her, he fhall be put to death ; but nopunilhrnentinflifted on 
the woman. If the offender is a Brahmin, he fhall only fuffer ba- 
nifhtnent. 

If fhe was not a virgin, but one who was not ufed to go abroad, 
and confented, and they- are both of the fame call, he (hall be fined 
270 dams. If he forced her, the fine fhall be 540 dams. If fhe is a 
woman who is ufed to go abroad, and confented, the fine fhall be 
250 dams, and if forced, 500 dams. If the man is fuperior in caft 
to the woman, the fine, in all thefe cafes, fhall be 250 dams ; but if 
the man is inferior, he fhall, in all cafes» be put to death; and they 
fhall cut off the woman's ears and nofe. 

MAN and WIFE. 

Ir immediately after marriage a man difcovers any natural de- 
left on his wife, he may part with her without being, fubjeft to any 
profecution ; but the father of the woman fhall be fined. 

If 
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If a man agrees to give a perfon one daughter in marriage, but 
afterwards gives him another, he fhall be obliged to give him both. 

If a hufband goes on a pilgrimage, and is abfent beyond the time 
he had agreed upon, the wife (hall ftay at his houfe during the fpace 
of eight years, whatever her circumftances in life may be. If he 
travels to acquire knowledge, or in queft of fortune, (he (hall ftay 
in his houfe fix years, waiting his return. If he is gone to marry 
another woman, three years. After the expiration of the prefcribed 
period, for each cafe, {he is at liberty to leave his houfe in purfuit 
of her bufinefs. The hufband then has it not in his power to put 
her away ; but if ftie leaves his houfe before her time, he is at li- 
berty to part with her. 

If the hufband is fick and his wife does not attend him, he can- 
not part with her for this negleft ; however, he may refufe to fpeak to 
her for three months, and he may take back whatever prefents he 
had given her. But after this, he muft be reconciled to her. 

The Brahmins cannot divorce their wives. But if a hufband 
commits a capital crime, or has any contagious diftemper, it is 
lawful for the wife to feparate herfelf from him. 

If a Brahmin has four wives, one of each caft, each fhall per- 
form the ceremonies of her own particular caft ; but the Brahmin, 
on all religious occafions, and for anointing his body with oil, &c. 
can employ only her of his own caft. 

I N H E- 
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INHERITANCE. 



Ir a man dies and leaves behind him a fon, or fons, and a wi- 
ndow, they (hall inherit his eftate equally. 

If there be neither fons, nor widow, the daughter who is unmar- 
ried is the heir. 

If there be neither fon, widow, nor unmarried daughter, then 
the mother of the deceafed is the heir. 

If he neither leave behind him a mother, then his father fliall be 
the heir. 

If he neither leave behind him aiather, then his brother (hall be 
the heir. 

If he neither leave behind him a brother, then his brother's fon 
{hall be the heir. 

In default of a brother's fon, the eftate fliall be divided amongfi 
the next of kin. 

If he leave not any relations, then the eftate fliall go to his tu- 
tor, or if he is not alive to his fchool fellows. 

If there be neither any of thefe, then the king is the heir. 
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GAMING. 

Whosoeve* plays with falfe dice, (hall be baniihed, 

■ 

If any one refufes to pay his game, it (hall be forced from him. 
The judge is entitled to a tenth of whateveris gained at play. 



What I have here delivered is a mere fummary of the Hindoo 
laws. There are a multitude of other cafes, with various and con- 
tradictory commentaries on each. 

CHAR ASHERUM, or THE FOUR HINDOO DEGREES 

I now proceed to defcribe the cufloms and manners of the Hin- 
doos, and their religious ceremonies. 

The following are the rules obferved by the Brahmins. When 
a Brahmin is out of his minority, he divides the remainder of his 
life into four portions for the performance of the four Afherum, or 

degrees, 

** 

The First Degree, or Berhemcharee. The Brahmins regard the 
Zcnar siS one of the firft principles of t}ieir religion : indeed none of 
the three firft tribes confider themfelyes initiated till they have 
put it on. A Brahmin may put on the Zenar at any time between 
eight and fixteen years of age ; a Kehteree from eleven till twenty- 
two; a Byfs from twelve to twenty-four; but a Sooder cannot 

wear 
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wear it. If any cpie of the three tribes negle&s to put on the Zcnar 
"within the prefcribed time for each, he is not confidered as a Hin- 
doo. A Brahmin receives the Zcnar from his father or tutor ; a 
Kehteree, and a Byfs, from the hands of a Brahmin. Only a Brah- 
min can twift this cord ; and that which a Brahmin puts on the firft 
time, mud be twifted by his father or tutor. It is made after the fol- 
lowing manner: three threads, each meafuring ninety-fix hands, 
are twilled together ; then they are folded into three, and twifted 
again, making it to confift of nine threads. This is folded again in- 
to three, but without any more twifting, and each end fattened with 
a knot. This is the Zcnar, which, being put upon the left fhoulder, 
pafles to the right fide and hangs down as far as the fingers can 
reach. A Brahmin wears four Zcnars together, and the other two 
cafts only three. Some fay that for this purpofe cotton thread is 
ufed by the Brahmins ; worfted by the Kehteree ; and hempen thread 
by the Byfs. The firft time that they put on the Zcnar, they hang 
along with it a flip of deer (kin three fingers breadth; but it is 
flnorter than the Zcnar. A Brahmin ufes antelope (kin ; a Kehte- 
ree any other deer {kin; and a Byfs goat (kin. They, moreover, at 
this time wear round the waift a cord, made of a particular kind of 
grafs, called Moovj. 

He next learns the Gaytcrcc, which are certain words in praifc 
of the fun. This they confider like the Kclma of the Moham- 
medans. 

A 
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A brahmin alfo receives a flaff of Palafs wood ; but for a Ken* 
teree, or Byfs, it is made of any other wood. 

After the performance of thefe ceremonies, the noviciate is 
brought from his father's houfe, and placed under his tutor, to be ii> 
ftru&ed in the Bedes ; beginning firft with reading his own particu- 
lar Bede. They fay, that when the philofopher Byafs divided the 
Bede into four parts,, he inftru&ed four of his difciples in the re* 
fpeftive dottrines of each ; the defcendants of which difciples have 
followed the tenets of the particular Bede inculcated by the firft 
teacher. They never begin to read the Bedes at any of the follow- 
ing times, Purzva, AJIitomcen,.Pooren Mafs, Amavujs; neither in the 
nights of AJktomeen, nor Chutturdufy ; nor during an eclipfe. But 
any other of the fix above-mentioned ceremonies may be perform- 
ed at thofe times. . 

When a Berhemcharee goes to the neceffary, he hangs the Zenar 
upon his right ear. On this occafion, in the day time he turns his 
face to the north, and at night to the fouth. He afterwards wafties 
his privities five times with water, having each time previoufly ufed 
earth. This is performed with the left hand, which he then cleanfes 
five times in the fame manner. Next he wafhes both hands five 
times; and concludes with warning his feet thrice. When he urines, 
he cleanfes the parts once with earth and water, and then three 
times with water ; ufing, his left hand as before; after which he 
wafhes both hands and feet. This is the number of purifications 
required from the time of putting on the Zenar, till fifteen years of 
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age, after which period they are doubled. .After performing three 
ablutions, he fits down upon his haunches looking towards the eaft 
or north. Then he takes in his right hand a little water which he 
drinks. Then he cleans his teeth with a Mifwak, ufing a frefh one 
every day. 

Th*e drefs of kBerhtmcharee confifts of, 1, The Lungowtee, which 
is a piece of cloth for covering the privities. 2, The Lungee, 
another cloth which covers the Lungowtee. 3, A fheet without 
any future. 4, A linen cap* He bathes every morning before 
funrife, without any covering but the Lungowtee, and the cord 
of Moonj. He begins with taking up in his right hand a little 
water,, and fays,, " Pardon my effencesJ' After which he throws 
away the water. Then he rubs himfelf all over with earth, and 
if he is in a river dives three times, or elfe he throws water thrice 
over his body, and rubs himfelf with his hands. Next he repeats 
the name of God, and then thrice takes up in his right hand a 
little water, which he fips, and repeats certain prayers, during 
all which time he fprinkles water upon his head. Then with his 
fore-finger and thumb he flops his noftrils, and bowing down 
his face to the furface of the water, repeats another prayer, 
and then dives, or throws water over himfelf thrice. He 
then fprinkles feven times his forehead,, breaft, and fhoulders. 
Then joining his open hands, he fills them eight times with- water, 
and throws it towards the fun, repeating a particular prayer; 
after this he fips a little water, and repeats the Parayenam % men- 
tioned under the article Patcnjil. This they call the ablution,, 
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whether it be performed in a river, pond, well, or houfe. He 
then puts on his cloaths, and if he is a follower of Ram, makes 
a mark with afhes along his forehead. If he is a follower of 
Ki/hen, lie makes twelve Kufhkehs, namely upon his forehead, 
breaft, navel, the right and left fides thereof, the moulders, 
tips of the ears, the loins, the crown of the head, and the throat. 
The clay of the Ganges is in the higheft efteem for this ceremony ; 
but they fometimes ufe faffron, and other dyes. A Sooder marks 
only a circle upon his forehead. After this he takes up his 
fiaff, and puts over his moulders a leather belt, which fattens 
at the navel with a cufhion. Then he performs the Sindeyha, 
which is faying a certain prayer, and drinking and fprinkling 
water in a particular manner. Next he performs the Hotm, or 
burnt facrifice. 

When he has performed all thefe ceremonies, he goes and 
waits upon his tutor, and reads the Bedes. Immediately that the 
fun begins to decline, the Bcrhemcharee repeats all the ceremonies 
above defcribed, with fome trifling variation. Then he goes 
and begs food from three, five, or feven houfes ; but he will 
not receive any from a Sooder. When he has dreffed a fufficient 
quantity, he carries it to his tutor, and afks permiflion to eat. 
Before he begins to eat, he fays a prayer, and performs fome 
particular ceremonies ; and after he has done, repeats another 
prayer. He never fpeaks during meals. At the dufk of the 
evening he repeats the Sindeyha and Hozm. After this he reads 
two or three hours, and then flfceps upon the ground on a bed of 
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ftraw, a tiger's {kin, deer fkin, or fuch like. He abflains from 
flelh, honey, beetle, and perfumes. A Berhemchdree wears his 
head fliaven, leaving a lock of hair at the back of the crown. 
The hair of the other parts of the body, are fuffered to grow. 
He ufes neither Sirmah y nor oil; and never goes where there 
is finging, dancing, or gaming. He never kills any animal ; 
and has no commerce With women. He never eats of any difh, 
till his tutor has tailed it. He is enjoined to abflain from lying, 
anger, avarice, and envy, and is forbidden to fpeak ill of any one, 
even although he may deferve it. In fhort, he is commanded to lead 
a life of virtue and holinefs. When he prays, he looks to- 
wards the eaft, -or the north. He never looks at the fun at tht 
time of rifing or fetting. Some continue in the degree of Berhem- 
charee. forty-eight years, allowing twelve years for the ftudy of each 
Bede. Some pafs through this degree in five years, and others on- 
ly continue in it till they have learnt the Bedes. Others, again, 
fpend all their lives in this ftate ; and in purfuit of Muckut infli& 
upon themfelves great aufterities. 

The Second Degree, GerUiJlJu When the Berhemcharee has 
finifhed his fiudies, if he finds an inclination to devote his life to 
the fervice of God, and defpifes all worldly enjoyments, nothing 
can be more meritorious ; but if he does not feel fuch an inclina- 
tion, he waits upon his tutor f and afks permiffion to return to his 
fathers houfe. 
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He then throws afide all his drefs, excepting the Zenari but con- 
tinues the ablutions, and other ceremonies, like a Berhemcharee. If 
he is a Brahmin, he puts on a turband, and a fheet eight cubits long 
and two broad, which ferves to cover his loins and thighs. 
Another fheet, four cubits long and two broad, he throws 
over his fhoulders; this may have a future, but the other not. 
A Gercjht^h of any of the other cafts, wears different kinds of 
-drtfTes. He now marries, in the manner that will be defcribed 
hereafter. 

The Gcrejhtji performs certain prayers, and the Howm, or 
burnt facrifice, after the following manner. He takes in his 
hand a branch of a Peepul, or Palafs tree, a cubit in length, 
and burns it in the Hozvm fire. He then pafTes into the fire an- 
other branch of the fame kind, and after having fcorched it, 
takes it out and preferves it againft the next Hozvm, which he 
performs with this flick ; and then fcorches another in like manner, 
w T hich he preferves againft the time of performing the Aginhowter. 
This is a particular Hozvm, made with Peepul wood, and two 
other flicks, which by means of a^ftrong cord are rubbed together 
till they take fire, when they are put into three earthen veffels. 
He then makes the figure of a tortoife with one and a fourth 
of a feer of rice-flour, and fprinkles it with oil. Part of this 
he throws into the three fires, as an offereng to the Dewtahs; 
and the remainder he gives to the Brahmins, eating fome himfelf. 
A third part of the fire, he preferves during his whole life, 
and every day performs the Hozvm with fome of it, throwing 
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into the fire as an offering to the Dewtahs, rice, ghee, milk, barley, 
or any other eatable. And he repeats the Aginkowter, on every 
Purzva, from the fourth day after his marriage, till he fcparates from 
his father, which the period of this ceremony. 

Any of the cads, excepting a Sooder, may be a Gtrijhtji. At 
four ghurrics before day-break, he rifes in his bed, and prays. He 
divides his time into tight parts, affigning to each a particular du- 
ty. Firft, when the fun is above the horizon, he firft looks on it, 
then on fire, next on water, and lad on gold. If he is a prince he 
fiifl. looks on the fun, then on a Brahmin, then on a cow, and laft 
on ghee. But if none of thefe eight things are prefent, he mull look 
upon the palms of \\u hands, and perform the Sindehya. The fe- 
cond portion of time, he employs in ftudying the Bedes, and other 
fciences. The third \ Lc paffes in the fervice of his prince, and in 
the tranfa&ion of his own bufinefs. Vie fourth, in the perform- 
ance of his family concerns. 7 he Jiftlu which is at noon, he fpends 
in ablutions, the Sindthya, and in fprinkling water with his hands, 
as an offering to the Dewtahs, the Rckehfir, and his anceflors, 
which ceremony they call 1 irfiun, and it is accompanied with cer- 
tain prayers. The Jixth f he prays to Btfhen, Mahadco, the fun, 
Durga, and Gunnies. This ceremony, which they call DcopoojaJu 
will be more fully treated of hereafter. 7, fuc?:ih f he throws in- 
to the fire fomc of his food, as a burnt oiiering to the Dewtahs, 
After whicli he performs theAtitpcoja/i, which is this ; he looks out 
for a perfon who is hungry, and when he has found him, trea'.s 
him with great attention, aud feeds him. Then he eats himfelf, and 
Vol. III. F f tkefe 
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thefe ceremonies colle&ively are called Byfoodco Pooja. A Brah- 
min obtains his food by gleaning the field after the reapers. Or if 
he does not approve of this method, he may receive it from any of 
his family. Or if he does not choofe this, he may receive the vo- 
luntary donations of ftrangers, who are Brahmins, Kehteree, or Byfs. 
But if he neither likes this, he may beg. Or if he does not ap- 
prove of this, he may cultivate land. They think that trade is the 
worft means by which he can fupport himfelf. It is not proper for 
a Brahmin to keep a greater (lock than twelve days provifion ; but 
others may have as large a ft ore as they pleafe. The eighth, he 
liftens to the ancient hiflories of holy men ; and performs the Sinde- 
hya. If he is hungry, he eats again at this time. He fpends the 
remainder of the evening, till the firft watch of the night, in flu- 
dying philofophy, after which he goes to reft. This they confider 
to be the proper diftribution of time. They obferve many particu- 
lar ceremonies during eclipfes, and other holidays, the Kehteree 
and Byfs performing fewer than the Brahmin. 

The Third Asherum, Banpcrijlji, Is the name alfo given to 
the profeffor, as well as to the degree itfelf. A Sooder cannot take 
this degree. 

When a Brahmin, Kehteree, or a Byfs, arrives at old age, or 
becomes a grandfather, he may give up the management of his 
family to his fon, or fome other relation, and bids adieu to the 
world. He quits the city, and retiring to the defert, there builds 
Jiimfelf a cell, where he weans his heart from all worldly concerns, 
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and makes preparation for his laft journey. If his wife, through a£ 
fe&ion, wiflies to accompany him in his retirement, it is allowable; 
but they muft fubdue all carnal inclinations. Here he preferves 
the perpetual fire for facrifice, and covers himfelf with the leaves 
or bark of trees a coarfe Lungowtee being the only piece of linen 
that he may wear. He never cuts his hair nor nails. At morning, 
noon, and evening, he performs his ablutions, with theSzndehya; and 
every morning and evening the Hozum, in the fame manner as* is di- 
rected for the Gerijhtji ; but his ablutions' are now trebled; He hangs 
down his head, and obferves the other rules prefcribed in Patcnjil. 
He reads the Bedes, 'never fleeps in the day-time, and always lies 
upon the bare ground. I» the fummer months > he fits in the fun/ 
furrounded with four fires.- During the four rainy months, he dwells 
upon a ftage raifed above the water by four poles, but entirely ex- 
pefed to the weather.. In the four winter months, he fits all night 
in cold water. He incefTantly performs the faft olChandcrayin, and 
eats only at night. 14: is allowable for him to amafs a ftore of pro* 
vifions fufficient for one year ; but he receives nothing from any 
one; and only fupplies himfelf with wild grain and fruits. He ne- 
ver cooks* his vi&uaLs ; but it is allowable for him to foften them* 
in water. When lie cannot col left provifions himfelf, , he applies 
to other BawpmfliiK* ; or if • they cannot fupply him, he then, 
through necefTity goes to the next town for food, but remains there 
no longer 'than -is ne^effa-ry for that purpofe.- 

I* he is weary of life, he travels towards the ettft or no?tfr, 
tHl he expires with the fatigue of the journey, or elfe he throws - 

himfelf 
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himfelf into a fire; or precipitates himfelf from an eminence; 
or drowns himfelf. They think this is the fare road to paradife* 
but unlefs he had obtained the (late of Sonnyaf.^ lie will not froia 
this a&ion alone be rewarded with Muckut. 

The Fourth Asherum, Sonnyafs.. Nothing can exceed the* 
auflerities of this ftate, which, when properly performed, in* 
fures the reward of Muckut*. His- majefty calls one of thefe dif- 
ciplinarians SonryoJJy* 

When a man has pafled through the three degrees above de- 
scribed, he goes and afks permilTion from his tutor to enter into- 
this fiate, which being obtained, he quits his wife, {haves his 
head and beard, and gives up all worldly concerns. His tutor 
prefents him a Lungoxotee, and a fmall piece of cloth; and accepts, 
fome trifle in return- 

The difciplinarian then gives up reading, and applies himfelF 
folely to contemplation. He lives alone in the wilds. Every 
morning, noon, and evening, he performs his ablutions, and puri- 
fications, and follows the rules prefcribed in Patenjil. He has a- 
particular way of performing the Sindehya*, and continually repeats 
the word Awan, which is the commencement of the Bedes. To- 
wards the evening, he goes to the neareft town, and begs his food 
from three, five, or feven houfes inhabited by Brahmins, repeat- 
ing the name of God; but he never receives from one houfe more 
than a handful. If they give it him in his hand, he eats it imme- 
diately, 
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cfiately, but if they throw it on the ground, he takes it up with 
his mouth, or colle&ing it in a cloth, wafhes it in the river 
before he makes his meal. Then he retires to a place, where 
there are not any figns of cooking or eatifig, or lighting of fires. 

He refufes all communication with a Sooder or Mileetch, and if 
any perfon does not fupply him immediately with food, he will 
not wait. Before he eats, he fquints upon the end of his nofe* 
and contemplating, walks on with his head and feet bare, never 
ftanding fiill in one place. He never ftays more than three days, 
in a city, nor two in a village. In the rains he dwells in one 
place ; and thus he pafTes his life.. 

Some perform all thefe aufterities^m the firft and fecond degrees*. 
Some allow twenty-five years for each of the four ftates* 

The fecond degree, or Geri/hjb, may be profefTed by any of the* 
four tribes. From the firft and third* the Sooder is excluded.- The 
fourth is peculiar to the Brahmins. 

The WORSHIP of the DEITY. 

The Hindoo philofophers fay, that whofoever feeks to pTeafe 
God, muft fet afide part of his property for the purpofe of divine 
worfhip. According to the followers of Nea-iy, Beyfheekhek, 
Meymxnfa,. Beydant, Sank r and Patenjil, there are four kinds of 
divine worfhip, namely, Pooja, Juggen, Dan, and Sheradh, whicf* 
will be explained in their proper order*

lke Firjt Kind of Worship or Pooja. 

IJfur Pcoja. Since they admit that the Almighty occafionally * 
affumes an elementary form,, without defiling his holinefs, they, 
make various idols, in gold and other metals, which ferve to aflifU 
their imaginations whilft they offer up their prayers to the invifible 
Deity. This they call Pooja, and divide into fixteen ceremonies* - 
After, he has performed his ufual ablutions, with the Sindchya and 
Hovcm, he fits down looking towards the eaft or the north, with his. 
legs drawn up in front.- Then, taking in his hand a little water and. 
rice, fprinkles the idol, thinking that he thereby begins the wor- 
flxip of God. Next is the Kul/Ji Pooja when he worftrips the idol's * 
flaggon. Then follows the Shunkh Pooja, or the worfhip of the 
Conch Shell. Laft is the Ghunta Pooja, which is pi altering the belh 
with fandal wood. When he has performed thefe Poojas, he throws * 
down a little rice, and wifhes that God may be manifefted. - Thus 
far includes the firft of the fixteen ceremonies. . 2, He places a table 
of metal, or any thing elfe, as a feat. for. the Deity. 3, He. 
throws water into a veffel to wafh his foot-fteps. In Hindoftan it 1 
is the cuftom, that when a fuperior enters the houfe of an inferior, 
he wafhes his feet. 4; He fprinkles water thrice, to reprefent the 
idol rinfing his mouth. It is alfo the cuilom, for an inferior to 
bring to a fuperior water to rinfe his mouth before meals. 5, Sandal, 
flowers, beetle, and rice, are offered to the idoK 6, The idol and 1 
his feat are car; ied to another fpot. Then he takes in his right 
hand a whiK Conch fliell full of water, which he throws over the 
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tfdol, and with his left hand rings the beil. 7, He dries the idol 
■with a cloth, replaces it upon its feat, and drefles it. 8, He puts 
the Zenar upon the idol. 9, He makes the Kujkth upon the idol 
in twelve places. io, He throws over the idol flowers, or green 
leaves. 11, He fumigates it with perfumes. 12, He lights a lamp 
with ghee. 13, He places before the idol trays of food, according 
to his ability, which are diftributed amongft the bye-ftanders as the 
idols leavings. 14, They call Numjkar\ which is worfliipping God 
with heart and tongue, and ftretching himfelf at full length with his 
face towards the ground. This proftration is called Dundowt. 
Then he lays himfelf in fuch manner, that his eight members touch 
the ground, namely, the two knees, two hands, forehead, nofe, and 
cheeks, and this they call Shafhtang. Thefe kinds of proftration x 
are alfo performed to great men. 1 5, He compafles the idol feve- 
ral times. 16, He ftands like a flave, with his hands uplifted, and 
afks permiflion to depart. There are particular prayers, and many 
different ways of performing thefe fixteen ceremonies. Some ufe 
more than thefe fixteen ceremonies 5 and others believe that only 
from the 9th to the 13th are indifpenfable duties. Excepting aSon- 
nyafly and a Sooder, all other Hindoos perform this Poojajhxicc 
every day. 

God may be adored in the heart ; or in the fun ; or in fire $ or 
in water $ or in earth ; or under the form of an idol. 

They alfo make images of thofe who have attained immortal fe- 
licity, and confider the worfliipping of them as the means of ob- 
taining falvationt 

The

Juggen, which they alfo call Jag 9 and it is of three kinds, u 
Pah Juggcn * making the Hozvm in the name of the Dewtahs, and 
beftowing charity before he eats. This is of different kinds. 2. 
Jup Juggerty repeating prayers, and reading books of wifdom* 
And thefe two are in conftant ufe. 3. Bidh Juggen> is alfo of 
feverai kinds, in fome of which great fums of money are expended, 
and a number of animals facrificed. One kind of Bidh Juggen 
is the jijhowmcedh jfvggen* which is performed only by great 
monarchs. When every thing is prepared for the facrifice, they 
place in the front a white horfe, who has a black right ear, and 
after repeating certain prayers, the prince fets out upon conqueft, 
and carries vi&ory where-ever he goes. All the monarchs of the 
earth become tributary to him, and enter into his troops. They fay, 
that whofoever has performed this ceremony an hundred times, will 
become a monarch of the upper regions. They pretend that there 
have been feverai fuch, and relate marvellous ftories of them. If 
he does not perform that number, he only obtains a comfortable 
habitation there. RaJJkwce Juggen. At this grand facrifice, all 
the monarchs of the earth muft be prefent, and they alone can 
officiate. Whofoever has prefided at fuch a facrifice twice, be- 
comes a monarch of the upper regions, and they fay, that many 
have obtained this felicity. This facrifice is of various kin ds; but 
the two here given muft fuffice for this volume.

Dan, givipjr money and good? to the needy. There are va- 
rious ways of bellowing alms, but the following are mod * in 
eftimation. 1. Toladan, weighing himfelf againft gold, filver, and 
other valuables. 2. Hemgirbh Dan. An image of Brahma is made 
with four faces, in each of which are two eyes, two ears, two 
nofes, and two mouths ; it has four hands, and the other parts of 
the body like an ordinary man. It is of gold, weighing not lcfs 
than thirty-three tolahs and four malhahs, nor more than 3410 
tolahs. The heighth muft be feventy-two fingers, and breadth 
forty-eight fingers. This is adorned with jewels, and, after the per- 
formance of certain ceremonies, given away in alms. 3, Brahma 9 und 
Dan. An egg is made of gold of two parts, which join together id 
as to form a perfefl oval. It muft not be fmaller in breadth and 
heighth than twelve fingers ; nor larger than 110 fingers. The 
weight from fixty-fix tolahs fix malhahs, to 3333 tolahs four ma- 
ftiahs. 4, Kulptoor Dan, is the name of a tree, which was one of 
the fourteen things brought out of the fea by the Kdzvrum Owtar ; 
which will be defcribed hereafter. Birds are reprefented fitting up- 
on the branches. It is made of gold, and muft not weigh lefs than 
two tolahs. 5, Goqfihfir Dan. One thoufand cows with the points 
of their, horns plated with gold, and their hoofs with filver, with 
bells and Katalfes about their necks. 6, Herenneeyeh Kamdheen 
Dan. A cow and calf made of gold, weighing from 850 to 3400 to- 
lahs. 7, Herenneeych-Jhew Dan. A horfe made of gold, weighing 
from ten tolahs to 3333 tolahs four mafhahs. 8, Hermneeyehjhewrith 
Vol. III. G g nan. 
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Dan. A four-wheeled chariot made of gold, with four or eight 
horfes, weighing from ten tolahs to 6660 tolahs eight mafhahs. a, 
Heemhejlrith Dan. A carriage drawn by four elephants ail of gold, 
weighing from fixteen tolahs to 6660 tolahs eight mafhahs. 10, 
Penehlongel Dan. Four ploughs of gold, the fame weight as the Iaft 
article. 11, Dchra Dan 9 a reprefentation of a piece of land, with 
mountains and rivers, made of gold, not weighing lefs than fixteen 
tolahs eight mafhahs, nor more than 3333 tolahs. 12, Wi/kwaehu- 
cher Dan. A golden fphere, weighing from fix$y-fix tolahs eight ma- 
fhahs to 3333 tolahs four mafhahs. 13, Kulpleta Dan. A golden 
vine, weighing from fixteen tolahs to 3333 tolahs four mafhahs- 
14, Suptfagir Dan. A reprefentation of the fevenfeas in gold, weigh- 
ing from twenty- three tolahs four mafhahs to 3333 tolahs fcftir ma- 
fhahs. 15, Ruttendheen Dan. A cow and calf made of precious ftones, 
16, Mahabhootghit Dan 9 is a golden figure with the head of an ele- 
phant, and the other parts human. This is Gunnies. Weight from 
fixteen tolahs eight mafhahs to 3333 tolahs four mafhahs. 

According to fome books, Toladan is the only kind that is pro- 
per, and none of the others fhould be lefs than 106 tolahs fix 
mafhahs, or more than 833 tolahs four mafhahs. There are alfo 
different opinions about the manner of diltribution ; fome 
maintaining that it ought to be firfl given to the Ackareya, and by 
them difliibutcd to others. An Achareya, is one who teaches the 
Bedcs, and other fciences. Some direft it to be £iven to other 
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There arc diflin£t eeremonies appointed for each kind of Dan 5 
fcut t^ey may be given at any time, although during eclipfes, 
and when the fun enters the fign Capricorn, and fome other feafons, 

are efteemed more efpecially meritorious. Great rewards are 
promifed to thofe who are charitable, infomuch that for the 
firft kind of Dan, if he weigh himfelf againft gold, he will re- 
main in paradife for one hundred million Kulps ; and when he 
re-alfumes an human form, will be a mighty monarch..

According to the four tribes, when Pooja, Jug, Dan, and She- 
radh are performed, the Deity is completely worfhipped. 

The OWTARS or Incarnations of the Deity. 

Th e Hindoos of the fe£ts of Nee-aiy, Beyfheekeh, Beydant, Mey- 
manfa, Sank, and Patenjil, believe that God occafionally afTumes an 
elementary form ^ which manifeftation they call Poor an Ozvtar. • 

Those 
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Those numberlcfe parts of the creation, which. by the fay of dU 
vinity that they poflefs, are endowed with wonder&l powers, they 
call Unjh Ozotar. 

The P 0 0 R A N 0 WT A k S. 
They fay that during the four Jowgs, there will be ten Owtats* 
and that nine have already appeared. 

MUTCH 0 W T A R, 
When the Deity was manifefted under the form of a filh, of 
which they give the following account. In the country bf Darawird,. 
fituated at the extremity of the Dekhari^ in the city of Beh~ 
drawutty, during the Sut Jowg, in the month of Phagun, on the 
Tit,h EkadufTy, Rajah Mun, who had bid adieu to all worldly 
defircs, and had folely employed hrmfelf in the worlhip of God, 
for above a million years, was performing his devotions on 
the beach of the river Kirtmala : and whilft he was performing 
his ablutions, a little fifti came into his hand and faid, " Preferve 
" mt." It remained in his hand for the fpace of a day and night r 
when having become larger, he put it into an ewer. When this 
would not contain it, he put it into a jar. But growing too large 
for it, he threw it into a well; from thence he removed it to & 
pond; and from thence into the Ganges. But this foon becom- 
ing too confined for the fifh, it went into the ocean. When it had 
filled the ocean, the Rajah difcovered it to be the Deity, worftvipped 
it, and prayed to be informed of the caufc of the manifeftation* 
IJe heard the following anfwer* " I am the only God, and have 
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" afTumed .this body for the deliverance of yourfelf, and a few 
more of ike ele£L After feven days, a light {hall ftiine forth, 
M and thfc earth {hall b£ deluged with water. Embark on 
44 board a certain {hip, taking with you a few righteous perfons, 
" top ether vfdth the divine books* and the choiceft medicines: 
" and fallen the (hip to the horn, which grows out of my head/ 
The deluge lafted one million feven hundred and eighteen thou- 
fand years * and when the deluge ceafed, the fifh difap- 
pcared. 

K 0 W R V M 0 WT A R. 

In the month of Katick Suckulputch, on the Tit.h DuadufTy, 
God appeared in the form of a tortoife. The Dewtahs wanted 
to churn the ocean, in order to make the water of immortality, 
in the fame manner as butter is obtained from milk. For this pur- 
pofc they made ufe of the mountain Mjnder, which is the largeft 
in the univerfe, by way of a churn pole. The weight of the 
mountain was fo excelTive, that they could not fuftain it j io that 
it funk into the ocean, and they were not able to recover it, 
till God appeared in the form of a tortoife, and raifed it upon his 
back, when the Dewtahs obtained their wifh. On this miraculous 
occafion, fourteen invaluable treafures were obtained from the 
fea. l, Lutckmeen, riches, appeared like a blooming bride, 
and beflowed blelTings upon mankind. 2, Kowjlubh Mun, a 
wonderful refplendent jewel, of ineftimable value. 3, Parjatuchbee- 
retch, a tree whofe flowers iiever fade, and whofe order per- 
fumes the univerfe. According to fome it is oracular, and bef- 

tows 
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tows whatever is defired > which donation is called Kulpbirhh. 4;, 
Soora, wine. 5, Dehmunter, a phyfician who heale&othe fick,< 
and raifed the dead to life. In his right hand, he held a leech,, 
and in his left a branch of the Mirabolan^ tree. His majefty fays, 
that thefe ought to have been reckoned feparately, and- increafed 
the number of bleflings to fixteen. 6, Chunderman> the moon. 7;. 
Kamdhen* a wonderful cow, from whole dugs; ilTued whatever 
was wanted. 8, Tyraput, a white elephant with four tulks. 
Sunhkj a wonderful founding white Conch (hell, which bellowed, 
viftory upon whofover pofTefTed it. 10, Amrit y or the water o£ 
immortality. 11, Bikh, deadly poifon: 12, Rimbha r a beauti- 
ful woman of an amiable difpofition. 13; AJfoo^ a horfe with: 
eight heads. 14, Sarcngdhcnooki a bow that never failed to carry r 
an arrow true to the mark. . Y

Or the hog; which incarnation happened at the city of Ber~ 
mahwert, near Neemkhar, in the Soobah of Oudh, during the* 
Sut Jowg, in the month of Katick, on the Tit,h Pooran Malfy,. 
after the following manner. One Hirnakefs, of the race of the 
Deyts, had pafTed a long life in. religious worfhip. One day God, 
revealed himfelf unta him, and atked him* what he wifhed for^ 
Hirnakefis, rejoiced at thefe words, enumerated all the. noxious- 
animals, and iatreated that they might not havepojver to hurt: 

him;; 
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liim ; and that he might be univerfal monarch. Shortly after he 
obtained his wifhes. When he took upon himfelf the government 
of the upper regions, he committed the earth to the care of one 
of his relations. The Dewtahs, accompanied by Brahma, went 
to Bilhen, and they altogether laid their grievances before the 
Almighty. Himakefs, in enumerating the noxious animals, had 
forgotten to include the hog, wherefore they received for anfwer, 
4i I will manifeft myfelf under that form, and deprive him of life." 
A fhort time after, God appeared in that form, and deftroyed 
Hirnakefs. They fhow the place where this happened, near Soroon. 

NIRSINGH 0 WT A R, 

Was an animal from the head to the waift like a lion, and 
fche lower parts refembling a man. It x appeared at the city of 
Kerenpoor, now called Herdoun, near Agra, during the Sut Jowg, 
in the month of Byfakh Suckulputch, on the Tit^h Chutterdufly. 

It is related, that one Herenkiflip of the race of the Deyts, 
having fpent many years in aufterities, God revealed himfelf 
unto him, and afked him what he wanted. He firft afked, that 
his death might neither happen during the day, nor night. He 
then begged that he might be invulnerable from all noxious 
animals, naming them one by one : and concluded with demand- 
ing to be fole monarch of the earth, and of the upper regions. 
The Dewtahs were accordingly put under his command, and the uni- 
verfe groaned under oppreffions. The chiefs of the Dewtahs, 
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bcfought Brahma to be their mediator with Godj w4 h* 
heard their prayer. Herenkiflip had a fan, named Ptrladh, who 
affociated with the Bewtahs in their worfhip of the Deity, and 
notwithftanding his father did every thing to.moleft him, never 
could be made to fwerve from his duty. One evening Herenkiflip 
came to his fon, and afked him where the D r eity was to be found. 
He defcribed him as being every where, and in order to explain 
himfelf, pointed to a pillar, faying that he was m^nifefted even 
there. Herenkifhp ignorantly ftruck the pillar; whei} by the 
miraculous power of God, there ilTued from \% the animal 'above- 
defcribed, and tore him in pieces. This happened at the interval 
between day and night, and not by any animal that he had dek 
cribed. It is faid, that Nirjingh afked Pirladh what he defired, 
and that noble minded being afked only for Jrwun MuckuU which 
is everlafling life, free from worldly joy, and forrow. This Owtar 
continued manifeft 100 years. 

BAM UN OWTAR. 

In the Tirtya Jowg, there lived at the city of Soonbhedra, on the 
banks of the Nerbudda, one Kufht, the fon of Mereeh, the fon of 
Brahma. In the month of Bhadun, on the Tifyh DuadufTy, Sue- 
kulputch, this Kufht had a male dwarf by his wife Arwut. This 
is the Bamun Owtar; and he lived 1000 years. 

A person of the race of the Dyte, named Bui, inflifled upon 
himfelf many auflerities, in hopes of obtaining fof his reward the 
monarchy of the univerfe. God appeared unto him, and granted 

his 
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his wifli. When he aflumed the government, he did not difpoflefs 
any of the Dewtahs. But although he performed various Juggens, he 
omitted to offer to the Dewtahs their appointed {hare; whereupon 
they, through the mediation of Brahma, prevailed upon Bilhen to de- 
throne him. He by his prefcience foretold what fhould befall him, 
and which was accomplifhed to the very minute. When this infant 
dwarf was of a proper age, they placed him in the fchool of the 
philofopher Birdewaj, and he attended that philofopher at the Jug- 
gen which the Rajah performed at Koorkheyt. The Rajah afked 
him what he required, and he anfwered, 44 Give me as much land 
44 as I can meafure with three fteps." The Rajah w r as angry, and 
faid, 41 Why afk you fuch a trifle from me, feeing that I am fuch a 
44 powerful monarch ? " However, after a long converfation, he at 
laft confented. The firft ftep of Bamun, included the earth and Pa- 
tall, and the fecond took in all the upper regions. The Rajah, in 
exchange for the third ftep, delivered himfelf up to him. Becaufe 
the Rajah was naturally good, Bamun after depriving him of his 
kingdom, made him monarch of the infernal regions. 

PURRISHRAM 0 W T A R. 
In the Tertya Jowg, in the month of Byfakh Suckulputch, at 
Rungta near Agra, in the houfe of Jumdekhen, a Brahmin, there 
was born this child. 

One Deeruj, of the race of the Dyte, who had neither hands nor 
feet, at that time fat upon the throne. He was very unhappy at 
his misfortune, and at length quitting the world, retired to the 
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mountain of Kylafs. Mahadeo had compaflion upon him, and gave 
him a thoufand hands, and made him monarch of the three regions. 
But he oppreffed theDewtahs till, at their prayer, God contented to 
put an end to his tyranny. They fay that Jemdekhen was a de- 
fcendant of Mahadeo, and Runeeka, of the pofterity of Adit, the 
mother of the Dewtahs. She had five fons, of whom Purrifhram was 
the laft. He was educated by Mahadeo in the moun ain of Kylafs ; 
and his father Jemdekhen worfhipped in the defert. Deeruj was 
one day hunting, and happened to pafs by the cell of Jemdekhen. 
Being very hungry and thirfty, Jemdekhen fupplied him with ex- 
quifite viands, and alfb prefented him with dreffes and jewels befitting 
a monarch. The Rajah was aftoniftied, and faid, 44 I will not ven- 
44 ture to touch thefe things, till you have informed me in what 
" manner you came by them." He anfwered, 44 Indre, the mo- 
" narch of the upper regions, entrufted to my care the cow Kam- 
44 dheen, and whatever I want ftie gives me out of her dugs." This 
account filled the Rajah with avarice, and he demanded the cow. 
Jemdekhen faid, that without theorder of Indre, he could not com- 
ply with his defire, neiiher would he be able to take her by force. 
He was amazed, and having colle&ed together a great number of 
troops, commenced hoftilities, but without any efle£l. At laft he 
came fecretly in the night, and killed Jemdekhen, but could not 
get any tidings of the cow. Runeeka (ent for her fon Purrifhram, 
and after performing the ufual ceremonies of mourning, according 
to the cudom of her tribe, burnt herfelf, and fent her fon to re- 
venge the death of his father. Purrifhram, pofTclfcd of divine power, 
after twenty Laities, flew the Rajah, and refloicd the kingdom to- 
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the Dewtahs. Then having colle&ed together all the riches of the 
univerfe, he performed the Juggen, and bellowed the whole in cha- 
rity ; after which he retired from the world. They believe him to 
be ftill living, and {how his habitation in the mountain of Mehinder 
in the Koken. 

RAM 0 WT A R. 

They fay that Rawen, of the tribe of the Rakufs, who was on- 
ly two defcents from Brahma, had ten heads and twenty hands. He 
fpent ten thoufand years in the mountain of Kylafs, worfhipping 
God ; and devoted his heads, one after the other, in hopes to ob- 
tain for his reward the monarchy of the three regions. God ap- 
peared to him, and granted his defire. The Dewtahs, being opprelf- 
ed by him, implored the Almighty to dethrone him. Their prayer 
was granted, and Ram appointed to execute the divine will. Ram 
was born in the Tertya Jowg, in the month of Cheyte Suckulputch, 
in the ninth Tit,h, in the city of Owdh. His father was Rajah 
Jeflerut, and his mother Kooflielya. In his youth he acquired every 
art and fcience, and afterwards defpifmg worldly enjoyments, 
traverfed the deferts, and made pilgrimages to all the holy places. 
At length he became king of the earth, and deftroyed Rawen, and 
introduced many laws. 

K IS HE N OWTAR. 

Above four thoufand years ago, Ogur Sein, of the Jadown 
tribe, reigned at Mehtrah, but has dethroned by his fon Kenfs, 
who alTumed the government. At the fame time Jerafund, Seis 
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Paul, and other Kings of the Dyte caft, exercifed unbounded 
tyranny. The earth, thus oppreffed, affumed the form of a cow, 
and accompanied by Brahma went to Bifhen, and implored 
him to deliver her from thofe oppreffors. He granted their requeft r 
and committed the execution of it to Kifhen. The aftrologers 
foretold Kenfs, that a perfon fhould foon be born who would de- 
prive him of life, upon which he ordered that all the new 
born infants fhould be deftroyed; and thus every year fhed the 
blood of numberlefs innocents. His fitter Deywuckee juft now 
married Buffdeo, of the Jadown tribe. At this time Kenfs heard 
a voice faying, that the eighth fon of that marriage would kill him. 
He therefore threw them both into prifon, and deftroyed feven of 
their children. But in the beginning of the Kal Jowg, in the 
month of Bhadun Kifhen putch, Tit,h Afhtoomee, Kifhen was 
bom in the prifon at Mehtra. The guards were fallen afleep r 
the fetters fell from the feet of the father and mother, and the 
doors of the prifon flew open. The infant faid, " Crofs the 
u Jumna, and go to the houfe of Nunda Aheer, and while thq 
•* family are afleep, bring away his new-born daughter and leave 
" me in her ftead." BufTdeo accordingly forded the river, and 
leaving Kifhen in the houfe of Nunda, brought away his new-born 
daughter in exchange. 

Kishen, in his ninth year killed Kenfs, and reftored Ogur 
Sein to his Kingdom. He then made war upon the other tyrants, 
and deftroyed them. 
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He lived one hundred and five years. He had 16,108 wives, 
every one of whom brought him ten fons and a daughter. And 
every wife thought that fhe poffeffed the whole of Kiftiens affec- 
tion. 

B 0 0 D H 0 W T A R y 

Was born to Rajah Sedowdhen, by his wife Maia, in the city 
of Mokta, in the Kal Jowg, in the month of Byfakh, Tit,h Sut- 
mee Suckulputch. 

They fay, that on account of the number of animals which 
were at that time facrificed in Juggens, the Almighty appeared 
under a human form, to convince mankind of the wickednefs of 
this cuftom ; and that he accordingly manifefted himfelf at the 
time above mentioned, and lived one hundred years. Some 
account has already been given of him, in defcribing the do&rine 
of Boodh. 

KU L K E E 0 WT A R, 

Will be born of Bifhenjun Brahmin, by Awejfirdenee, in 
the city of Sembel, at the end of the Kal Jowg, in the month of 
Byfakh Tit,h Sutmee Suckulputch. He will live a hundred 
years. 

They fay, that the time will come when there will not be 
a monarch on the earth; when wickednefs will be.univerfal ; grain 
fcarce, and the life of men will never exceed thirty years, 
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bul the greateft number will die before that period. And that 

God, to remedy all thefe evils, will aflume a human form, and 
make the world flourifh again by juftice. 

Some add fourteen other Owtars, increafing the number to 
twenty-four; and have written hiftories of each, containing won- 
derful relations. 

The Hindoos make images of the Owtars of gold, filver, and 
other materials, and worfhip them. 

UNCLEAN THINGS. 
Wine, blood, all the human excrements; a woman who has 
not performed her neceffary purifications; the flefh of afs, hog, 
dog, and their bones ; alfo the duft that is fhaken out of them, 
as well as of fheep and goats, and the duft of a broom, or out 
of a garment. Being touched by a finner, or a crow, or a cock 
or hen, or a ra', or a moufe, or an eunuch, or a burnt net, 
or a wafherman, or a hunter, or a fifherman, or a gamefter, or a 
difliller, or an executioner, or a tanner, or a dealer in leather, or a 
dyer, or an oilman. 

PURIFIERS. 
Fir.E, prayer, Purryancm Sendekya, funftiinc, moonfhine, light 
of afire, air, water, eaith, afhes, muftard feed, wild grain, {hade 
of a tree, the hind part of a cow's leg, a plough, milk, milk-curds, 
ghee, dung, and mine of a cow. 

The 
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Th MANNER of PURIFICATION. 

The foul is purified by knowledge, and religious worlhip j 
and when the body is defiled by any improper food, it is clean- 
fed by Pwyanam, or Sindchya, or by* eating wild grain. A 
drunkard is purified by melted gbfc. - When the body is defiled by^ 
any impurity that proceeds from itfelf, it is purified by earth and 
water, and by wafhing the teeth and eyes. Water that has been 
defiled by the fhadowof achundal, is purified by funfhine, moon- 
(hine., or wind. If any filth falls from an animal into a well,- 
they muft draw out fixty jars of water ; .and if the fame accident 
happens to a pond, they muft take out one hundred jars- . If any 
f llh falls into oil,, it muft be boiled. Milk cannot be purified, . 
excepting from the fhadow of a chundaJ, when it may be boiled. 
Cotton, molafles, or grain, after feparating whatever had defiled 
it, muft be fprinkled with water.. Gold, filver, flone, vegetables, 
filk, and whatever grows in the earth, are purified by being wafhed 
in water. . If they have been defiled by unclean oil, they muft 
be wafhed in hot water. Wooden vefTels if touched by a chundal, 
cannot be purified by any means. But it they are touched by 
any other unclean thing, or by a Sooder, they may be purified 
by fcrapping.,. The fame rule, is to be obferved for veflels of 
bone or horn-. Any flone VefTel that has been defiled,*, after being 
wafhed muft be buried for feven^ days. A fieve, or a peflle and 
mortar, is purified by : being, fprinkled with water. An earthen, 
veffel is purified by being heated in the fire. The earth is clean-- 
fed by fweeping, or by wafhing, or by lighting a fire upon it : • 
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or if a cow lies down upon it, or walks over it, or in time it will purify 
itfelf. If a cow touches any food with her mouth, or a hair, a fly, or 
any other infeft falls therein, it is purified by afhes or water. If 
it is defiled by any filth falling off his own body, he muft wafh 
it with water, or fcour it with earth, till it is perfe&ly clean. If 
he defiles himfelf in the upper parts of the body, excepting the 
hands, he muft fcour himfelf with earth, and bathe. If he 
defiles himfelf in the lower parts, he is purified by wafhing the 
parts. If he is defiled by drinking wine, or by having connec- 
tion with an impure woman, or by any human excrement, he 
is purified by wafhing, fcouring with earth, and wafhing again, 
if below the navel ; but if it happens above the navel, then af- 
ter the fecond wafhing, he muft anoint the parts with ghee, cow's 
milk, and curds, and cow's dung and urine, and he muft alfb 
drink three handfuls of river water. If he is defiled by the 
touch of a wafherman, or a dealer in leather, or an executioner, 
or a hunter, or a fifherman, or an oilman, or a tame hog, he 
is purified by water alone. But if he touches an unclean woman, 
a fweeper, a finner, a corpfe, a dog, afs, cat, crow, cock, or hen, 
or a moufe, or a camel, or is defiled by the fmoke of a corpfe 
that is burning; or by the dull fhaken off' an afs, dog, fheep, or 
goat, he muft go into water with his cloaths on, look at the fun, 
and repeat fome particular prayers. If he touches human fat or 
bone, he muft bathe with his cloaths on ; or drink three hand- 
fuls of water; or look at the fun; or put his hand upon a cow. 
If he is foiled with the blood of clean animals, he is purified by fcour- 
ing himfelf with earth and water. If a garment of wool or filk, 
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is polluted by fuch things as would require a man, if touched, 
to bathe, it is purified by the wind or funfliine. 

IMPROPER DRESS. 

It is reckoned indecent for a Brahmin, a Kehteree, or a Byfs,. 
to wear any part of their drefs of blue, unlefs it be of (ilk or 
wool. Excepting a Brahminee at night; and a Kehter^e woman, 
whilft a bride, pr at a feaft, and a Byfs woman when performing 
Sheradh. But they all take it off during meals. 

FORBIDDEN FOOD, 

Human flefh, beef, horfe-flefh, houfe fowls, parrots, Shahrukh, 
pigeons, owl, vulture, camelion, Kirdaneh, Sarefs, Pepeeheh, 
water-fowl, frogs, fnakes, mungoofe, and all animals whofe claws 
• are joined together. All tame animals, excepting goat, red water- 
fowl, heron, dried flefh, the five kinds of Rohoo fiflv all earnive- 
rous animals, camel, elephant, rhinoceros, monkey, worms of all 
kinds, camels and mares milk ; and the milk of all animals with 
parted hoofs ;"the milk of wild animals, and the milk of a cow 
for thirteen days after calving. The milk of a cow whofe calf 
has died, till (he has another; garlick, carrots, onions, grain 
that has grown in unclean ground; grain that has been touched by 
the foot of a man, or by the hand of an unclean woman. Any 
thing that comes from the houfe of an adulterefs, or a thief, or of a 
carpenter, or of an ufurer, or of a blackfmith, or of apoliflier of metals, 
orofagoldfmith, or ofawaflierman, or of an executioner, or of a dealer 
Vol. III. I i in 
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<in leather, or. of a publick finger or dancer, or of one who 
fells arm;, or of a difliller, or of aphyfirian, or of a furgeon, or 
from the houfe of an hunter, or an eunuch. Neither is it 
lawful to eat any tiling that has been dreffed for the Dewtahs. 
Nor the food, nor leavings of any perfon who is mourning for a 
relation, nor the food of an irreligious woman, or of a great fin- 
ner. Cheefe, and every thing of that kind that is made of milk, is 
alfo forbidden : and whatever is dreffed without water or oil ; and 
any thing dreffed over night ; or any food that is defiled, andunpurified. 

Neither is it allowable to eat before performing fome ceremo^ 
nies, which will be now defcribed. 

The Manner ^DRESSING FOOD, and the Ceremonies to be 

obferved before Meals. 

Every time before cooking, if it be in the houfe, the ground 
and part of the wall mufl be plaflered with cow-dung and earth. If 
it be abroad, then as much ground as will contain all the cooking 
utenfils, mufl be plaflered in the fame manner. No perfon, but the 
cook, mufl enter this place. The cook firft bathes himfelf, then 
puts on a Dhowtee, and covers his head. If a piece of paper, a 
dirty rag, or any other filthy thing, falls upon the ground, which 
has been fpread with cow-dung and earth, the food is fpoilt. He 
mufl then begin again, by plaflering the ground a-frefh with cow- 
dung and earth. The cook mufl be either a woman, or a Brahmin, 
who makes it his particular bufinefs, or a relation ; unlefs the maf- 
ter of the family cooks himfelf. 

Be- 
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Before eating they plailer the ground with cow-dung and earth. 
They never fpread any covering over the ground^ but may fit up- • 
on a plank* or a- ftooL 

The following ceremonies muft always be performed before 
meals, i, Hearing fome part of the Bedes. 2, Sprinkling water, 
as a libatioir for their anceftors* 3, Prefenting fome of the food to 
their idol. 4, Throwing a little food upon the ground, as an offering , 
to the Dewtahs. 5, Giving fome part to the poor. When thefe 
ceremonies are concluded, the* children eat firft, then the mans. re- 
lations, and laft of all himfelf. Two cannot eat out of one difh, 
not even infants. Only the cook can ferve up the visuals. He 
eats after all have done. For drinking, every one has alfo a fepa- 
rate cup. Formerly a Brahmin would eat at the houfe of a Kehte- 
ree or a Byfs, and they were alfo allowed to eat at his. But fihce 
the commencement of the Cal Jowg, no one will eat but in the houfe 
of his -own particular caff; Formerly they ufed for their plates and 
difhes the leaves oFtrees, as well as gold; filver, brafs, and roeyeen, 
and would not ufe copper, earthen ware, or ftone. Now they re- 
ftifc to eat out of a broken dilh, or from off the leaves of Peepul, 
or Akh. They account it improper to eat more than once in. a « 
day t and once in a night. 



Of their FASTS. 

The frjl kindl When they neither eat nor drink, for a day 
and night. There are twenty-nine fuch fafts in the courfe oF 

the 
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the year, that are indifpenfable, viz. the two AkadufTys and Dua- 
duffyi of every month, Sewrat, Chutterduffy Suckulputch of Byfakh, 
which is the anniverfary of the birth of Nerfingh. The Tertya 
Suckulputch of Byfakh, or the nativity of Purriftiram. The 
ninth of the Suckulputch of Cheyte, the nativity of Ram. Alhtoo- 
mee Kifhenputch of Sawen, the nativity of Kiflien. Some, at 
thefe times, abftain from eating grain, or from fome particular 
kinds only. 

Thefecond kind. He fafts during the day, and eats at night. 

The third kind. He eats nothing but fruits, and drinks milk or 
water. 

The fourth kind. He eats once during the day and nighu 

The fifth hind. He eats only one particular kind of food, 
during the day and night; but as often as he pleafes. 

The Jixth kind. Chanderayin, which has been defcribed. 

» 

Tlx feventh kind, He neither eats nor drinks for twelve days. 

The eighth hind. This lafts twelve days. The firft three days, 
he eats a little, once in a day. The next three days, he eats 
only once in the night. The next three days, he never eats 
any thing, unlefs it is brought to him. And during the laft three 
days, he neither eats nor drinks. 

The 
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The ninth kind* This lafts fifteen days, after the follow- 
ing manner. For three days and nights, he eats only one hand- 
ful at night. For the next three days and nights, if any one 
gives him fuch an handful, he eats it, otherwife he does not take 
any fuftenance. Then he eats nothing for three days and nights. 
The next three days and nights, he takes only a handful of 
warm water each day. The next three days and nights, a hand- 
ful of warm milk each day. 

The tenth kind. For three days and nights, he neither eats 
nor drinks. He lights a fire, and fits at a door where there 
enters a hot wind, which he draws in with his breath. 

The eleventh kind. This alfa lafts fifteen days, thus. Three days 
and nights, he eats nothing but leaves. Three days and nights, 
nothing but the Indian fig. Three days and nights, nothing 
but the feed of the lotus. Three days and nights, nothing 
but Peepul leaves. Three days and nights, the exprefled juice 
of a particular kind of grafs called Doobah. 

The twelfth hind. The following is his regimen for a week, 
l day, milk. 2, Milk-curds. 3, Ghee. 4, Cow's urine. 5, Cow's 
•dung* 6, Water. 7, Nothing. 

During every kind of faft, he abftains from flefh, adefs, lubya, ho- 
ney, and molafles ; fleeps on the ground; plays not at any game ; has 
no connexion with woman; anoints not himfelf with oil; neither 

(haves; 
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(haves; and every day he beftows charity, and performs other 
good a&ions.

Thiy reckon thefe of feven degrees. 

SINS of the Jirjl DEGREE.. 

Killing a Brahmin. 2, Inceft with his mother, 3, Drink- 
ing fpirituous liquors, excepting the Sooder, with whom fome< 
kinds is not unlawful. There are three kinds of fpirits ; that dif- 
tilled from rice or other grain; what is obtained from fruits or 
berries; and what is made from molaffes and other fleets; 
The three are forbidden to the Brahmin, but the Kehteree, and • 
Byfs are only prohibited from the two firft. 4, Stealing ten 
mafliahs of gold. 5, Not making expiation for either of 4 theft 
fins for a year. 

SINS of the fecond DEGRE E. 

Lying concerning caft. Speaking reproachfully of any one" 
to the king. Giving the lie to his tutor. Committing inccft with • 
his filter. Ravifliing a virgin. Committing adultery with a fweeper, . 
a dancing. girl, a fifherman's wife, or a friend's wife, or with a 
daughter-in-law. Forgetting the Bedes. Giving falfe evidence. 
Selling a relation. Eating any thing that is unlawful. Breach 
of truft. Stealing a man, a horfe, jewels, or filver. Getting poffef- 
fion of land by fraudulent means. 

SINS 
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SINS of the third DEGREE. 

Killing a cow. Committing adultery with any women that 
are not prohibited in the firft and fecond degree. Theft. Killing a 
a woman, or a Kehteree, Byfs, or Sooder. Pra&ifing magick. 
Committing oppreflion. Exatting illegal fines. Being a pimp in 
any degree. Being a proftitutc. Treating with difrefpeft his tutor 
or parents. Ufury. A Brahmin or Kehteree trading, unlefs they 
do it through neceflity: but then he may not deal in the 
following articles ; oil, fait, fweetmeats, drefled food, fefam£ 
feed, red cloths, hempen or linen, or woollen cloths, fruits, me- 
dicines, arms, poifon, flefh, perfumes, milk, honey, milk-curds, 
wine, indigo, lack, grafs, or water: nor any thing made of 
leather. But on no pretence (hall he negleft to perform Juggen 
to the Dewtahs, and reading the Bedes with his fpiritual guide. 

Other fins of the third degree are, neglefting to put on the Zjcnar 
at the proper age j refufing afliftance to his relations in a manner 
befitting his circumftances j felling his wife, fon, garden, or pond. 
Digging out of the earth any plant that he has not occafion for; 
reading books of any other religion. If a Brahmin enters into 
fervice, he fins in this degree. Alfo the younger brother mar- 
rying before the elder, is accounted a fin of the third degree.

Dissimulation. Sodomy. Injuring a Brahmin. Smelling 
at wine, urine, or dung.

Killing any of the following animals ; an elephant, horfe, 
camel, ' k deer, fheep, goat, buffaloe, neelghaw, and alfo fifli.

A Byfs dealing in any of the articles 
prohibited to a Brahmin or Kehteree in the former degree. Ly- 
ing.

Eating out of the hand, or 
velTel of a wine-bibber. 

SINS of the feventh DEGREE. 
Stealing fruits, flowers, or firewood. 

And for each Sin, there is a particular expiation. 

They fay, that whofoever kills a Brahmin will tranfmigrate into 
a deer, dog, camel, or hog ; after which he will again become a 
man; but he will always be lickly, and die of a violent diftemper. 
The only way to avoid this, is to tear off his flefh by degrees, and 
throw it into the fire. To quit his family for twelve years, and beg 
with a human fkull in his hand, confefling his wickednefs at every 
door. This is provided he killed him by accident; but if the mur- 
der was wilful, he mud perform this penance for twenty-four yeari* 



OUT- 
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These are innumerable; but the twelve following are accounted 
theworft, 1, Kerowd, being under the influence of anger. 2,Lowbh, 
infatiable avarice. 3, Dooweekh* malice. 4, Rag, delighting in 
worldly pleafures. 5, Man, pride. 6, Mozvk, ignorance. 7, Mud, be- 
ing intoxicated with liquor, riches, youth, power, or knowledge. 8, 
Shewk> affliaion at the lofs of riches, or reputation, or for the ab- 
fence of friends, g, Mvmuttoo, confidering the things of this world 
as his own. 10, Ahenkar, felf love. 11, Bhie, fearing any but God.

It is the endeavour of all men who have a proper fenfe of the 
Almighty, to get free from thefe twelve human imperfe&ions, and 
render themfelves worthy of his divine blefling. Some fay that all 
evil a&ions may be comprifed under ten heads; of which number 
the three following vitiate the heart: 1 , Adopting the evil fenti- 
ments of another. 2, Evil inclination. 3, Thinking ill cf God's 
elect. Three corrupt the body, viz. 1, Seizing another's property. 
2, Diftreffing the innocent. 3, Adultery. And four ..pollute the 
tongue, i,Abufe; 2, Lying; 3, Slander; 4, Impertinence. 

Oh Lord defend us from thefe offences, and fhower down thy 
mercy upon us. 

Places dedicated to divine Worship. 

The enlightened part of mankind, are fenfible that true righte- 
oufnefs is an upright heart ; and believe that God can only be wor- 
Vol. III. K k fhipped 
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(hipped in holinefs of fpirit. But priefts, who know the weaknefs 
of vulgar minds, have found it neceffary to engage their imagina- 
tion by the contemplation of vifible objects. With this view they 
have declared particular places holy, and enjoined pilgrimages ; 
which ferve as a means of profefhng their faith; and the promife of 
future reward, make men perform the journey with enthufiaftic 
chearfulnefs. 

They are of four kinds. Thejirjl, called Dive, are dedicated to 
Brahma, Bifhen, and Mahadeo. Of thefe the principal, are the fol- 
lowing twenty-feven rivers, l, Ganges. 2, Serfooty. 3, Jumna. 
4, Nerbudda. 5, Beypaffa, commonly called Beyali. 6, Buttiftah, 
vulg. Behet. 7, Kowfhekee, nearRohtafs in Penjah; and part of it 
goes to the weft quarter of Ghurhee. 8, Nundawuttee. 9, Chun- 
-derbhaka, vulg. Chinab. 10, Seryoo, vulg. Sirow. 11, Suttewlee. 
1 2, Tapee, vulg. Tipenee ; Burhampoor is upon its banks. 13, Pur- 
rawuttee. 14, Paflawuttee. 15, Goomtee, near Dewarka. 16, Gundn- 
kee; Sultanpoor, and the Soubah of Qwdh are upon its banks. 17, 
Bahode. 18, Deeka. 19, Gowdaweree; Putten in the Dekhan, 
{lands in its banks. 20, Tamifpermee, in the extremity of the De- 
khan; it produces pearls. 21, Chirmenowtee. 22, Owrna, near 
Benaris. 23, Irawuttee, vulg. Rawee ; Lahore is upon its banks. 
24, Sutdduroo; Ledyaneh is upon its banks. 25, Bheemruthee, alfo 
called Bheema, is in the Dekhan. 26, Pernafowna. 27, Bokhra; 
is in the Dekhan. 28, Atchmeeya. Some include the river Sind (or 
Xndus). Each of thefe rivers being dedicated to one of the Dew- 
tahs, has particular properties afcribed to it. There are alfo many 

places 
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places upon the banks of thefe rivers that are held facred, amongft 
which is the town of Sowroon, on the banks of the Ganges ; whi- 
ther multitudes refort on the 12th of Aghun. 

Cities that are called Dive, from being dedicated to Brahma, 

Bishen, or Mahadeo. 

Kashee, vugl. Benaris. The city, and round it for five cofe, i* 
held facred. Pilgrimages are made to it throughout the year ; but 
on Sewrat multitudes flock there from great diftances. It is confi- 
dered very fortunate to die here. The Hindoos fay, that there are 
feveral kinds of Muckut, viz. Salookee, palfing immediately through 
Paradife to Kylafs. They fay, that after a man has enjoyed Paradife, 
he will return into this world, and after undergoing various tranfmi- 
grations, he will at laft proceed from Paradife to Kylafs, from whence 
he will never return. Samccpcc, is when a man in return for his 
rightcoufnefs, after breaking the elementary bonds, is admitted in- 
to the fervice of Gods eleft, and never returns to this world. Saw- 
yej % when having patted through all the degrees of rewards and 
punifhments, he obtains immortal felicity, or the enjoyment of 
Muckut. 

AjeWdheya, vugl. Owdli. It is held facred ground, to the dis- 
tance of forty cofe north, and twenty cofe fouth. It is a place of 
great refort on the ninth Suckulputch of Cheyte. 

Ownitka, vugl. Owjein; all round it for two cofe, is eftcemed 
holy. On the Sewrat great numbers of people affemble here. 

Kan- 
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Kantee, in the Dekhan; all round it for twenty cofe is account- 
ed holy. On the eighth of every Hindoo month, that falls on a 
Tuefday, this is a place of great religious refort. 

Mehtra. All round for the distance of forty-eight cofe is held 
holy. The place was held facred before the birth of Kifhen. The 
grand days at this place are the 23d of Bhadun, and 15th of Ka- 
tick. 

Dowarka. The country for forty cofe in length, and twenty 
cofe in breadth, is efteemed holy. Pilgrimages are made thither on 
the feafts of Dtwalcc. 

Maya, vulg. Herdewar, on the banks of the Ganges, for eighteen 
cofe in length is confidered holy. Great numbers of pilgrims 
come here on the 10th of Cheyte. 

Th e above fcven Cities are called the feven Lowpree. 

Pyag, now called Illahabafs; all round for twenty cofe, is efteem- 
ed holy. They fay, that when a man dies at this place, whatever 
he wifhes for, he will obtain in his next regeneration. Although 
they believe that filicide in general will be punifhed with torments 
hereafter, yet they confider it meritorious for a man to kill himfelf 
here. This place is vifited by the devout, throughout the year ; 
but more efpecially in the month of Maugh. 

NuGGER- 
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NuocfiPlKOTE. Round for eight cofe is accounted holy. Great 
multitudes of pilgrims aflemble here on the 8th of Sawun, and 

Cheyte Suckulputch. 

Cashmeer, is alfo efteemed holy land, being dedicated to Ma- 
hadeo ; and fome parts are efteemed peculiarly facred. 

Religions places of the fecond rank, called AJbor, are dedi- 
cated to the race of Dyte. Thefe on many occafions unite with 
the Dewtahs, but the latter are purer. The Dyte are the fource 
of turn (anger), and affume hideous forms. Their temples are 
placed in Patall. 

Religious places of the third rank, called Arhh, are dedicated 
to the Rchkehfer. Thefe are virtuous men, who are rewarded 
with high rank near the throne of God. Their temples are 
very numerous, and amongft them are Neemkhar, Phoker, and 
Khowfhub in Budderee. 

Religious places of the fourth rani, called Manook, who are 
virtuous men, a degree inferior to the Rehkhefr. Thefe have alfo 
many temples, amongft which are Koorkeyte and forty cofe round 
it. Multitudes aflemBle here during eclipfes of the fun and moon. 

There are certain rules laid down for each pilgrimage; 
and various rewards are promifed to thofe who perform them. 

O THOU, 
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O thou, who feekeft after knowledge, learn a leflbn from* 
thefe fables! Every atom of the creation, is a fublime temple, 
which the Deity hath ere&ed, that human imagination may not 
w r ander in vain purfuits. 

Of MARRIAGES. 

The Hindoos have eight kinds. 1, Brahmee. The virgin's^ 
father, or her neareft male relation, goes and brings the bride- 
groom to the houfe where {he dwells, and makes preparation for the 
marriage. Then the girls grandfather, or her brother, or any 
other male relation, or her mother, faith before the company, 
" I have betrothed fuch a woman to fuch a man." And the 
man gives his confent in the prefence of the fame people. Then 
they perform the Howm, and both parties declare that they have 
not any bodily imperfe^ion, or infanity of mind. After this 
one of the girls female relations wafhes the feet of the bride and- 
bridegroom. Next the bride and bridegroom mark themfelves with a 
Khufhkeh. There are placed in the middle of the afTembly three 
veflels, one containing rice, one curds, and the other honey, which, 
after performing certain prayers, are given to the bride and bride- 
groom to eat. When all this is done, the couple are drefTed out, and 
carried to a corner, where they fit with a curtain between them , 
The father of the woman, with all his fons, look towards the eaft, 
whilft a Brahmin repeats fome prayers, after which he gives the bride 
and bridegroom fome rice^ and five beetle-nuts each. Then the cur- 
tain is drawn up, and the bride and bridegroom throw the rice and 
beetle-nut upon each other. The Brahmin now puts the wo- 
man's 
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man's hands into the mans, and after repeating a prayer, fepa- 
rates them, and then ties together the hands of each with a 
flight thread. Then the brides father takes hold of her hands, 
and gives her away to the bridegroom, faying, " May there 
" always be a partnerfhip between you, and may it produce be- 
" nevolence and fatisfa&ion." To conclude, they light a fire 
and carry the couple round it feven times, which ceremoney 
makes them man and wife ; and till this is performed, it is al- 
lowable to break off the match. 2, Dive, At a Juggen, all 
kinds of things are beftowed in charity, at the fame time a virgin 
is given to a Brahmin; and this is their marriage ceremony. 3, 
Arjh % is when a virgin is given in exchange for a cow and a bull, 
which ceremony completes their marriage. 4, Rajeputty, is when 
a virgin is married with the ceremonies of Brahmee, during the 
performance of a Juggen. 5, AJfur, is when a large fum of 
money is given to the girl's family by the bridegroom ; and which 
conftitutes their marriage. 6, Khandhir, is when they marry 
from mutual affeftion. 7, Rakjh, is when any one takes away a 
man's daughter by force to his own houfe, and marries her 
there. 8, Pyfliatch* is when a man is obliged by law to marry 
a girl whom he has ravifhed. 

Of thefe eight kinds of marriage, the four firft are entered into 
only by Brahmins. The fifth is peculiar to the Byfs and Sooder. 
The fixth and feventh for a Kehteree. The eighth is held dif- 
■graceful by all. 

The 
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The Brahmins never give any dower to their wives. In the for- 
mer Jowgs a Brahmin ufed to marry out of all the tribes; but it 
was not lawful for any one of the others to wed a Brahminee, nei- 
ther were fuperiors and inferiors permitted to iqtermarry. But 
now no one choofes to marry out of his own tribe ; and even the 
different branches of each marry only amongft themfelves. 

There are various tribes of Brahmins, but thofe moll efteemed 
are defendants of the feven Rehkehfir y viz. Kufhp, Ater, Bhirde- 
waj, Bifhwametre, Gowtum, Ungera, and Pulleftee. Each of thefe 
have many branches, and the defcendants of each of the feven 
original iiocks are called Kull and Gowtir. A man and a 
woman of the fame Gowtir, may not marry together, if their 
relationfhip be ever fo diftant. 

The Kehteree, Byfs and Sooder, are each obliged to employ 
a Brahmin of one of the above feven Gozutirs, to perform their 
marriage and other ceremonies; and a Brahmin fo officiating 
is called Purrowhit. It is not lawful for a man and woman 
to marry, whofe Purrowhits are both belonging to one Kull or Goza- 
tir. Upon marriage, the woman quits her family's Gowtir, and gees 
into that of her hufband. A younger brother cannot marry 
before his elder. They do not hold it commendable for the 
bride to be younger than eight, nor older than ten years. Tweiy- 
ty-five years they reckon the prof ereft age for the man, aijd 
think it a folly for any one to marry after fifty. Excepting a 
Prince, it is not thought right for a man to have more than 

one 
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one wife, unlefs {he proves fickly or barren, or her children die 
in their infancy, In thefe cafes, he may marry ten wives; but 
if the tenth prove exceptionable, he may not marry any more, 
If the firft wife is unexceptionable, and yet he wants to marry an- 
other, he is obliged to give the firft wife one third of his eflate. 

It was formerly the cuftom, that when any Rajah wanted to 
difpofe of his daughter in marriage, he invited all the neigh- 
bouring Princes to a feaft, at which his daughter made her 
appearance, and upon whomfoever fhe fixed her choice, fhe 
put round his neck a firing of pearl. This ceremony was call- 
ed Sozvycmbir.

Singhar, fignifies to ornament. Man is ornamented by twelve 
things. 1, Trimming the beard. 2, Cleanfing the body by 
ablution.

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drefles reach below the ends of the fingers, and others come 
only to the elbow. Moftly they wear a Pei/hwaz, without 
any (hirt, and which is called Ungeeah. Inftead of drawers, fome 
put on a Lengha, which is a Lozvngee ftitched on both fides, and 
fafiene d with a belt. It is alfo made after various other forms. 
Some have a Dunddeya, which is a long Iheet worn over the 
Lengha ; part of it is thrown over the head, and one end fallens 
round the waift. They alfo fometimes wear veils, and long drawers. 
7, The Kujhkeh. Some, befides the Kufhkeh, ornamented the fore- 
head with jewels. 8, Lamp-black, with which they make a beauti- 
ful colly rium. 9, Ear-rings. 10, Npfe jewels. 11, Necklace. 12, 
A firing of flowers, or pearl, hanging from the neck. 13, Staining 
the hands.

Scijphool, a flower refembling the marigold, made of gold, and 
worn on the head. Mang 9 an ornament worn upon the parting of 
the hair of the head. Gowtbilladudir* is an ornament for the fore- 
head, confiding of five (hort points, and a long one. Sthra, feven 
ftrings of pearl, or more, interfperfed with natural flowers. This is 
fattened to the forehead, and covers the face. It is chiefly worn 
at marriages, and by a mother on the birth of a fon. Teeka, a jewel 
in the fliape of a crefcent, which is worn upon the forehead. 
Bindeke, a round piece of gold fmaller than a mohur, which is 
worn upon the forehead. Khuntehla, an ear-ring of a conical form. 
KurrcnphooU an ear-ring refembling a rofe. Decrbutcha, another

kind of ear-ring, Peepulputty, fmall crefcents, nine, or more, of 
which are worn in each ear. Bailee Chumpalullee, a fmall golden 
rofe, worn on the thick part of the ear. Mowrbhenzuir, an ear-ring 
in the fhape of a peacock. Beyjer, a kind of nofe jewel. Phoolec, 
refcmbles a rofebud with a ftalk, and is worn in the nofe. Lovmg % 
is a golden clove, which is worn in the nofe. Nut t k> a gold ring, 
upon which are a ruby and two pearls, or other jewels ; it is worn 
in the nofe. Godlooband, a necklace, confiding of five or feven 
firings of very fmall gold rofes. Har, a firing of pearls, and flowers 
hanging from the neck. Hans* a collar. Kunguv^ a bracelet. 
Gujreh, a bracelet of pearls and gold, jfewee, five gold barley corn 
ftrung upon filk, and worn round the wrifts. Choor, another kind 
of bracelet. Bahoo % a fmall kind of bracelet. Chooreen, another 
very fmall kind of bracelet ; feven of which are worn round each 
wrift. Bazoobund, ornaments for the arms. Taar, a hollow 
ring, worn upon the arms. Ungoothce, rings, which are of various 
forms. Choodirghunta, gold bells, ftrung upon filver wire, and 
worn round the waift. Kutmchhla % a gold belt. Jeeher % three gold 
rings for each ancle. Choora, two half circles made of gold, which 
join round the leg. Doondnhee, like the Choora, but ornamented 
with engravings. MuJfowree % differs from the Doondnhee in nothing 
but the engraving. Payil % rings worn round the ancles. Ghoong- 
too, little gold bells ftrung upon filk, which are worn about the an- 
cles, between the Jeeher and Payil. Bank, ornaments for the top 
of the foot, and which are either fquare or triangular. Beetcheva, 
toe rings, half a golden ball. Unwut, is a ring worn upon the 
great toe. 

The 
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The jewels above defcrrbed are made either plain, or ornament- 
ed with jewels; and are of various famions.. The Hindoo gold- 

fmiLhs are fuch exquifite workmen, that fometimes they charge a 
gold mohur for working a tolah of gold. His majefty has point- 
ed out to them many improvements.. 

- 

WORK M E N. 
The jewellers of other countries- fallen jewels in the fettings, 
with lack ; but thofe of Hindoftan make ufe of a kind of gold 
which they call Kurden, and which is fo malleable, that the ftory 
of Parvez's gold which he could mould with his hand like wax,, 
feems credible. It is prepared by ft ratifying very thin plates of gold 
with field cow-dung, and a particular kind of fait called Sambhir, 
when it is put into a fire of cow-dung, which is fuffered to expire. 
And thefe operations are repeated till the gold is fufficiently refin- 
ed. When it is thought to be quite pure, it is put into an earth- 
en vefiel, with lime juice, or fome other acid, and placed in the 
fire. After this, it is wound round a ftick, and if it is not fuffici- 
ently duflile, the Gratifications are repeated. The goldfmith firft 
puts a little lack into the focket, and over it a piece of this Kurden 
gold. Then he prefTes down the ftone upon the gold, and faftens 
the ends over the fides ; which fixes the ftone fo faft, that there is 
no danger of its falling out. A goldfmith charges fixty-four 
dams for making a tolah of this Kurden. 

Zcrnrjhan. He enlays with gold, filver, cryftal, cornelians, or 
fteel. For every tolah of gold that is expended he charges 2| to- 
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liahs. If he enlays ivory, fiftfs teeth, or horn, with filver, he charges 
twice the quantity that is expended* 

Koftgur. He enlays with gold and filver, in a manner that fome- 
what refembles a file. For a tolah of gold, he charges one hun- 
dred dams; for a tolah of filver fixty dams. This is chiefly ufed 
for ornamenting arms.. 

Mienakar, enamels cups, flaggons, rings, Sec. He firft lays on 
the colour, and after enamelling, puts the metal into the fire two 
or three times. For a tolah of gold that he enamels,, he charges- 
fixteen dams, and for a tolah of filver feven dams. 

Sadehkar, a plain worker in gold or filver. For one tolah of 
gold five dams and half; and for a tolah of filver two dams. 

Subkekhar, pierced worker ; he is paid double the price of the 
Sadehkar. 

Mimtbbdkar, raifes flowers, &e. By means of a (lamp. For a to*- 
Iah of gold one dam. 

Hcremkar, enlays with little grains; of gold. For one tolah of 
gold one rupee; and for a tolah of filver half a, rupee* 

SctmbafU makes gold ot filver lace, which is ufed for fword belts,, 
&c. For working one tolah of gold twenty-four dams; and for 
one tolah of filver fixteen dams* 

Sezoadkhar,, 
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SwnAhhyrr, fills with Rrtt\nA. or Mark varnifh. encrravimrs unon 

gold or filver, and polifhes the ground. The black varnifli is a 
compofition of tutty, filver, lead, copper, and brimftone. For fine 
work, he charges two rupees for a tolah weight of the thing var- 
nifhed. 

Zirhowb, makes gold and filver plates . 

There are alfo (lone engravers, lapidaries, founders, and other 
artifts, whofe excellencies cannot be defcribed here. 

CEREMONIES on the BIRTH of a CHILD. 

Immediately upon the birth of a child, the father bathes him- 
felf in cold water, makes offerings to the Dewtahs, and the She- 
radh for his anceflors. After which, he ftirs with a gold ring fome 
honey and ghee, which he puts into the mouth of the infant. 
Then the midwife cuts the child's navel firing, when the ui.ole fa- 
mi.'y become unclean. Whilft they continue in this ftate, they ab- 
flain from performing the Howm, worfhipping the Dewtahs, read- 
ing the Gayteree, and all other ceremonies j confining them felves 
to inward remembrances of the Deity. If the child's father is a 
Erahmin, all who are related to him, as far as the fourtl: degree of 
confanguinity, are unclean for ten days. The relations in the fifth 
degree, for fix days ; thofe of the fixth degree, for four davs ; thofe 
of the feventh degree, for three days ; thofe of the eighth degree, 
for one day and one night ; thofe of the ninth degree, for four 

pehrs. 
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pehrs. And at the expiration of the above prefcribed periods, they 
are cleanfed by ablutions. If the father is a Kehteree, the family 
are unclean for twelve days, and if a Byfs, or Sooder, fifteen days. 
The inferior branches of Sooder, are unclean for thirty days. Du- 
ring this time ftrangers will not eat in their houfes. This ftate is 
called Sewtuck. But a prince is not fubjeft to this uncleanuefs, nor 
any of his attendants; nor a phyfician; nor a cook; but on the 
fixth day they perform fome religious ceremonies, and make re- 
joicings, and walh the mother and child. 

The next day after the expiration of the Sewtuck , they name 
the c hild, and draw his horofcope, to which one of the letters of 
his name mud have fome affinity. This name never confifts of 
more than four letters. At the commencement of the fourth month, 
they place the child in the fun; before that time he is never car- 
ried out of the houfe. The fifth month, they bore his right ear. 
The fixth month, if it is a boy, they place round him various kinds 
of food, and let him eat whatever he choofes. If it is a girl, this 
ceremony is delayed till the feventh month. When the child is a 
year old, they fhave his head. Some delay this till the third, and 
others till the fifth year. On the fifth year, they make rejoicings, 
and put the child to fchool. They always celebrate his birth-day, 
and every year make a knot on a thread of filk. For every one of 
thefe occafions, they have particular ceremonies and rejoicings.

In the month of Byfakh. i, Ttej y the third Tit,h of Suckul- 
putch, the birth of Purriftiram. 2, Suthmee^ the eighth Tit,h. 
3, Chutterdujfy, the fourteenth Tit,h, the birth of Nirfingh. 4, 
Amavust the thirtieth Tit,h. 

In the month of Jeyte, i, Chuttertjhcc, the fourth Tit,h. 2, Dujf- 
meen, the tenth Tit,h. This day they call Dujfcreh. 

In the month of AITar, the feventh, eighth, and eleventh Tit,hs ; 
and according to fome the fifteenth alfo. 

In the month of Sawun, 1, Poorumajfce. 2, The eleventh Tit,h 
of Suckulputch, which with the Brahmins is the greateft feftival 
throughout the year. On this day they wear round their wrifts the 
Rackhee, which is a thread, fometimes ornamented with pearls. 
g, { The fifth Tit,h of Suckulputch. 

In 
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In the month of Bhadun. The fourth, fifth, fixth, and twenty- 
third Tit,hs. The laft is the birth of Kiflien. Others place this event 
on the feventh of Sawun. 

In the month of Affua. The firft nine nights, which they ac- 
count very holy; together with the tenth Tit,h, which they alfo call 
Dehfcreh. This is the vulgar reckoning ; but in their books the 
Dehfereh is placed in the month of Jeyte; and this feftival is there 
called Btyjy Dyffinccn. They drefs themfelves out on this day, and 
wear on their heads green barley. On this day every mechanick 
worfhips his tools, which he conftders a great ceremony. This is 
the greateft holiday for the Kehteree. Others add to the forego- 
ing feftivals, the SeradA, or Kivnnagut, on the fifteenth Tit,h of Ki- 
fhenputch. During all thefe fifteen days they beftow charity. 

In the month of Katick. Purwa. 1 his they call Bui Raj, and 
account it a great feftival. On this day they drefs out their cattle. 
The fecond, ninth, eleventh, twelfth, and thirtieth Tit,hs are alfo 
feftivals. The laft is the Dewalec, which, like the Shed Berat of the 
Mohammedans, is celebrated with illuminations. It begins on the 
29th, which night they reckon lucky for many undertakings, and 
for playing at dice. This is the greateft Byfs feftival. 

In the month of Aghun. The third, feventh, eighth, and 
ninth Tit,hs. 

In the month of Poos. The eighth of Suckulputch.

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In the month of Maug. The third, fourth, fifth, and feventh 
Tit.hs. The fifth they call Buffiint. It is the commencement of 
fpring, and they celebrate it with great rejoicings ; throwing at one 
another different coloured powders, and finging. In ancient books, 
the feventh Tit,h is accounted the greateft feftival in this month. 

In the month of Phagun. The eleventh Tit.h of Suckulputch, 
which they call Hoolee. It begins properly on the thirteenth, and 
continues till the feventeenth. It is a feafon of great merriment, 
which is much increafed by throwing at one another powders of 
different colours. On the laft night, they light fires, and throw in- 
to them various things. This is a Sooder feftival. The twenty- 
ninth day and night of this month, they call Sezorat. They keep 
awake all night, and account it lucky for particular undertakings. 

The Brahmins have alfo the following holidays in every month. 
1, Aflitomeen ; 2, Chowturdufiy ; 3, PoorunmafTee ; 4, Amavus j 
5, Sunkerant ; which is the day when the fun moves from one fign 
into another. 

The CEREMONIES -with the DEAD. 

When a man is fo ill that his life is defpaired of, they take him 
from off his bed, and place him upon the ground; {have his head, 
and wafh his body. The Brahmins repeat certain prayers over 
him, and his family beftow charity. Then they plafter the ground 
with cow-dung, and ftrew it over with green grafs. After which 
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they Jay him down to fleep upon the grafs upon his back, with 
his head towards the north,, and his feet towards the fouth ; or if 
a river or tank be near, they carry him there, and place him up 
to his middle in water. When his diflblution approaches, they 
put into his mouth Ganges water, gold, ruby, diamond, and pearl, 
and place upon his breaft a Tulfy-leaf, which the Hindoos efleem 
holy ; and make a Kufhkeh upon his forehead with a particular 
kind of earth. They alfo give away a cow. When he expires, 
his fon, his younger brother, his fcholar, and particular friends, 
{have their heads and beards: fome defer it till the tenth day. 
Then they drefs the corpfe in a dhowtce, and a winding fheet. If 
a woman dies during the li e of her hufband, they do not (have 
her head, but drefs her in her ordinary cloaths. The corpfe is 
carried to the fide of the river, and laid upon a pile of Palafs 
wood. A Brahmin then repeats fome prayers, and pours fome 
ghee into the mouth of the deceafed, and puts fmall grains of gold 
into his eyes, nofe, ears and other, apertures. If the deceafed 
leaves a fon, he fets fire to the pile, otherwife his younger brother, 
or alfo his elder brother. All his wives embrace the corpfe, and 
notwithftanding their relations advile them againft it, expire in the 
flames with the greateft chearfulnefs. The funeral pile for great 
people, is made of lignum aloes, and fandal wood, 

A Hindoo wife who is burnt with her hufband, is either ac- 
tuated by motives of real affe&ion ; or fhe thinks it her duty to- 
conform to cuftom; or (he confents to avoid reproach; or elfe fhe 
is forced to it by her relations. 

Thxy; 
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They burn not a Sonnyaffy, nor an infant who has not cut its 
teeth, but bury them, or throw them into the river. Neither ought 
any of the following defcriptions to be burnt ; one who does not 
believe in the Bedes; one who a£ts contrary to his faith; a thief; 
a woman who has murdered her hufband; one who has committed 
any of the five deadly fins ; nor a drunkard. 

It the corpfe cannot be found, they make an effigy of the body 
with reeds, and cover it with deerfkin and Palafs, and a cocoa nut 
ferves for the head. This they pray over, and burn, 

If a wife is pregnant at the time of her hufband's death, fhe is 
not allowed to burn herfelf, till after her delivery. If he dies on 
a journey, the wives burn themfelves along with his cloaths, or 
any thing elfe that belonged to him. Some women who have been 
prevailed upon, by their relations, or have perfuaded themfelves 
againft burning with the corpfe, have found themfelves fo unhap- 
py, that they have chearfully fubmitted to expires in the flames, 
before the next day. 

After the corpfe is burnt, his relations and friends dilhevei their 
hair, re verfe their zenars, and bathe themfelves; each leaving on 
the fide of the river two handfuls of Sefame feed; and after per- 
forming thefe ceremonies, they ftand upon a green (pot. The 
friends of the deceafed exhort his relations to bear their lofs with 
patience and refignation, and accompany them home, the young 
people walking in front. When the relations arrive at the door 
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of the houfe of the deceafed, they tafte a bit of Nccmb * leaf r and 
then enter. 

The fourth day after the death of a Brahmin; or the fifth 
day after the death of a Kehteree; or of a Byfs the ninth; or 
of a Sooder the tenth day ; the perfon who put fire to the funeral 
pile, vifits the fpot and performs certain ceremonies. 

The afhes and bones are colle&ed together, and thrown into 
the Ganges. But if it is at a great diftance, they put them into 
an earthen veffel, and afterwards enclofe them in a bag made 
of deerfkin, and convey it to that river ; on which occafion other 
ceremonies are performed. 

If the deceafed is a Brahmin, all his .relations for ten days 
fleep on grafs, fpread on the ground, and cook not any viftuals, 
eating only what is fent there, or can be bought at market. 
For ten days, the perfon who put fire to the pile, makes an offering 
of boiled rice and milk to the deceafed, for the nourifliment 
of his new body. They fay that when the foul quits this 
earthly body, it animates another fubtle body, which they call 
Pcrcct. And they believe, that as long as the foul continues 
in the Pcrcct body, it cannot enter Paradife. This Pcrcet body 
vanifhes at the expiration of ten days, when certain ceremonies 
are performed upon the fouls entrance into another body, which 
is admitted into Paradife. This is for a Brahmin; but the

other tribes continue in the Pereet body according to the lengt& 
of their refpeftive Sewtuck. 

Some other ceremonies are alio performed for Brahmins 
on the eleventh day; and for other tribes on the twelfth day. 

If a Brahmin dies out of his own houfe, and' an account of 
his death is received by his family in lefs than ten days after^ 
whatever time is wanting to complete that fpace, during that they 
continue unclean. If the intelligence arrives after ten days, then 
they are unclean for three days. But his fon, whenever he* 
receives the intelligence, is uncfean for ten days, although he 
had not put on the Zenar. If a child dies before he had cut 
any teeth, or before the feventh month, the family are unclean -< 
for one day onty, and are purified by ablution. If the deceafed 
child was two years old'; they are unclean for a day and night. 
For the death of a child, from the time of {having the head, 
till eight years of age, the family are unclean for three days 
and nights. For the death of a daughter, under ten years 
of age, ti e family are purified by one ablution. If fhe dies af- 
ter that age, untif the day fhe is betrothed, they are unclean^ 
one day. If fhe dies after marriage, her father s and her hufbands^ 
family are unclean for three days* 

MERITORIOUS kinds of SUICIDE. 

These are five in number, 1, Starving. 2, Covering him;- 
felf with cow-dung, and fetting it on fire,, confuming himfelf.

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therein. 3, Burying himfclf in fnow. 4, At the extremity 
«of Bengal, where the Ganges difcharges itfelf into the fea, 
through a thoufand channels, he goes into the water, enumerates 
Iris fins, and prays, till the aligators come and devour him. 5, 
Cutting his throat at Allahabad, at the confluence of the Gan- 
ges and the Jumna.
